SYMPATHY OF THE HUB 


With the Cause of Boers and Those 
Who Are Struggling For Liberty, 


Envoys Deny That Transvaal 
Was the Aggressor. 


Would Have Willingly Submitted to Deprivation 
of Rights to Prevent War. 


. 

Boston, June 1.—In Boston's temple of 
liberty, Faneuil hall, the Boston public 
fave a warm reception to the Boer en- 
voys last night. Thesympathy was even 
deeper in the shadow of the latest news, 
and many in the audience shed tears, 
moved by the eloquence of the speakers 
and the knowledge that perhaps after all 
it was too late. 

But even though the independence of 
the two South African republics seems 
now farther away than ever, the senti- 
ment of Boston as represented by an at- 
tendance that crowded the hall to its 
doors was unanimous that the two little 
States should be free by the laws of na- 
tions and the laws of God. 

Thomas J. Gargan opened the meeting 
with a brief speech. He spoke of the 
present fighting by the Boers as “the 
pluckiest and most gallant fight of any 
people on the face of the earth.” He 
enumerated the demands of England, 
and said he discriminated between the 
British government and the British peo- 
pie. He then introduced Thomas W. 
Higginson, the chairman of the even- 
ing. 

Colonel Higginson 
many things which America 
England, and expressed his belief that 
the majority of the English people were 
Opposed to the present war. He re- 
ferred to Kossuth and how he had seen 
his country liberated, and said: “If 
there was a resurrection of Hungary 
there may yet be a resurrection of the 
South African republics. And if it takes 
20 years, what are 20 years in the life of 
a nation?” Edwin D, Mead and Franz 
H. Krebs also made addresses, both de- 
nouncing England’s claims in the pres- 
ént war as hypocrisy. 

When Mr. Fischer, chairman’ uf the 
Boer deputation, was introduced, the 
whole audience rose and gave many 
hearty cheers. Mr. Fischer said in part: 
“I came to America to plead our cause. 
I think now that one of our mistakes 
was in thinking that it would be neces- 
gary to plead our cause here. In the 
American citizen of today and tomor- 
row we have those who will not mis- 
understand us, and they might well be 
left to judge us for themselves. Otr 
difficulty in speaking is not what to say, 
but where to begin and where to end. 
We have asked fora fair hearing in 
England and it has been denied us. 
England is afraid to face the issue, 
Before the war broke out, when the 
British and Boer representatives met to 
discuss the affairs of the republics, we 
yielded point after point to the high 
commissioner of England. We were 
willing to sacrifice a great deal to pre- 
serve peace. 

“Finally the British high commis- 
sioner, after refusing our proposal, sub- 
mitted an alternative proposal, which, 
although it deprived us of many of our 
rights, we were willing to submit to to 
prevent war. We accepted this, and 
then it was that Mr. Chamberlain de- 
nounced the commissioner's own pro- 
posal as an insult to Great Britain. 
Yet we are called the aggressors. And 
when we, after deliberating about a 
week, accepted this proposal, we were 
told it was too late. 

“We have never known why, and Mr. 
Chamberlain has not blushed—I don't 
suppose he can—to say that the reason 
will never be known. And before our 
last conference the commissioner sent 
word to England that there was no way 
to settle the difficulty but by force. This 
was after we had offered to submit the 
matter to a board of arbitration to be 
appointed by British and Boers, and yet 
we are called the aggressors. Finally 
we were forced to fight to defend our 
country. The time came when, if liberty 
was to mean anything more than an 
empty name to us, We must take up 
arms to maintain it.” 

Mr. Fischer denied the charges of 
slavery among the Boers, and declared 
that when the war broke out the blacks 
all begged to be allowed to fight for the 
Boers and contributed voluntarily more 
than they could have been justly as- 
sessed for. 

Mr. Wolmarans made a brief speeck 
in Dutch, Mr. Fischer acting as his in- 
terpreter. He reiterated the argu- 
ments of Mr. Fischer, dwelling especially 
on the charge of slavery in South Af- 
rica. 

The final speaker was Mr. Wessels 
who, although not very familiar witk 
the English language, gave a graphic 
picture of the situation in South Africa 
during the war, describing the loyalty 
of the men and devotion of the women. 

The resolutions were then read by 
Richard Heard. They expressed the 
sympathy of the meeting with the cause 
of the Boers and with those who were 
struggling for liberty in all lands, and 
called upon the government to let Eng- 
land know that this is the sentiment o! 
the American people as a whole. They 
were adopted unanimously by a rising 
vote. 

At the conclusion of the meeting thr 
audience crowded around the platforn 
to shake hands with the envoys, witt 
tumultuous applause. The delegate:

SUGGESTS AN INVESTIGATION. 
Jones Says Appropriation For Paris Fair Has 
Not Been Properly Accounted For. 

Washington, June 1.—Senantor Jones 
of Arkansas yesterday made a vigorous 
attack upon the administration of the 
Paris exposition under Commissioner 
General Peck. Up to Jan. 1, 1900, he said, 
Mr. Peck had accounted for less than 
$400,000 of the $1,400,000 appropriated for 
exposition purposes. He believed that 
an investigation of the matter ought to 
be made in order that the people might 
have the facts. 

At the conglusion of a session lasting 
elght hours the senate last evening 
passed the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, which has been under consideration 
nearly a week. Thé amendment pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $5,000,000 
for the Louisiana purchase exposition, to 
be held in St. Louis in 1903, was continued 
in the bill. 

The passage of the sundry civil bill 
leaves only two general appropriation 
bills to be acted on by the senate, the 
military academy and the general de- 
ficiency measure. It is expected they will 
be passed by Saturday night. 

The house, under a special 
adopted after an exceedingly hot debate, 
in which the leaders on both sides 
charged each other with playing to po- 
litical galleries, entered mpon the consid- 
eration of the resolution reported from 
the judiciary committee proposing a con- 
stitutional amendment to lodge in con- 
gress the power to defjne, regulate, con- 
trol, prohibit or dissolve trusts, monop- 
olies or combinations. 

Under the terms of the order the vote 
is to be taken at 5 o'clock today without 
opportunity to amend. Saturday is to 
be devoted to the bill to amend the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The Democrats 
charged that the proposed constitutional 
amendment was objectionable in every 
Way; that it was a mere political pre- 
text; that it was unnecessary, and was 
proposed at the end of the session for 
election purposes in the coming cam- 
paign. The Republicans repudiated the 
charge of bad faith, 

A constitutional amendment requires 
a two-thirds vote to adopt, 
with the present membership of the 
house. The Republicans have only 236 
votes, 50 less than the requisite two- 
thirds,

Courag?ous Work of Nurses. 

Newton, Mass., June 1.—-Fire broke out 
in the Newton hospital Thursday, and 
Miss MacDowell, the matron, and her 
nurses rescued 13 scarlet fever patients 
in adaring manner. The fire was discov- 
ered by a nurse as she was passing 
through the contagious ward, and be- 
fore the alarm could be given the corri- 
dor which afforded the only means of 
eScupe was adlaze. The Ward was filling 
with smoke and the fire was rapidly 
gaining headway. One by one the sick 
patients were taken out of their cots and 
lowered through the windows to the 
ground, where they were removed to 
safety. Not until all had been taken out 
did the nurses seek safety themselves, 
and as they were overcome the firemen 
gave them assistance. The firemen con- 
fined the fire to the scarlet fever build- 
ing and to the corridor connecting it 
with the main building. The loss is $1500. 

To ‘Keep Tabs’’ on Appraisers. 

Indianapolis, June 1.—The plant of the 
Neely Printing company of Muncie, 
seized by the United States marshal on 
an attachment of the government, on 
the ground that C. F. W. Neely has an 
interest in the property, was authorized 
by the United States court here yester- 
day to keep running until the appraise- 
ment is completed. Judge Baker, in de- 
livering his orders, said to the United 
States marshal: “Have the appraisers 
Placed under oath and see that they do 
not Neelyize anything.”

Washington, June 1—The following 
dispatch was received at the war de- 
partment from General MacArthur at 
Manila: Small surrenders continue de- 
partment of northern Luzon.

Wu Ting Fang Professes Ignorance 
as to the Situation In China, 


Officials Puzzled by Action of 
the Empress Dowager. 


Lind ng of Big Force of Foreign Marines May 
Drive Boxers Into the Interior. 


Washington, June 1.—The Chinese min- 
ister, Wu Ting Fang, called at the state 
department yesterday to talk with Sec- 
retary Hay. He

had no information from 
rnment as to the critical situation 
in China and was anxious for news. 


WU TING FANG. 
tesident representatives of nearly all 
of the other nations interested in the 


Chinese situation were among Secretary 
Hay’s callers yesterday. But as in the 
case of the Chinese minister none of 
them had received any information from 
his own government bearing upon the 
situation. 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, who is leaving the United States 
for a VISIt to‘'Europe, and called to say 
good-bye to Secretary Hay, is decidedly 
of the opinion that much unwarranted 
anxiety has been excited as to the ac- 
tions of the “Boxers.” He feels confi- 
dent that there is little danger to the 
life and property of foreigners in China 
to be expected from the present upris- 
ing, There are, of course, he said, al- 
ways disorderly elements In a great city 
Ike Pekin, quick to take advantage of 
any public excitement, so that it was 
probably a wise precaution on the part 

f the foreign ministers resident in that 
capital to call for marine guards for 
their respective legations, the presence 
of these small but splendid organiza- 
tions having a wholesome effect upon 
the would-be turbulent elements in 
Pekin. 

Mr. Nabeshima, the charge of the 
Japanese legation, who also was among 
Secretary Hay’s callers, was likewise 
disposed to minimize the dangers of the 
Boxer uprising. He polnted out that at 
all times in Chinese history the secret 
societies were fomenting trouble, and 
the present disturbance growing out of 
the operations of the Boxers was not 
nearly so formidable as many preceding 
ones, 

In official circles the hope is expressed 
that the determined stand by the Ameri- 
can and other foreign governments may 

cause the Boxers to flee to the interior. 
The action of the empress dowager re- 
mains an enigma andis not known 
whether to credit her with a sincere de- 
sire to bring about the end of the trouble 
or of secret sympathy with the out- 
rages. At any rate it is felt that she 
bas been very slow in taking steps to 
Save the property of foreigners from 
molestation and their people from peril] 
and the loss of life. 

Today's advices from Tien Tsin an- 
nounce that a special train started for 
Pekin yesterday afternoon with the fol- 
lowing forces: Americans, seven officers 
and 56 men; British, three officers and 72 
men; Italians, three officers and 39 men; 
French, three officers and 72 men: Rus- 
sian, four officers and 71 men; Japanese 
two officers and 24 men. The foreign 
continngent also took with them five 
quick-firing guns. 

It is rumored at Tien Tsin that foreign 
troops will be opposed at the first gate 
of the Chinese capital, outside the wall 


In the Interest of Science. 

Berlin, June 1.—For the purpose of as- 
certaining how long a balloon will re- 
main aloft, the largest airship ever con- 
structed is now being built here. It will 
contain 9000 cubic centimetres and will 
carry 12,500 pounds. Five aeronauts will 
ascend July 15, planning to remain aloft 
for six weeks and to descend wherever 
finally carried. 


Many Excosed to Scarlet Fever. 

Augusta, Me., June 1—The whole 
neighborhood in the vicinity of the Bol- 
ton Hill school has been exposed to scar- 
let fever, and the school is closed. Many 
people in this city are also exposed, as 
one of the patients who was taken sick 
yesterday mingled freely in the crowds 
in town Wednesday.

QUINCY DELIGHTFUL. 


A Field Lesson in Geology in the 
City of Granite, 


“‘Some years ago,"’ 
man, riding out of 
Eastern division of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, ‘‘some years ago, I 
stood on the capstone of Bunker Hill 
Monument unsupported.*’ 

For a moment the shock of breath- 
less terror produced by the thought of 
such an experience prevented those 
who heard the statement from making 
apy inquiries. When, however, 
astonishment gave way to curiosity, 
they eagerly asked for the details of 
his adventure, and at length drew forth 
the information that at the time re- 
ferred to the capstone lay on its native 
ground in the quarry at West Quincy. 

Long before the events that made 
Bunker Hill Monument possible, the 
beautiful, dark-colored, hornblendic 
granite at Quincy had recommended 
itself to the colonists as a building 
stone. They were, however, very 
apprehensive lest the supply should be- 
come exhausted. Hence when the 
larger King’s Chapel was built about 
the small honse of worship first con- 
Structed it was enacted in legislative 
assembly that no stone should be taken 
from the Quincy quarry for other 
puroses than the building of King’s 
Chapel until the chapel should be com- 
pleted. 

It is also related that at the time the 
monument was being built a church 
was in process of construction in 
Quincy and that the citizens, in alarm 
lest there should not be enough stone 
for themselves and their neighbors, re- 
fused to allow blocks to be cut for the 
monument until the church was done. 

One looking over the surface outlined 
by the derricks today and down into 
the pits where men are working 120 
feet or more below the surface can fully 
appreciate the absurdity of these early 
fears. 

Quincy granite is composed of a dark 
grayish orthoclase and a still darker 
smoky quartz. It contains no mica, 
but a moderate amount of hornblende 
as an accessory mineral. The crystals 
of this latter mineral are quite perfect, 
those of orthoclase much less so, while 
the quartz has bnt irregularly filled the 
interspaces. It is a typical plutonic 
rock, and at one time was covered by 
10,000 feet perhaps of sedimentary 
rocks. 

The rugged hills formed of this 
granite, the 
destructive agency of the svlar forces 
rise in bold contrast to the smooth, | 
rounded — dramlins which thickly 
scattered about, remain to attest the} 
constructive power of ice action 

Horizontal juinting appears here as 
at Fitchburg. According to the usual 
explanation that the joints are joints of 
expansion caused by the heat of thie 
sun's rays, the thickness of the layers| 
should increase with .each removal from | 
the surface, and such very often is} 
the case. At Quincy, however, where | 
the jointing was most evident, the 
reverse was true 

Five or six series of vertical joints 
are also found here. These are joints 
of contraction, and are supposed to be} 
the result of tortion. 

Although the jointed 
the granite facilitates weathering along 
the lines of fracture, still it is of 
great advantage to the workmen who 
remove the blocks of stone from the 
mass for the most part as nature 
formed them. 

Undoubtedly the largest block taken 
from the West Quincy quarry was cut 
for the New Orleans Custom House. 
It was forty feet long by five wide and 
thick. No lighter could support it, } 
and for years it lay unused near the| 
quarry. Finally a short time ago it}

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Occupation of Pretoria Will Mark 
Military Collapse of the Boers. 


Kruger Has Fled and Left the 
City In Citizens’ Charge. 


Johannesburg Already In the Hands of British 
and the Capital Soon Will Be. 


London, June 1.—Lord Roberts’ troops 
entered Johannesburg yesterday; Pre- 
toria has made all arrangements to open 
its gates to him when he pleases to rap; 
President Kruger has fled, notwithstand- 
ing his statement that he would meet the 
British when they came on his front door 
stoop; Buller’'s troops have occupied 
Utrecht and are moving on Vryheid pre- 
paratory to a turning movement on 
Laing’s Nek, said to be held by 10,000 
Boers; Baden-Powell and Hunter are 
moving toward the heart of the Trans- 
vaal from the west, and Carrington un- 
doubtedly is performing his part from 
the north. Under these conditions it 
seems safe to assume that, unless the 
Transvaalers choose to fight a battle be- 
tween Johannesburg and Pretoria, or at 
Lydenburg, to maintain their military 
honor, the war virtually is over. 

Belated messages from Pretoria con- 
firm the reports of the departure of Presi- 
dent Kruger with his cabinet and staff 
officials Tuesday night and the selection, 
at a meeting of citizens, of a committee 


to administer the city provisionally. 

Since these telegrams left on Wednes- 
day nothing apparently has reached 
Lourenzo Marquez by telegraph from 
Pretoria. Possibly the wires have been 
cut. Possibly the Boer censorship at 
some intermediate point intercepts tele- 
grams. 

Although the war office has not 
ceived a word about it, no one in London 
harbors the idea that the Boer capital 
is not already in the hands of the Brit- 
ish or about to be there. The posses- 
sion of Johannesburg, at all events, as 
Lord Roberts has telegraphed, is a fact. 
States Attorney Smuts did not depart 
with President Kruger, but remained in 
Pretoria. 

The present seat of the Boer govern- 
ment, according to a dispatch from 
Lourenzo Marquez, dated yesterday, is

Middleberg, but it will probably be 
shifted further east. 
The Boers lately confronting Lord 


Roberts appear to have gone eastward 


also, toward the Lydenburg region, 
The defenders of Laing’s Nek, when 


their position becomes too perilous, wil] 
probably trek straight northward 
ward Lydenburg. When this concea- 
tration takes place there will be pos- 
sibly 20,000 men, Who may hold out for 
a time, with scattered bands of gueril- 
las elsewhere, 

The press dispatches from the head- 
quarters of Lord Roberts give no esti- 
mate as to the number of Boers who 
were fighting General French and Gen- 
eral Ian Hamilton Monday and Tuesday, 
but they all agree that the Boers retired, 
and that the British casualties were 
slight. 

A dispatch to The Morning Post from 
Germiston, dated May 30, says: The 
enemy fought a rear guard action, re- 
tiring from the south to the north of the 
town with their pompoms and artillery 
in the morning, and withdrawing their 
riflemen through the town in the after- 
noon. We captured nine engines and 
over 100 wagons. Two trains are leay- 
ing tonight for the Vaal. We succeeded 
in cutting the line in three directions 
and imprisoning all the rolling stock in 
Johannesburg. It was a splendid piece 
of work. The enemy were astounded at 
the rapidity of our advance, 

Some discussion is going on in London 
as to what will be done with President 
Kruger if he is captured. One idea is 
that he will be sent to St. Helena, an- 
Other that he will be tried for treason.

TROOPS TO LEAVE PHILIPPINES. 
An Early Return Home Necessi‘ated by Pro- 
visions of the Army Bill. 

Washington, June 1.—It has been de- 
tided by the war department that the 
movement for the return of the 54,000 
volunteer troops now in the Philippines 
will begin in December. This date, 
which seems early, is necessitated by the 
fact that under the provisions of the 
army reorganization bill passed by the 
last congress all these troops must be 
returned to their recruiting places by 
June 30, 1891, and it will require six 
months at least to bring them home, 
There are now in the Philippines, in ad- 
dition to these 34,000 men, about 31,000 
regulars. The remainder of the 109,000 
troops now comprising the army, in- 
tluding 1000 volunteers now in Porto Rico, 
are in the United States, Cuba, Hawail 
and Porto Rico, Of the 31,000 regulars in 
the Philippines, 21,000 must also return 
by July 1, 1901, leaving but 10,000 troops 
of any kind there after that date. 

Most of the 17,500 regulars who will 
fill out the complement of the army of 
27,500 men after July 1, 1901, will probably 
be sent to the Philippines. But even 
with, say, 10,000 of these regulars sent 
there, the total force in the Philippines 
one year hence will be but 20,000. 

The situation emphasizes what Chair- 
man Hull of the house committee on 
military affairs said last Saturday, that 
we must have a new army bill and at 
least as large an army as we have now if 
We expect to hold the Philippines, even 
if we have no urgent need of additional 
troops in any of our other insular pos- 
sessions and if the Indians reniain peace- 
ful. The war department of course ex- 
pects that a new army bill will be passed 
and that 20,000 men, with only about 17,- 
C90 available for service, will not be left 
to fight for supremacy with the Fili- 
pinos.

Washington, June 1.—J. M. Parsons, 
general master workman; J. O'Keefe 
and J. A. Conner of the Knights’of Labor 
have filed application asking that a re- 
straining order be issued against J, W. 
Hayes, R. D. Chamberlain and E, J. 
Lindholm to prevent them from inter- 
fering with the executive committee of 
the Knights of Labor in taking posses- 
siou of books, records, seals, etc., of the 
organization. The order was issued, re- 
turnable June 5. 


Confederate Veterans’ Election. 

Louisville, June 1.—All the officers of 
the United Confederate Veterans were 
elected yesterday by acclamation as fol- 
lows: General John B. Gordon, general 
commanding; Lientenant General Wade 
Hampton, army of northern Virginia, de- 
partment commander; Lieutenant Gen- 
eral S. D. Lee, commanding army of Ten- 
nessee department; Lieutenant General 
W. L. Cabell, commanding transMissis- 
sippi department. 

New England Solid For Long. 

New York, June 1.—Joseph H. Manley 
of Maine, member of the Republican na- 
tional Committee, was here yesterday. 
“New England,” he said, “is solid for 
Long. We have no other candidate, and 
we believe he is a strong man and would 
make an ideal presiding officer of the 
senate. Every Republican would vote 
for him enthusiastically.” 


Hanged Himself In His Celler. 

New Haven, June 1.—Charles H. Good- 
win of the Connecticut Roofing company 
hanged himself in his home here. His 
firm had done but very little business of 
late, and he was despondent. His body 
was found suspended in the cellar by a 
clothes line. He was 54 years old. 

Trolley Car Struck a Truck. 

New York, June 1.—Nine persons were 
seriously injured and many others cut 
by flying glass in a collision between a 
Third Avenue trolley car, over which the 
motorman had lost control, and a heavy 
four-horse truck late last night. 


Smalipox on Transport Meade. 

San Francisco, June 1.—The transport 
Meade, which arrived Wednesday night! 
from Manila with Major General Otis, is 
still in quarantine, owing to fhe presence 
of three smallpox cases on board.

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A DUEL AT CLOSE RANGE. 


St. Louis Policeman Shot by a Striker, Who 
is Killed by Another Officer. 

St. Louis, June 1—Albert Koenlg, a 
union man, emptied the contents of a 
shotgun into the bogy of Police Officer 
Crane and was himself instantly killed 
by a bullet from the revolver of Officer 
Maher on Broadway, near the Southern 
Electric power house, late last night. 

It seems that Koenig was walking 
back and forth in front of the power 
house with a shotgun on his shoulder, 
declaring that he was a ynion man and 
defying the Transit company and its 
non-union employes. Officer Crane ap- 
proached him and asked him to take his 
gun home. Koenig replied in vehement 
terms that he would do nothing of the 
sort, and when the officer grappled with 
him in an effort to disarm him the man 
brought his weapon to his shoulder and, 
aiming it at Crane, pulled the trigger. 
The officer sank to the ground uncon- 
scious, 

Maher was near by and, running up 
to Koenig, demanded his surrender. 
Koenig made # threatening movement 


and Maher shot him, killing him in- 
stantly. 
Crane is dying. Much excitement 


prevails in the neighborhood where the 
tragedy occurred. 


Adverse Action on Indian Claim. 

Washington, June 1—The claim to 
extensive portions of the Chicago lake 
front, valued at $150,000,000, put forward 
by a band of the Pottawatomie Indians, 
was adversely acted upon by the house 
committee on Indian affairs. The claim 
was set up under the old titles of the 
Indians as the original occupants of this 
section. The committee decided that 
even if the tribe had an interest in the 
lake front, this particular band setting 
up the claim has no interest in it, as the 
band separate from the tribe in 1833, 
and has since been a detached body in 
Michigan. 

Boston Broker Under Arrest. 

New York, June 1.—Henry W. Brackett, 
who represented himself as a member 
of the stock brokerage tirm of Francis 
B. Rice & Co. of Boston, was arrested 
yesterday on an order signed by Justice 
Andrews of the supreme court in an ac- 
tion to recover $1000, brought against 
him by Moses P. Prout, who claims that 
he was swindled by Brackett. Brackett 
was locked up. 

Young Hutchinson Has $3,000,000. 

Montpelier, Vt., June 1.—Willard H. 
Hutchinson, 24 years old, who was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Cornelius B. Marco, aged 78, 
of New York, at Richmond, on Feb. 14 
last, arrived here Thursday night from 
Malden, Mass., to say goodby to his fam- 
ily, as he sails for Europe with his wife 
on June 30. He declared his wealth to be 
fully $3,000,000 in his own name, 

Bristow Continues the Good Work. 

Havana, June 1.—Mr. Bristow issued 
an order yesterday more sweeping than 
any of its predecessors, practically com- 
pleting the reorganization of posta! head- 
quarters. Yesterday's financial reduc- 
tions agsregate $23,300, making a total re- 
duction of expenditure at headquarters 
of more than $42,000, 

Trial Trip of Russian Cru'ser. 

Lewes, Del., June 1.—The Russian 
cruiser Variag, which left Cramp's ship- 
yard on Tuesday for her builders’ trial, 
arrived here, after a 30-hour run at sea 
to Shinnecook, L. I. Everything aboard 
the ship worked in a satisfactory man- 
ner, 


Keane Made an Archbishop. 
Dubuque, Ia., June 1.—A letter re- 
ceived by a local priest from Rome says 
that Archbishop Keane, late rector of the 
Catholic university at Washington, has 
been appointed to succeed the late John 
Hennessey as archbishop of Dubuque. 


Coke Uvens to Shut Down. 
Pittsburg, June 1—The H. C. Frick 
Coke company has ordered the shutting 
down of 10 percent of its coke ovens in 
the Connelsville region this week. This 
means a curtailment of production of 
from 700 to 800 tons of coke a day,

Jonathan M. Taylor, one of the best 
known and most respected citizens of 
Sanbornton, N. H., is dead, aged 78. As 
a Democrat of the old school of polities 
he served as town clerk of Sanbornton, 
representative in the legislature, ard a 
term in the state senate.

Quincey Point Bri Bridge Bill En- 
grossed by Senate. 


In the senate yesterday, says the 
Journal Senator Fales of Norfolk 
County offered an explanation of the 
bill for the rebuilding of the Quincy 
Point Bridge over the Weymouth Fore 
River, between Quincy and Weymouth. 

Senator Lawrence of Plymouth 
moved an amendment to limit the ex- 
penditure to $100,000, saying that the 
case of the Fairhaven Bridge was a 
warning against passing legislation not 
definite in character. 

Senator Chamberlain of Plymouth 
claimed that the bill was unjust, unfair 
and inequitable. He moved the amend- 
ment substitute ‘city’? for ‘*cities,"’ 
and *‘county’’ for ‘counties,’’ thus ex- 
empting Boston and Brockton and Ply- 
mouth and Snffolk Counties. 

Senator Chamberlain reminded the 
Senate that this bridge is entirely in 
Norfolk County; that if it were not-for 
the big shipbuilding plant in Quincy a 
replanking would be all that would be 
necessary for ten or fifteen years. This 
was as wicked, thought, the 
Fairhaven bill, which assessed a poor 
county to add to New Bedford's 
magnificence, 

Senator Woodsum of Norfolk favored

the bridge was not unsafe. It is an 
old, tumble-down structure. 

Senator Post said the Court would 
appoint high-grade men like Senator 
Chamberlain) on the commission to 
assess the expense.

ment was rejected, and tbe bill ordered 
to third reading by a vote of 19 to 9.

When 
the family is in action, it becomes at 
once a machine, and each member 


moves and turns and even smiles with 

mechanical accuracy. If one part

“Now,” said the gymnast, “we are 
| merely human. We can’t all be perfect 
in action all the time, so from time to 
time the machine goes to pieces, but 
| we are so well schooled that we soon 
| put it together again. When there hap- 
pens to be a fall—as there does fre- 
| quently—three hearts pretty nearly 
| stop beating upon our bars until the 
| fourth of the family rises from the net. 
t wouldn't be possible to continue our 
| act if every one of us didn’t know how 
| to fall. That's the secret of it, and the 
danger lies in the loss of nerve when 
the fall takes place. Men in our branch 
seldom break legs. They break their 
necks or backs and quit the business 
once and for all. You've seen)a fall, 
no doubt. Well, did you notice how the 
boy doubled his legs up and got his 
face as close to his breast as he could? 
If he failed to do that, he would never 
| Survive the fall. He'd break his leg or 
his back sure. It’s a terrible time for 
me as the head of the ‘family’ every 
time there's a fall.” 

The gymnast has a high fall to dread. 
The acrobat, on the other hand, has to 
guard against a fall through but two or 
three feet. 

“There's as much danger in our work 
as in any circus,” said a certain star, 
one of the best acrobats in the business 
and a good and trustworthy man out 
of it. “In the tumbling particularly a 
man is liable to break his back any 
minute or dislocate his ankle in landing 
badly. My ‘family’ (of six, two of 
whom are boys) is so well trained that 
it works perfectly. So just now I have 
an easy mind. Last season, though, I 
had two bad accidents and had to dis- 
charge a man. He didn’t catch my 
apprentice one time, with the result 
that the poor boy dislocated his shoul- 
der. The fellow looked at the audience 
for an instant, and then the trouble 
came, so I lost confidence in him and 
let him go. In our business, you know, 
every one has to have confidence in ev- 
ery one else—perfect confidence. If 
you can't get that condition, you can’t 
work, that’s all. You can’t keep your 
nerve. Our accidents are nasty ones 
too. It may be a fall of three feet and 
a broken back come from it. You can’t 
tell when accidents are going to hap- 
pen either. They come so unexpected- 
ly that they knock you out. The head 
of the ‘family’ has to bear the worry. 
though. He's responsible for his ap- 
prentices, and the 13 I've taught hav 
brought me gray hairs pretty early in 
life.” 

This man is thoroughly conscientious 


| in the training of his boys morally as 


well as in their work. He regards his 
care of them as a high duty, and he 
watches them in the circus ring as 
mother might. Hence 
they are saved from many an accident. 
Ile always breathes easier, too, when 
the day’s work is over. Watch as care- 
fully as one may, he said, the business 


is such that accidents are bound to 
happen. 
“How can you accept an apprentice 


then?’ he was 
asked. 

“Well,” he replied, “there’s danger 
wherever you go. No matter what 
your business may be, if yoware care- 
less the chances are that you will get 
hurt. I train my boys and men in at- 
tention and accuracy. That's the best 
safeguard they can have. It’s like this: 
If a man throws a baseball at my head, 
it will strike and hurt me if I don’t 
stop it. I’ve got to take care, and it’s 
the same in every walk of life. It is 
dangerous work, the acrobat's, 
The acrobat shrugged his 
shoulders to complete the sentence.

Clothes Transformation, 

In these days of uniformed employ- 
ees there are to be found means where- 
by a uniform coat may quickly and eags- 
ily be changed in its appearance to that 
of an ordinary civilian. This is done 
simpiy by changing the buttons. There 
are different kinds of buttons for this 
purpose. Some are made with a shank 
that goes through an eyelet made in 
the coat, where commonly a button 
would be sewed on, this movable but- 
tou being fastened ‘at the back. But- 
tons of this kind are changed bodily— 
one kfad removed and the other kind 
put in its place. 

There is another kind of transforma- 
von button in which a black button of 
ordinary appearance is sewed on to the 
coat in the usual manner, there to re- 
main, the gold button in this case con- 
sisting of a cap which screws or is oth- 
erwise fastened right over the black 
button, which it covers. Screwing on 
these caps would put a man into uni- 
form; taking them off would put him 
back into a blue coat such as might be 
worn anywhere. 

The device of a silk band that may 
be put in a moment around a uniform 
cap is familiar. It covers up the gold 
braid there, which is, after all, likely to 
be the most conspicuous thing about 
a uniform, more so than the brass but- 
tons on the cout.—New York Sun.

No Interviewers Then, 

The number of letters written by the 
fathers of the country during the Rey- 
olution and the first 20 years of govern- 
ment under the constitution seems 
amazing at the present time.

Letters of great length were constant- 
ly passing from one leader to another. 
It speaks volumes for the industry of 
the men of the time, for their letters 
were all in handwriting. 

Those of Washington alone fill seven 
large volumes, and throughout his po- 
litical career Jefferson was even more 
active with his pen. Sometimes when 
his letters were printed he must have 
wished he had not been so free. 
Throughout his residence in France he 
wrote most voluminously to congress, 
his writings forming a running history 
of the time in Europe. After his re- 
tirement to Monticello he continued to 
Write letters of great length to his 
friends in all parts of the Union, and 
in this wise his influence remained 
nearly as great as when he was in of- 
fice.—Chicago Tribune.

DOUBLE HOUSE PLAN. 


Are Semidetached and 
Are Neat and Convenient. 

This design shows the plans of a hand- 
some double house, semidetached and 
two houses under one roof, and 
suitable for erection in town or country. 
The plans are almost exactly alike, with 
the exception of the variations in the form 
of the bay windows in front, which make 
the building very attractive in appear-

ance. A cellar extends under the entire 
building and has a concrete floor 3 inches | 
thick. 

In this case the entrances are close to- 
gether and sheltered by a handsome ga- 
bled porch, which harmonizes with the 
chief characteristic feature of each house. 
From the porch you may pass into either 
hall. On each side of the halls are the 
parlors, with an archway separating the 
latter from the former; also one between 
the parlor and dining room, arranged to 
be hung with pretty portieres, which al- 
ways give a rich effect. There is a door 
communicating with the hall and dining 
room, which is a most desirable feature. 
The main staircase, at the back end of 
the hall, leads to the second story. This 
staircase is 3 feet wide, with a neat hand 
rail firmly secured on one side. A stair- 
case which passes up between two parti- 
| tions costs less than an open stairway, 
although it is not as handsome in ap- 
pearance. 

The dining room is lighted by two win- 
dows, one at the side and one in the rear. 
From the dining room you enter the

kitchen through the pantry. Underneath 
| the main staircase are the entrance and 
stairs to the cellar, which are convenient 
and lead directly from the kitchen. 

The kitchen is equipped with a portable 
range, to which are attached a “water 
back”? and hot water boiler, whick sup- 
plies the kitchen sink and bathroom in 
the second story with an ample quantity 
of hot water, a very necessary item for 
the comfort and convenience of the house- 
hold. In this case the usual stationary 
laundry tubs are omitted, although they 
could be placed alongside of the sink in 
the kitchen if desired. The pantry is 
lighted by a smail window and fitted up 
with shelves in the customary manner. 

In the second story of each house is a 
splendid chamber in front, one with an 
octagon, the other with a semicircular 
bay window, which gives a fine view of 
the street in either direction. Two large 
bedrooms, a bathroom, hall and closets 
for each complete the accommodations to 
be found in the second story. 

Above the second story is an unfinished 
open attic, which may be utilized as a 
storeroom.

BEE BUZZES. 


The bedy of the drone bee is hardly so 
long as that of the queen, but it is much 
thicker. 

It is bad management to place and re- 
place frames, using the full set in the 
hive at the same time. 

One of the greatest hindrances to large 
honey crops is allowing the bees te run 
short of stores at this time. 

When brood rearing is carried on ex- 
tensively, more water than usual is re- 
quired. Supply it conveniently. 

Fertile workers are workers’ bees that 
lay eggs that will hatch, but they hatch 
only drones and never worker bees, and 
the drones are smaller than the drones 
produced by the queens. 

In nearly all cases when a bee is crip- 
pled or diseased in any way from any 
cause it crawls away from the cluster out 
of the hive and rids the community of its 
presence as soon as possible. 

To keep honey with unimpaired flayor 
it must not be subjected to dampness. If 
water condenses on the surface of the 
comb, it soon dilutes the honey, and then 
it sours and spoils.—St. Louis Republic.

Washington, June 4.—The first session 
of the Fifty-sixth congress will adjourn 
week.

The Pacific cable measure has 
passed the senate and is awaiting final 
action in the house. The exclusion of Mr, 
Roberts from a seat in the house because 
of his polygamous status, the refusal of 
the senate to admit Mr. Quay on the ap- 
pointment of the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania and the sensational charges, in- 
vestigation and developments in the sen- 
ate in the case of Mr, Clark of Montana, 
have added some exciting personal 
phases to the session. 

Investigation has been prolific, in- 
cluding the inquiry intno the Couer| 
d'Alene mining riots in Idaho, the va- 
rious inquiries on polygamy growing out | 
of the Roberts case, and more recently 
the investigation of the postal and other 
irregularities in Cuba. 

The total of appropriations cannot yet 
be stated with exactness, as five bills 
are pending, but it is approximately $700,- 
000,000 for the session. 

The senate in executive session has 
been occupied to a considerable extent 
with important treaties. Of these the 
with important treaties. Of these the 
treaties with Great Britain and Germany 
closing the tri-partite government fn 
Samoa and awarding to the United States 
the Island of Tutuila, with its valuable 
harbor of Pago-Pago, has been ratified, 
while the commercial reciprocity trea- 
ties with France and the British West 
Indian islands and the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty concerning the interoceanic canal 
go over without action. 


sre- 


Of the legislation actually accom- 
plished and now on the statute books, 
the financial act is regarded as the chief 
achievement of the year. The note- 
worthy feature of the debate on this 
measure in the house was that party 
lines were broken to some extent, a 
number of Democratic members from the 
eastern and New England states join- 
ing with the majority in passingit. In 
the senate, also, party lines were not en- 
tirely regarded, Senaters Lindsay and 
Caffrey voting for the measure and Mr. 
Chandler against it. 

Next in importance in the accom- 
plished work of the session is the act “to 
provide a government for the territory 
of Hawaii." The debates on it in the 
senate and house aroused little division 
Save on matters of detail. 

The Philippines and Cuba have oc- 
cupled much attention in the way of 
debate and the adoption of resolutions 
of inquiry. The Spooner bill formed the 
basis of the senatorial debate on the 
Philippines, but was fruitless of action. 
The only legislation as to Cuba 1s ofa 
comparatively minor character, relating 
to Cuban shipping. 

The extradition bill, applying to all 
insular possessions and dependencies, 
has passed both houses and doubtless 
will become a law. It is designed mainly 
to reach cases like that of Charles F. W. 
Neely. 

The Nicaraguan canal bill and the 
shipping subsidy bill are notable in- 
stances of legislation partly advanced 
during the present session, but not en- 
acted intolaw. The canal bil! has passed 
the house and has been made the special 
order in the senate beginning Dec. 10 
next. The shipping bill is on the calendar 
of each house with favorable recom- 
mendation from a majority membership 
of the senate and house committees, 

Anti-trust legislation has come prom- 
inently Into attention in the house at the 
close of the session, the house having 
passed a new anti-trust bill and de- 
feated a constitutional amendment. 

The senate has passed a bill fora cable 
to the Philippines and beyond, to be con- 
structed and maintained under govern- 
ment control, but no action has been 
taken on it in the house. The restriction 
of eleomargarine has been productive of 
considerable agitation, mainly in com- 
mittee, and a radical restrictive bill has 
been reported in the house. 

The general pension laws have been 
materially changed by the present con- 
gress largely as a result of the efforts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Considerable general legislation is car- 
ried on appropriation bills. 

The Alaska code bill, giving a complete 
civil system of laws to the territory, has 
passed both houses and undoubtedly will 
become a law. Other measures which 
have passed one house or the other, but 
are still pending, include those for the 
election of senators by the people, author- 
izing the president to appoint a commis- 
sion to study commercial conditions in 
China and Japan, for increasing the effi- 
ciency of the army by making service in 
the staff corps temporary, extending the 
eight-hour law, increasing the annual 
allowance to the militia of the country 
from $400,000 to $1,000,000, 


DEATH RATE OF NINETY PERCENT. 


Story of Terrible Famine and Disease Con- 
ditions In Bombay Presidency. 

Bombay, June 4.—After traveling 
through the most sorely smitten por- 
tions of the Bombay presidency, Louis 
Klopsch of New York, publisher of The 
Christian Herald, makes the following 
statement regarding his observations: 

“Everywhere I met the most shocking 
and revolting scenes. The famine camps 
have been swept by cholera and small- 
pox. Fugitives, scattering in all direc- 
tions and stricken in flight, were found 
dying by the roadside, in the fields and 
ditches. The nt rs at one relief sta- 
tion were increasing at the rate of 10,009 
a day. 

“At Godhra there w 
from cholera within fc days and at 
Dohad 2500 in the same period. The 
hospital death rate at Godhra and Dohad 
was 90 percent. 

“The condition of the stricken simply 
beggars Air and water 
were impregnated with an intolerable 
stench of corpses. At Ahmodabad the 
death rate in the poorhouse was 10 per- 
cent. Every day I saw new patients 
placed face to face with corpses. In 
every fourth cot there was a corpse.

Rioters Making Serious Trouble. 

Chalon-Sur-Saone, France, June 4.—

Lowe, president of the Parkhill Manu- 
facturing company of Fitchburg, Mass., 
has secured 60 acres of ground about a 
mile from Huntsville and will erect a 
5000 spindle cotton mill, bleachery and 
print works. The ground was donated 
by citizens and the industry will be free 
from taxation seven years. 


Another Missionary Murdered. 

Tien Tsin, June 4.—Six men and two 
women, French and Belgian refugees 
from Pao-Ting-Fu, lrave arrived here. 
Nine are still missing. It is reported 
from Pekin that Mr. Stevenson of the 
Church of England mission at Yem- 
Ching has been murdered and that Mr. 
Norman of the same mission is missing.

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FILIPINO OFFICER BROUGHT DOWN. 


indications That It Was Either Aguinaldo or 
His Right-Hand Man. 

Vigan, Luzon, June 4.—Major March, 
with his detachment —of the Thirty- 
third regiment, overtook what is be- 
lieved to have been Aguinaldo’s party 
9n May 19 at Lagat, about 100 miles 
northeast of Vigan. The Americans 
killed or wounded an officer, supposed to 
be Aguinaldo, whose body was removed 
by his followers. 

Aguinaldo had 100 men, Major March 
25. The American commander reached 
Laboagan, where Aguinaldo had made 
his headquarters since March 6, on May 
7. Aguinaldo had fled seven hours be- 
fore, leaving all the beaten trails and 
traveling through the forest along the 
beds of streams. Toward evening, May 
19, Major March struck Aguinaldo's 
outpost about a mile outside of Lagat, 
killing four Filipinos and capturing two. 
From the latter he learned that Aguin- 
aldo had camped there for the night. 
Although exhausted a! half starved 
Major March’s men entered Lagat on 
the run. They saw the insurgents scat- 
tering into the bushes or over the pla- 
teau. A thousand yards beyend the 
town, on the mountain side, the figures 
of 25 Filipinos, dressed in white, with 
their le a gray horse, were sil- 
houtted against the sunset.

ANIMALS AS BESIEGERS. 


Their Patience and Strategy Indli- 
cate Power of Ratiocination, 

There are plenty of garrisons and 
sieges and reliefs in wild life, and some 
of them very pluckily sustained. Short 
rations, sorties and assaults tread on 
each other's tails, and the besiegers do 
Dot always get the best of it. 

The champion besieger is a wild pig 
ealled the peccary, which is about the 
most frightful beast alive and lives in 
herds in the South American forests. 
You cannot discourage a peccary; you 
can only kill him. These beasts have a 
particular dislike to monkeys and fre- 
quently watch for an opportunity to 
cut one off from the main woods. Now 
and then the herd will manage to sur- 
prise a party of monkeys near an iso- 
lated tree or clump. They make the 
most of the chance. 

The pigs rush forward, and the mon- 
keys skim gayly up the trees out of 
harm’s way. But as the clump is isolat- 
ed from the forest there is no escape 
via the branches, and they dare not 
come down and run for it. The pec- 
earies surround and invest the tree 
clump, and there they will sit patiently 
for any length of time, while the mon- 
keys chatter angrily aloft. If a mon- 
key comes to the end of the rations 
within reach and becomes so desperate 
through hunger that he tries to run the 
gantlet, he is torn to pieces by the 
tusks of the besiegers in a few seconds. 
The only chance of escape {s that some 
of the prowling jaguars—a kind of 
leopard—in the neighborhood may get 
to know of the siege. If they do, they 


will come to the rescue, not for the 
monkeys’ sake, but because’ they 
are fond of peccary. Then the 


beleaguered garrison escapes while the 
relieving column is tackling the invest- 
But these pigs are so 
not at- 


ing pecearies. 
fierce that even jaguars will 
tack a really big herd of them. 

The most formidable of besiegers are 
the wild buffaloes of Central Africa. 
These will imprison even a panther if 
they get him inthe open. The panther 
generally makes for a high rock, but 
as the buffaloes can browse on the grass 
around, they will Lold out any length 
of time, while the panther starves. 
They form a big, irregular circle round 
the rock, the sentinels keeping an eye 
on the besieged beast while they 
browse. Often a man gets treed in 
this way. His only chance, unless a 
party of horsemen relieve him, is to set 
the dry grass alight on the lee side of 
his rock. This will fire half the dis- 
trict Lf there is any wind, and it al- 
ways scares the buffaloes off. 

It is on the sea bottom that some of 
the queerest sieges occur. If two or 
three lobsters or fighting crabs come 
upon any weak and soft water beast 
hiding in a hole, they frequently join 
forces and besiege him. But the usual 
sufferer is a hermit crab—the small, 
soft bodied crab that lives in an old 
whelk shell, with his hard claws hang- 
ing out. The other crabs surround this 
belligerent and try to starve him into 
surrender. They sit down in a circle 
round him and wait, but often one of 
the bigger lobsters will try to crack the 
whelk shell with his claw. This sel- 
dom succeeds, for such shells are very 
tough. The hermit can walk slowly, 
pulling the shell with him, but when 
he tries to do so the besiegers bustle 
him and grab at his protruding legs. 
He has to draw them in and remain 
still. Sometimes the siege is raised by 
the arrival of larger sea prowlers, who 
attack the investors, but more often, 
as the beslegers grow hungry and find 
the hermit still holds out, they begin 
fighting among themselves, and the be- 
sieged hermit escapes in the confusion. 
Sometimes, however, the siege suc- 
ceeds, but the hermit dies at his post. 
He is then hauled out and eaten. 

In hard times rats are apt to band 
together in raiding parties, and noth- 
ing comes amiss to them. Field mice 
exist in colonies, burrawed an inch or 
two below the surface of the ground. 
If the marauding rats ean find a fairly 
lonely colony—one that is not connect- 
ed with half a dozen others, that is— 
they mount guard over the outlets and 
try to starve the mice out. The be- 
sieged are no fighters and merely sit 
and cower, and though they sometimes 
make a sortie and get promptly eaten 
they more often frustrate the rats by 
dying underground.—London Answers. 


Wire Nails and Old Nails, 

Careful experiments are said to show 
that, first, cut nails are superior to 
wire nails in all positions; second, the 
main advantage of the wire nail is due 
to its possessing a sharp point; third, 
if cut nails were pointed, they would 
be 30 per cent more efficient in direct 
tension; fourth, wire nails without 
points have but one-half their ordinary 
holding power; fifth, the surface of the 
nail should be slightly rough, but not 
barbed. Barbing decreases the eflicien- 
cy of cut nails about 32 per cent. 

The pointed end enables the nail to 
enter wood without breaking its fiber 
excessively, thus preserving its grip. 
A serious defect of wire nails is their 
readiness to rust. They are made gen- 
erally of a sort of soft steel, and steel 
rusts more readily than some other 
forms of iron. In some parts of the 
country, it is said, shingles put on with 
wire vails drop off after six or eight 
years.—Baltimoreé Sun. 


A Russian Prize, 

The Academy of Sciences of Russia 
holds in trust a fund of 1,500,000 rn- 
bles which, with accumulation, is to be 
bestowed as a prize in 1925. It repre- 
sents the principal and interest of 50,- 
600 rubles left in 1883 by General 
Arakezeijew, who provided in his will 
that at the end of the first quarter of 
the twentieth century three-fourths of 
the sum should be given to the writer 
of the best history in Russian of the 
reign ef Alexander I. The other fourth 
is to be spent in printing the work in 
having it translated into French and 
German and for a prize for the author 
of the second best work.

They are called ‘se- 
vere’ bits and are supposed to keep the 
horse in restraint.

IS PRACTICALLY OVER. 


War in Philippines Confined Mostly 


to the Lower Class, Says Otis, 


The Islands Are of Vast 
Commercial Value, 


Americans Can Stand the Climate Better 
Than the Filipinos. 


San Franeisco, June 5.—After five days 
in quarantine, Major General Otis, who 
arrived last Wednesday from Manila, 
was allowed to land yésterday. Be- 
cause of several cases of smallpox on 
board the transport Meade, General Otis 
and all en board had to submit to vac- 
cination. General Otis spent the after- 
noon receiving callers and preparing for 
his departure east. It had been decided 
to receive General Otis here with full 
military honors, but for some reason this 
ceremony was omitted. 

When seen by a representative of the 
Agssociated Press General Otis, in re- 
sponse to a request that he make a state- 
ment of the situation in the Philippines, 
said that he could not comply with the 
request, as such action, in his judgment, 
would be inconsistent with his duty as 
an officer of the army. 

Asked what would be the effect on the 
war if the report of Aguinaldo’s death 
were true, General Otis said that the war 
was practically ended; that Aguinaldo’s 
followers were deserting fast, and those 
who now remained with him were gen- 
eraily of the lower class. Most of his 
officers had left him, though some still 
remained in touch with him. Some of 
those who had left him were now en- 
gaged in business in Manila and others 
were hiding in the mountains. Many of 
his closest followers, the general said, 
were very friendly toward the United 
States, and as soon as the natives in gen- 
€ral gained confidence in the friendly 
Offices of the Americans there would be 
little difficulty in bringing them to 
terms. Asked as to the commercial 
value of the islands, the general said 
that they were vastly rich, especially in 
hemp, sugar and tobacco, and as soon as 
the situation became more quiet busi-} 
ness of all kinds would increase tre- 
mendously, as it was doing now. 

General Otis would not state whether 
or not he favored the retention of the 
islands by this country. In response to 
a query he said: “We have got them 
bow. What are we to do about it?” 

Regarding the number of troops and} 
the condition of the soldiers, General 
Otis said: “‘There are 65,000 effective 
troops scattered among the islands now 
engaged in the protection of the people 
from guerilla warfare, which is rampant 
in some sections. The general health of 
the troops is exceedingly good, the per- 
centage of the sick for the month of 
April being but 10 percent. The Ameri- 
cans can stand the climate better than 
the Filipinos, and especially during the 
rainy season did their health impress 


| me. The men are becoming acclimated 


and, though it may become necessary 
to send out relief troops at times, it will 
hardly be necessary to send soldiers very 


| frequently.” 


General Otis said that his own health 
was excellent. He left for Washington 
last night and will report to the president 
atonce. He could not state when his re- 
port of the situation would be ready, but 


} said he would first make a verbal report 


to the authorities in Washington and 
hand in an extended written re- 
port. 


An Interesting Labor Experiment. 

Pawtucket, R. I., June 5.—Agent Mac- 
Coll of the Lorraine mills held a pro- 
tracted conference with a committee of 
the strikers Monday, with the result 
that a sub-committee will visit a num- 
ber of other mills in New England for 
purposes of investigation and compari- 
son. The committee will go at the ex- 
pense of the Lorraine company, and will 
visit such mills as manufacture the 
same class of goods. Rates of wages 
and prices of goods will be ascertained 
and the result reported to the main body 
of strikers here. 


Will Have Plenty of ‘“‘Pocket Money.” 

Havana, June 5.—Superintendent of 
Schools Frye announces that all the 
preparations for the journey of the Cu- 
ban teachers to the United States are 
well forward. The teachers will be paid 
their salaries at the port of departure, 
a total of $96,000. Almost exactly half 
the entire number of teachers have ap- 
plied to go, namely, 1750. Only 300 have 
been refused, as no more than 1450 can 
be accommodated. 


Attack on Tien Tsin Imminent. 

Tien Tsin, June 5.—The Boxers are re- 
ported four miles off, and an attack is 
expected. Everything is ready, and the 
residents are confident. Thirty-five Ger- 
man marines arrived here last evening. 
Three Belgian engineers have arrived. 
The French consul says 11 are still 
missing, but there are hopes of saving 
five. 


Straus Disqualified. 

New York, June 5.—Isadore Straus was 
disqualified, for fouling, in the seventh 
round of his fight with Tom Broderick 
last night at Brooklyn. Both men had 
been using foul tactics, and Broderick 
was all but out when the referee gave 
him the fight. It wasa slugging match 
throughout. 


Head Crushed Between Rails. 
Wickford, R. I., June 5.—Joseph Mon- 
tres, an Italian employed by the Sea 
View railroad, while unloading rails 
from a cart, had his head caught be- 
tween two of the rails.

CROPS MAKING GOOD PROGRESS. 


Seasonable Weather Has Had a Good Effect 
Throughout New Eng!and District. 
Boston, June 5.—The United States de- 
partment of agriculture, climate and 
crop service of the weather bureau, New 
England section, issues the following 

bulletin for the week ending June 4: 

The week has been favorable for both 
agricultural work and growth of crops. 
The surface of the ground has been 
Warm enough to cause greater develop- 
ment in vegetation than during any pre- 
ceding week of the season. The ab- 
sence of rain during the first part of the 
week has enabled farmers to make rapid 
progress in the planting of crops. In the 
southern district, including Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, al- 
most all planting has been completed; 
in the three northern states of the sec- 
tion considerable seeding is yet to be 
dene. 

tye has headed in Massachusetts and 
looks well. Early corn in places was 
cut down by the frost, necessitating 
considerable replanting. Much corn in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
is yet to be planted. Oats have madea 
rapid growth during the week and are 
promising. 

Aside from the 
weather of the early part of the 
the grass crop has made rapid progres 
Meadows in Maine are reported to be in 
excellent condition, though the pastures 
are not yet sufficiently advanced to af- 
ford satisfactory grazing. 

The frost of May 29 did much damage 
to strawberries, destroying the more 
advanced, and thus delaying the crop. 
Apples in the northern districts are now 
in bloom, and the weather is favorable 
for pollenizing. There are not the large 
number of caterpillars that wrought 
such havoc last season, but trees that 
were badly worm eaten last year have 
not bloomed. Plum and pear trees are 
reported to be well laden. Cranberry 
bogs suffered slightly by the frost of the 
29th. There will be some peaches in 
Rhode Island. 

Some potatoes were damaged by the 
frost of the 29th. Potato bugs are re- 
ported in Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts. Many potato fields have been 
hoed. Gardens are now growing rapidly 
and vegetables are rapidly recovering 
from the effects of cool weather 

Much tobacco is now being set in 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. The 
ground is in excellent condition, being 
warm for the first time this spring.

“I replied that I would gladly meet the 
commandant general the next morning, 
but that I was not prepared to discuss 
any terms, as the surrender of the town 
must be unconditional. 1 asked for a 
reply by daybreak, as I had ordered the 
troops to march on the town as soon as 
it was light. . 

“In his reply Botha told me that he 
had decided not to defend Pretoria and 
that he trusted the women, children and

“It was arranged that Pretoria should 
be taken possession of by her majesty's 
troops at 2 o'clock this afternoon.

TOWN IS UNDER ARMS. | 


Situation Created by the Boxers Is 
Now One of Extreme Peril, 


Government Forbids Soldiers 
Firing Upon Murderers. 


Kempft Reports Landing of More Seamen and 
Beginning of Engagement. 


—_—— 


London, June 6.—The Daily Express 
has a dispatch from Shanghai, dated 
Tuesday, which says: 

Russian troops have been ordered from 
Port Arthur to the neighborhood of Pe- 
kin to punish the Boxers for killing two 
Cossacks and wounding two. 

A dispatch to The Daily 
Tien Tsin, dated June 4, says: 

The situation is very serious. The 
Boxers are approaching Tien Tsin on all 
sides, 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, telegraphing yesterday, 
Says: The Boxers are within three miles 
of Tien Tsin. In addition to the marines, 
the defensive force includes voluntee ors 
under the command of Major Higgs, 
late of the Sixteenth Lancers, The town 
is practically under arms. 

The Pekin correspondent of Th Times, 
telegraphing Tuesday, says: 

Mr. Norman, a missionary of the So- 
clety for the Propagation of the Gospel, 
was cruelly murdered at Yung ( “hing on 
June 2. The viceroy of Pe-Chi-Li has 
officially notified the fact to the British 
minister. The murder was undoubt- 
edly due to the complicity of the Chinese 
government in the disturbances caused 
by the Boxers, A secret edict, issued two 
days ago, forbade the soldiers to fire 
upon the Boxers. The soldiers who were 
killed at Huang-Tsun offered no resist- 
ance and were simply guarding the rail- 
way. It is indisputable that the chief 
Supporters of the Boxers include Prince 
Tuan, the father of Hsu Tung, the 
guardian of the heir apparent, as well 
as Tubg-Fuh-Siang, the general com- 
manding the hordes of Khan-Su soldiers 
who have long menaced the safety of 
foreigners in Pe-Chi-Li. It is impera- 
tively necessary that the Tien Tsin rail- 
road should be immediately patrolled 
and protected by British guards. Pekin 
itself is apparently quiet, but there is 
much suppressed excitement. The 
French minister despairs of the safety 
of Ossent, the engineer, his sister and 
the two Italians, who were missing from 
the party that escaped from rav-Ting- 
Fu to Tien Tsin.

Adm ral.Kempft’s Report. 
Washington, June 6.—The secretary 
of the navy has received the following 
cablegram from Admiral Kempff, com- 
manding the United States ship New- 


ark, lying at the Taku forts at the 
mouth of the Pei-Ho river, dated Taku, 
June 5: 


“Engagement has commenced. Have 
landed force of 50 seamen more—bat- 
talion of marines. Kempff.” 

The cipher message is not entirely 
legible, and it is supposed at the navy 
department the admiral means that he 
has landed 50 seamen to reinforce the 
battalion of marines already ashore. 


Referred to Citizens of the Hub. 

Boston, June 6.—The bill increasing 
the tax rate of Boston from $9 to $10.50, 
which was earnestly petitioned for by 
Mayor Hart, finally passed the house 
yesterday after a long debate, but not 
until it had been provided with a refer- 
endum amendment, giving the people of 
this city the right to vote on the in- 
crease. In his petition, Mayor Hart 
Stated that it was impossible to carry 
on the business of the city with a tax 
rate limited to $9 on $1000 valuation. 


Civil Courts Have Jurisdiction. 
Washington, June 6.—A question re- 
cently arose in Cuba as to whethera 
United States soldier arrested for the 
murder of a native should be tried by 


the military authorities of the United 
States or the civil courts of Cuba. The 
attorney general yesterday gave an 


elaborate review of the laws in the case 
and expressed the opinion that the civil] 
courts of Cuba have complete jurisdic- 
tion in the matter, 


Peck Has Heard No Complaint. 

Paris, June 6.—Ferdinand W. Peck. 
United States commissicner general to 
the exposition, says, in reply to recent 
criticisms: “I believe that justice has 
been done by our heads of departments 
to each exhibitor and that there has bee n, 
no improper conduct practised by any 
of them. No complaint whatever from 
any ®xhibitor of this sort has reached 
me nor, anyone in our department.” 


Several Lives May Have Bcen Lost. 

Quebec, June 6.—The lumber plant at 
Ste. Etienne du Saguenay, belonging to 
Prince Bros. & of Quebec, was 
destroyed by fire last night. The loss 
will reach $400,000. Forty families are 
homeless as a result of the conflagra- 
tion, and it is believed several perished 
in the flames.

HISTORIC SITES.

This is a lovely little 
town so full of historic places that 
there is a monument, erected to com- 
memorate some event, at pearly every 
turn in the road. 

We first visited the common where 
the Americans faced the British early 
in the morning of April 19, 1775. On 
this common, which is particularly 
beautiful it is so smooth and green, 
are two monuments, one erected to the 
brave patriiots who fell in the 
skirmish; the other a granite stone 
bearing the words of Capt. Parker, 
‘¢stand your ground! Don’t fire anloss 
fired upon, But if they want to have a 
war, let it be in here!’? John 
Harrington, in one of the first to fall 
mortally wounded, dragged himself 
across the common to his house where 
he died at his wife’s feet. 

The next place of interest was the 
Hancock-Clark houses, about a quarter 
of a mile’s walk from the common 

In this old house Samuel Adams and 
John Hancock were hiding’ when Paul 
Revere came dashing through the town 
on his memorable ride. In it are 
collected so many historic treasures, 
such as portraits painted long ago, 
spinning wheels and cradles two 
hundred years old, and beautiful old 
hangings that it is impossible for one 
to remember all of them, 

After spending a short time in this 
house we went back to the train and 
started for Concord. 

After our lunch we started out for 
the famous bridge where ‘‘The shot 
heard round the world’ was fired. It 
is a lovely place and very picturesque 
with a monument on each side of it 
and the lovely Concord river flowing 
under it. A little farther on is the fine 
bronze statue called ‘*The Minute 
Man.’ 

On the way to the bridge we passed 
the ‘'Od Manse.’’ It is a large brown 
house with a fine lawn in front of it. 
In its day it was the only house around 
there which had two chimneys and was 
two stories high. In this house is the 
ghost chamber which suggested to

Hawthorne several stories in ‘'Mosses 
of the Old Manse.”’ 

We next wended our way tu the 
‘Sleepy Hollow Cemetery.’ It is a 
charming spot shaped very much like 
the ancient ampbitheatres. In the 
centre is a small common and surround- 
ing it on all sides the land slopes up- 
ward. On the ridge of the hill are the 
graves uf the Alcotts; of Hawthorne, of 
Thoreau, and of Emerson, the latter 
haying a beautiful pink quartz stone 
to mark his resting place. 

It seems strange to me that such 
noted people have such inconspicuous 
monuments; for all the graves, ex- 
cepting Emerson's, were marked by 
small white slabs of marble. 

As soon as we had enjoyed this quiet 
spot to our heart’s content we went 
back through the town, stopping to see 
the old Wright tavern, the site of the 
church in which the first Continental 
Congress was held, being presided over 
by Jolin Hancock, the soldiers’ monu- 
ment and the old burying ground, to 
Emersons’ house which is abont $a half 
amile from the village. Everywhere 
in the town are beautiful elm trees 
which make it very attractive especially 
near ,Emersons’ house. This is a large 
white house with many fine trees about 
it. From the street we could see the 
poet’s study where many of his poems 
were written. 

From here, those who were not too 
tired, went to Miss Alcott’s house and 
the School of Philosophy. Miss 
Alcotts’ unoccuped so we 
could not go into it but we wandered 
around it imagining that Jo and her 
sisters were playing there. 

Next it is the ‘‘Wayside’’ where 
Hawthorne wrote many of his most 
noted books. Back of these houses is 
the favorite walk of Hawthorne. 

After staying here a while we 
walked back through the village to the 
station wlere we took our train for 
home, 

At the Wollaston station we separated 
to go to our homes having had, a very 
instructive and very pleasant day.

BAD FOR CHILDREN. 


Evil Effects of Edacational Methods 
and Cond‘tions. 

A medieal journal insists that the 
harm done to children by the present 
methods of education is of the most 
serious character. It maintains that 
the conditions of civilized life have 
completely changed within the last 
half century and the new situation 
must be met if a race better fitted to 
withstand the strain of modern exist- 

ence is to be propagated. When chil- 


dren were brought up in the country, 
spending the greater part of their time 
in the fresh, open air, considerations 
as to physical development did not en- 
ter into the question. The environ- 
ment being healthy and food plentiful 
and nutritious, the natural sequence 
was that the human product grew up 
hardy and robust, well equipped for 
the battie of life. The ever increasing 
tendency to desert the country for the 
town has placed a fresh problem be- 
fore our scientific men and sanitarians. 
Children pass their youth amid un- 
healthy surroundings and in many in- 
stances are improperly and irregularly 
fed. Added to this is the undue strain 
of school life. The apparent aim of 
modern education is to develop the 
mind at the expense of the body. The 
necessity of exercise and fresh air asa 
part of a child's training is strangely 
overlooked. The physical education of 
the child Is not a whit less important 
than the development of its mental 
side. An authority on the training of 
children says that ample playground 
space should be attached to schools 
wherever possible, and, above every- 
thing, young children should not be 
expected to work longer than two hours 
at a stretch. Dr. J. 8S. Lankford in a 
paper on this subject says that an am- 
bition is imparted to the child by hered- 
ity and example to know everything, 
and if he has not the ambition the at- 
tempt is made to hammer everything 
into him. Regardless of aptitude or 
natural tendency of mind, the pupils 
are grouped in enormous classes, and 
all have the same adjustment of work. 
In the majority of cases the burden ts 
too heavy, and just as surely as effect 
follows cause in natural law a still 
weaker generation will follow the gen- 
eration of children which is now being 
weakened and unbalanced. Dr. Lank- 
ford adduces the careworn and broken 
down condition of teachers as an index 
to the heavy course and wrong classi- 
fication of children’s work. To insure 
the physical and mental well being of 
the rising generation considerable mod- 
ifications in the existing system of ed- 
ucation are necessary. 


Do Plants Think? 
“Do plants think?’ said a St. Marys 


planter to the New York Journal. 
“Have they powers of reason or any 
way of determining what Is going on 


around them? The questions seem 
rather fantastic, I admit, but they are 
prompted by some very curious obser- 
yations made at my home only a few 
weeks ago. My daughter, who is very 
fond of flowers, has a morning glory 
vine growing in a box on her window 
ledge. 

“While watering it recently she no- 
ticed a delicate tendril reaching out to- 
ward a nail in the side casing. She 
marked the position of the tendril in 
pencil on the wood and then shifted 
the nail about an inch lower. Next 
day the little feeler had deflected itself 
very noticeably and was again heading 
for the nail. 

“The marking and shifting were re- 
peated four or five times, always with 
the same result, and finally one night 
the tendril, which had grown consider- 
ably, managed to reach the coveted 
support, and we found it colled tightly 
around it. Meanwhile another bunch 
of tendrils had been making for a hook 
that was formerly used for a thermom- 
eter. Just before it reached its desti- 
nation my daughter strung a cord 
across the window sash directly above. 

“It was a choice, then, between the 
old love and the new, and, as a morn- 
ing glory seems to prefer a cord to any- 
thing else, it wasn't long in making up 
its mind. Ina very few hours the pale, 
crisp, little tendrils—which, by the 
way, convey a surprising suggestion of 
human fingers—had commenced to lift 

toward the twine. Next day they 
reached it and took such a firm grip 
that I don't believe they could possibly 
have been disengaged without break- 
ing the fiber.” 


Water Powers In Sweden, 

Sweden, of all the countries of Eu- 
rope, is perhaps most blessed with nat- 
ural power. From the mountain 
streams at the head of every fiord a 
quantity of energy is available, the to- 
tal being enormous. To this fact the 
Swedes are rapidly waking up, and im- 
ports of electrical machinery for the 
utilization of these water powers are 
growing with rapid increments. Elec- 
tric railways are under contract at 
Trolhaettan, Gothenburg, Lund, Bjer- 
rod and Joenkoeping. The electric au- 
tomobile is also achieving considerable 
popularity in Sweden and other Scan- 
dinavian countries, the benzine and 
gasoline varieties of motor carriage be- 
ing considered too noisy and far too 
evil smelling for those regions. 


Migration of Birds. 

In av article on “California Water 
Birds” in the proceedings of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sclences Mr. Loo- 
mis concludes that the shearwaters off 
Monterey find their position and shape 
their courses by landmarks and that 
birds possess no mysterious superhu- 
man faculty for determining direction, 
or else these same shearwaters would 
not have been bewildered as they were 
in the fog. He also considers that the 
young are guided from the place of 
their birth to their winter abode 
through the experience of the older 
birds. He sums up by saying that bird 
migration is a habit evolved by educa 
tion and inheritance, which owe their 
origin and perpetuation to winter, with 
its failure of food.

The American scouts have destroyed 
the camp of General Mascardo. The na- 
tives report that Mascardo, with 200 men 
and 600 rifles, Will surrender, if given as- 
surances that he will not be imprisoned. 

Monday, while scouting in the vicinity 
of Santo Tomas, two Americans were 
wounded. 

Major Johnson, with two companies of 
the Twenty-ninth infantry and 25 men 
of the Eighteenth infantry, sailed from 
Romblom to the neighboring Island of 
Tablas, where they disemberked sim- 
ultaneously in four columns, converging 
upon a central point. 

The Americans encountered about 
60 rebels, who retreated, and they cap- 
tured 40, including all the officers, to- 
gether with 10,000 rounds of ammunition 
and 24 rifles. Forty men, with a lieu- 
tenant, were lefl asa garrison, the others 
returning to Romblom. 

Company E of the Thirty-fifth regi- 
ment and company G of the Fourth regi- 
ment encountered 50 insurgents behind 
stone trenches in the high mountains 
near Norzagaray. There was persistent 
fighting, and Americans were 
wounded. Finally company G, by a 
flanking movement, carried the trenchee. 
Trumpeter Speaker has been commended 
for “‘determined bravery” by General 
Funston 

Troop G of the Fourth cavalry, C of the 
Thirty-fourth regiment and A of the 
Twenty-second regiment are pursuing 
the captors of Captain Roberts, who was 
taken by the Filipinos on May 29. Itis 
reported that the Filipinos have sep- 
arated among’ the trackless forests. 

An investigation into the cause of the 
burning of Candaba has been ordered. It 
is alleged to have been done by drunken 
sailors. 

Several local commercial houses re- 
cently received anonymous warnings 
that the Filipino crews of their coast- 
wise steamers intended killing the white 
Officials whenever a favorable oppor- 
tunity arose. Consequently, the steam- 
ers are now running with armed Eu- 
ropean guards 

The members of the civil commission 
are now selecting offices and places of 
residence.

Taunt and Challenge Between House Members 
For Political Advantage. 


Washington, June 6.—A tornado of 
partisan debate swept over the senate 
yesterday, with Senators Hanna of Ohio, 
Pettigrew of South Dakota and Carter 
of Montana the chief figures. For sen- 
sational criminations and recrimina- 
for bitter personalities and for 
poignant invective the debate exceeded 
anything heard on the floor of the cham- 
ber for many years. The lie was not 
passed directly, but the truthfulness of 
statements was challenged very sharply. 

Mr. Bacon precipitated the scene by 
repeating a charge made several days 
ago by Mr. Pettigrew that Mr. Cramp, 
the Philadelphia shipbuilder, had con- 
tributed $400,000 to the Republican cam- 
paign fund in 1892, with the understand- 
ing that he would be reimbursed by con- 
tracts for the construction of warships 
by the government. This charge, Mr. 
Bacon said, had been denied neither by 
Mr. Hanna, the present chairman of the 
Republican national committee, nor by 
Mr. Carter, who was chairman of the 
committee In 1892. 

Then the storm broke. Mr. Hanna 
vigorously denied any knowledge of such 
@ transaction and expressed his opinion 
that the charge was false. 

Mr. Carter declared that Mr. Petti- 
grew's statement properly could be 
branded only as a lie. 

Mr. Pettigrew not only reiterated the 
Statement, but created a tremendous 
sensation by asserting that his authority 
was no less a person than Mr. Cramp 
himself, and that in a conversation with

Mr. Carter that senator substantially 

had verified the story. He also attacked | 
Mr. Hanna relative to his election to the | 
senate, 


Mr. Hanna replied in kind, and ex- 
pressed doubt of the South Dakotan’s 
sanity. 


He was followed by Mr. Carter, who! 


not only denounced the charges as fig- 
ments of Mr. Pettigrew’s imagination, 
but warned the Democratic side, who 
now were the associates of the Dakotan, 
that if they would “lie down with dogs 
they would get up with fleas.” 

Most of the day was given to confer- 
ence reports and odds and ends of busi- 
ness preparatory to adjournment. A 
night session was held. 

The senate in executive session con- 
firmed all nominations sent in yester- 
day except that of J. S. Black to be post- 
master at Butler, Pa. The nomination 
of General Wheeler to be brigadier gen- 
éral was confirmed. 


* ‘The house entered the throes of disso- 
lution and all day and all evening the 
circling galleries were crowded with 
epectators. The picturesque incidents 
were few. Partisan passion, running 
high in the face of the Impending presi- 
dential campaign, broke out several 
times during’ the afternoon and hot 
words were bandied across the political 
aisle, 

Mr. Hull of Iowa and Mr. Lentz of 
Ohio crossed swords, and later Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. Gaines of 
Tennessee had a lively encounter. 
Throughout the day at every oppor- 
tunity there was a play for political ad- 
Vantage and taunt and challenge were 
bandied back and forth. But all this was 
merely incidental to the work of crowd- 
ing through the big supply bills which 
had the right of way. 

During the interims between the con- 
sideration of conference reports mem- 
bers clamored like madmen in the wheat 
pit on a panic day for recognition for 
private bills upon which their present 
salvation might depend. 

At the night session the galleries were 
thronged with gaily arrayed women, and 
the floor was a veritable bedlam. Hour 
after hour the conferees struggled on 
with their reports, the speaker, firm and 
resolute, steering the house through the 
turmoil and confusion. Toward mid- 
night the galleries thinned out, but the 
tired legislators, with the prospects of 
an all-night session ahead, remained in 
their places, getting what comfort they 
could from the knowledge that today The 
end would come. 

At 2:40 this morning the house took a 
recess until 10 a. m.

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They were old friends and had acci- 
dentally met at the Pioneer Press club 
after a separation of more than a dec- 
ade. After the experiences of each 
had been recounted at some length one 
of them related the following story to 
a coterie of newspaper men who were 
present: 

“It was back In the eighties that I 
held a desk as city editor on the staff 
of the Pottsville (Va.) Democrat. I 
had been working pretty hard, and my 
health was failing, so one day the-chief 
advised me to take a month or two off, 
go into the country and recuperate. He 
further advised me that if 1 wished to 
take the vacation I would be placed on 
full pay on the condition that I write a 
letter each week which might be of in- 
terest to patrons of The Democrat. 

“I had a friend located in a little 
town in Washington county who was 
engaged in the publication of a weekly 
paper, and I at once made up my mind 
to go down and pay him a visit. 

“I arrived at my destination in good 
time and was effusively welcomed by 
my friend and his estimable young 
wife and made to feel at home imme- 
diately. 

“I lounged about the town, which 
had a population of about 1,500 souls, 
and struck up quite a large acquaint- 
ance within a short time. 

“One marning, after I had been there 
probably a week, I sauntered into the 
office of my friend and found him ina 
dreadful stew. His local man had tak- 
en suddenly ill, and there was no one 
else who could take an assignment that 
had been mapped out for that day’s 
work. 

“It seems that a man named Barron 
had died at his home, about five miles 
from town, and, as his father had been 
a man of wealth and he had gained 
considerable netoriety as a local char- 
acter, it was deemed a good idea to get 
an extended obituary of the deceased 
Barron. The man owned property in 
the mountains of a township that had 
been named after his father and was 
somewhat difficult of access. 

“I was feeling well that morning 
and, thinking a trip in the country 
would do me good, effered myself as

I drove up to the log 
cabin, which was built against the side 
of the mountain in the farthest corner 
of the depression, and stopped. A half 
dozen dirty looking children were play- 
ing about the doorway, and they all 
dropped their play the instant they 
caught sight of me and ran inside the 
hut. 

“I walked leisurely to the door, which 
stood wide open, and rapped. <A sharp 
featured woman made her appearance 
after I had waited a few moments, and 
I stated the purpose of my visit. 

“I was invited in, and a chair was 
pushed forward for my use. 

“The woman disappeared through a 
low door at the rear of the hut, and I 
took the opportunity of making a few 
observations of my surroundings. The 
hut was furnished with a couple of 
beds, a rusty cook stove and a rickety 
old table, and everything denoted poy- 
erty. 

“The woman returned by the time I 
had taken a look around and was fol- 
lowed by a middle aged man with as 
villainous a countenance as you would 
care to see. He was a younger brother 
of the deceased, and he began to give 
me some facts regarding the life of the 
man whose obituary I was to obtain. 

“While I was taking notes another

Pottsville had been flooded with bogus 
money, and the authorities bad offered 
a reward for the makers and shovers 
of the queer. Young Barron had been 
twice accused of passing the money, 
but each time be told such a plausible 
story that the officials were loath to be- 
lieve him responsfble for the whole 
inatter. The situation was becoming 
alarming. Detectives had been em- 
ployed, but they were as much at sea 
as the local officers. As a last resort a 
reward of $1,000 was offered for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the offenders. 
When no results came of the work that 
was being done toward clearing up the 
matter and the bogus stuff continued to 
circulate, it was considered advisable 
to raise the reward, which was accord- 
ingly increased to $1,500, 

“This was the status of affairs on my 
return from my vacation. 

“I began to do a little detective work 
on my own account.

Testing the Color Sense, 

An improved lantern has been de- 
vised for testing the color sense of em- 
ployees in the railway or marine sery- 
ice who use colored signals by night, 
says the Chicago Record. On the front 
of the lantern are two movable disks, 
the lower having five green and five 
red glasses of different shades—one 
yellow, one blue and one white glass. 
The upper disk has London smoke 
glass of three different shades and 
some clear openings. By rotating the 
disks by hand any of the colors can be 
shown, either alone or in combination 
with the smoke glass. Between the 
disks is a movable diaphragm which 
regulates the size of the colored area 
shown. Inside the lantern are two 
pieces of ground glass, which can be 
placed before the light when desired, 
giving the effect of a fog. There are 
two separate burners, so that two col- 
ors can be shown at the same time in 
contrast if necessary. In this way red 
and green, two reds or two greens of 
different shades, red and white, ete., 
can be shown at the same time, or any 
color can be shown by itself. Each 
glass has an illuminated number or 
letter, which can be seen by the 
person making the examination, but 
which is soveened from the person 
tested. By this means a record can be 
kept of the color shown and a name 
given to it. It is claimed that this lan- 
tern will detect cases of defective colgr 
perception which are not discovered by 
the worsted test.

SITUATION EXTREMELY GRAVE. 


Russia’s Offer of Troops to Quel! Disturbances 
Rejected by Chinese Government. 

London, June 7.—A Pekin dispatch 
Bays the situation Is steadily growing 
worse. Events move with such rapidity 
and affairs, owing to the excitement of 
the natives, are so critical that the for- 
eign ministers hold frequent meetings. 
They feel tne need of a free hand for 
energetic action without a pefpetual 
reference to the home governments, Sir 
Claude McDonald, the British minister, 
is wiring for 75 more marines. Native 
employers who have returned from Feng 
Tai say they left the Boxers openly drill- 
ing in the adjacent villages. 

The Pekin correspondent of The Times 
says: No trains either left or arrived at 
Pekin yesterday (Tuesday). Further 
damage to railroads is reported. The 
Boxer movement is spreading unchecked 
throughout the province. Not one Boxer 
has yet been arrested or punished. Anx- 
iety is increasing regarding the fate of 
the missionaries at the various sta- 
tions. At a meeting of the Chinese for- 
eign office (Tuesday) the Japanese min- 
ister discussed the offer of M. DeGiers, 
Russian minister, to give the assistance 
of the Russian troops in quelling dis- 
turbances. The Chinese officials denied 
that the offer had been made, but Russia 
cid make it, and ihe Chinese govern- 
ment is quite capable of accepting such 
assistance.

Battleships Have Carried Out Emergency Order 

and Wiil Jo!n the North Atlantic Squadron. 


Philadelphia, June 8.—The battleships 
Indiana and Massachusetts sailed from 
the League Island navy yard at 5:40 last 
evening for Hampton roads, where they 
will join the North Atlantic squadron, 
under Admiral Farquhar, for a cruise 
and practice drill. In tess than 48 hours, 
under emergency orders, the two war- 
ships were made ready for service. This 
is the first time in the history of the 
American navy that the mobilization 
drill has been attempted. 

The complement of the battleships’ 
crews, 450 men, was effected yesterday 
with the arrival of Cetails of marines 
and sailors from Washington, Brooklyn 
and Boston. Admiral Crowinshield, chief 
of the bureau of navigation, came here 
from Washington and inspected tle 
battleships prior to their departure. 

After the mobilization is completed 
the squadron consisting of the New 
York, Indiana, Massachu- 
setts and Texas, will engage in squadron 
maneuvers and other exercises for the 
next six weeks. It is stated at the 
League Island navy yard that the In- 
diana and Massachusetts will again be 
placed in ordinary at the yards when the 
exercises are over.

Radical Action by Socialists. 

New York, June 8.—vUne of the most 
important actions of the Socialist con- 
vention was taken last night, when a 
resolution was adopted, by a vote of 62 
to 4, saying that “Every member of the 
Socialist Labor party who is an officer 
in a pure and simple British style trade 
union shall either resign his office in the 
union or be expelled from the Socialist 
Labor party.” The “pure and simple” 
unions were described as those in which 
no polities is allowed. The one condition 
on which labor unions will be recognized 
by the party is that they affiliate with 
the Socialist Labor party by joining the 
Socialist Labor and Trades alliance. 


Strikers Are Disappointed. 

Fall River, Mass., June 8.—The masons, 
plasterers and bricklayers of this city 
will not strike in support of the eight- 
hour movement, initiated by the journey- 
men plumbers, carpenters and tin- 
siniths. As a consequence of this ac- 
tion, the men on strike are greatly dis- 
appointed, and the positions of the 
unions affillated with the building trades 
is weakened by theie adverse action, 
The strike situation ig unchanged, both 
sides refusing to make concessions. 


Lower Court’s Decision Reversed 

Boston, June 8.—The United States 
circuit court of appeals has handed down 
a decision in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings against the Marshall Paper com- 
pany of Turner's Falls, holding that a 
corporation is entitled to a discharge 
under the bankruptcy act of 1898, this 
being the first decision of the question.

Pawtucket, R. L., June §8.—The town 
council of Cumberland has granted ex- 
emption from taxation for 10 years on 
land to be acquired and a mill to be 
built by Reiling, David & Schoen, which 
now has silk mills at West Hoboken, 
N. J., and Scranton, Pa. The company 
will erect a mill at Valley Falls village, 
and will employ at first 125 hands, and, 
when the plant is in full operation, 250 
hands. 


Train Wrecked by Wind. 

Parsons, Kan., June 8.—A severe wind- 
storm has swept over this section, do- 
ing much damage. The storm also 
struck Miami, I. T. Thomas Skinner was 
killed. A St. Louis and San Francisco 
passenger train was wrecked two miles 
west of Oswego by a windstorm. The 
entire train was twisted loose from the 
engine and lifted from the track. Two 
tramps were injured.

CAPITAL IS IN A GAR, 


Kruger Says It Need Not Consist of 
Collection of Bricks and Mortar, 


Burghers Intend to Continue 
War to the Bitter End. 


Transvaal President Refutes Certain State- 


ments In Regard to His Movements. 


London, June 8.—There is little live 
news from the seat of war in South 
Africa. Lord Roberts undoubtedly is 
busily engaged preparing for the final 
Stage of the war. The oscupation of 
Pretoria by the British marks the close 
of the third stage. 

The executive offices of the Transvaal 
government are in a railway car, which 
is shunted on a switch at Machadorp 
station. President Kruger caused the 
interior of the coach to be reconstructed 
some time ago, with a view to contin- 
gencies that have now arrived. 

A correspondent of The Daily Express 
who went from Lourenzo Marquez to 
see President Kruger, was received yes- 
terday. The president sat smoking a 
long pipe. He looked worried, but his 
bearing was quiet and dignified. He did 
not make the least objection to being in- 
terviewed. The correspondent was 
equipped for the interview by cables 
from London. 

“Yes,” said President Kruger, “it is 
quite true that the British have oc- 
cupied Pretoria. This, however, does 
not mean the end of the war. The 
burghers are fully determined to fight 
to the last. They will never surrender 
so long as 500 armed men remain in the 
country. I feel deeply encouraged by 
the fine work Steyn and DeWet are do- 
ing in the Free State.” 

The correspondent suggested that the 
war was over, inasmuch as the capital 
had been taken. 

“The capital,” exclaimed Mr. Kruger, 
with energy. ‘“‘What is a capital?. It 
does not consist of any particular col- 
lection of bricks and mortar. The cap- 
ital of the republic, the seat of govern- 
ment, is here in this car. There is no 
magic about any special site. Our coun- 
try is invaded, it is true; but it is not 
conquered. The government is still ef- 
fective.” 

Referring to the reason why he left 
Pretoria, Mr. Kruger said: “I was not 
so foolish as to be taken prisoner. I 
provided this means of locomotion pre- 
cisely for the same reason as our 
burghers supply themselves with horses 
when they take the field. It is neces- 
sary that I should be able to move quick- 
ly from place to place. That is all. Bye 
and bye this car will take me back ito 
Pretoria, where I could be of no service 
and where I should only play into the 
hands of the enemy.” 


“They say, Mr. Kruger,” remarked 
the correspondent, “that you have 
brought with you gold to the value of 
£ 2,000,000." 


“It is not true,” replied the president. 
“Whatever monetary resources I may 
have with me are simply those whic'g*ve 
require for state purposes. At the same 
time I am not going to tell you where 
our treasure is. Let Lord Roberts find 
it if he can.” 

“They also say in England, Mr. Kru- 
ger, that you contemplate taking refuge 
on a Dutch man-of-war at Lourenzo 
Marquez.” 

“That again is a le,” 
president, with emphasis. 
Dutch war vessel. I am not contem- 
plating taking refuge anywhere. I shall 
not leave my country. There will be no 
need for me to do anything of the kind.” 

The correspondent—Then, sir, there is 
much surprise at you having left Mrs. 
Kruger behind. 

President Kruger—But why? Mrs. 
Kruger is quite safe in Pretoria. She 
would only be put to personal incon- 
venience here. All communication be- 
tween us is stopped, of course, but she 
will await my return with calmness and 
courage. She is a brave woman. Iam 
here awaiting further information. We 
are surrounded by faithful burghers and 
are quite safe. 

State Secretary Reftz remarked: “You 
may depend upon it that the war is not 
yet over. Guerilla wartare will continue 
over an enormous area. We intend to 
fight to the bitter end, and shall probably 
retire upon Lydenburg, where we can 
hold out for many months.” 

“Yes,” observed Mr. Kruger, “it is only 
now that the real struggle has begun, I 
fear that there will still be much blood- 
shed, but the fault is that of the British 
government.” 

Then raising his voice to an almost 
passionate pitch Mr. Kruger exclaimed: 
“The time has passed for us to talk. We 
have doen plenty of that, but it has done 
us no good. There is now nothing left 
for us to do but to keep on fighting, to 
keep on fighting.” 

The correspondent who secured the in- 
terview telegraphed it direct from 
Machadorp station yesterday when the 
wires were working as usual, to Lour- 
enzo Marquez.

A pound of coal is a wonderful thing 
in its energy, says Cassier’s Magazine. 
Let us take a pound of what we will 
tall average coal, containing, say, 10,- 
100 heat units. This would be some- 
what smaller in size than a man’s fist. 
A pound of this coal, if expended in 
mechanical work, would give us 236 
horsepower. Imagine at the time of 
the pharaohs two long lines of men, 


extending over half a mile, all pulling’ 


steadily at the command of the task- 
master at a great rope to raise some 
huge obelisk, and as you see them 
sweating, tugging and straining think 
again of this small lump of coal in 
which nature has placed an equal 
amount of power. In some countries 
men who have been specially trained 
as porters to carry heavy loads on their 
backs will, as a full day’s work, carry 
a total of from 350 to 600 pounds a dis- 
tance of one mile. And yet each has 
expended bi one-third of the power 
stored up in this pound of coal. 


An exceptionally strong man has been | 


known to do one-half horsepower of 
work as his mightiest effort, but in two 
and a half minutes’ work at this rate 
exhausts his muscular foree. Let us 
suppose 100 euch men putting forth 
such extreme effort at rope or crank or 
crowbar. As they fall back, red faced 
and pufting, to catch their breaths we 
might imagine this little black lump 
saying to them, “I can do as much as 
your whole company and then can 
stand it for fully two minutes longer 
before I am exhausted!” 

Let us now furn to another portion of 
the human race. From the earliest 
times spinning has been a much prized 
accomplishment of the fair sex. We 
need look back only to our own grand- 
mothers. 
their own stories, told us when we 
were children, as rosy cheeked damsels 
sitting around the open fireplace and 
spinning from early candlelight till 
bedtime, let us say possibly two hours. 
Let us then consider for a moment the 
thousands af spindles rattling and 
whirling in a modern cotton factory, 
impelled by the power locked up in 
coal. One pound of this coal carries 
the potential energy to do the work of 
3,000 such spinsters. 

In sawing wood a man may work at 
the rate of about 6O strokes a minute 
and consider himself a “top sawyer,” 
and his saw blade may have progress- 
ed five feet a minute, but a circular 
saw, driven by machinery, may be put 
through 70 times that distance and 
saws 70 times as much wood. And 
yet this one little pound of coal con- 
tains power enough for 180 such saws. 


Sterilized Wine. 

Until recently the experiments made 
to sterilize liquids by means of electric- 
ity have failed, says The Electrical En- 
gineer of London, because the applica- 
tion of continuous current decomposes 
the liquid and thus renders it useless, 
while alternating currents of the fre- 
queney usually employed are not suf- 
ficient to destroy the microbes which 
are the cause of the fermentation 
against which a remedy is sought. 
“From a note in El Telegrafista Espa- 
nol we gather,” continues the English 
journal, “that, according to Meritens, 
all microbes in wine can be killed in a 
few seconds by the application of al- 
ternating currents of high frequency 
and low potential, which at the same 
time conduces to conserve the wines. 
Mr. Meritens has made an apparatus 
which consists of a narrow glass tube 
through which the wine to be treated 
passes. Inside the tube there is a se- 
ries of metal disks. These are insulat- 
ed, and each is in communication with 
one of the terminals of an alternating 
current dynamo. The speed of the liq- 
uid is regulated by a valve, so that It 
can be subjected to the action of the 
current for any given time. It is said 
that the invention has proved of con- 
siderable commercial value.” 


Forests of Porto Rice, 

In a report entitled “Notes on the 
Forest Conditions of Porto Rico” Mr. 
Hill of the United States geological 
survey says Porto Rico was originally 
covered by forests, but is now largely 
Ceforested, from the commercial point 
of view. The cultivation of sugar, cof- 
fee and tobacco, in addition to a num- 
ber of minor cultivations, has resulted 
in large areas of the surface being de- 
nuded of trees. The original forest has 
been preserved on the summit of El 
Yunque, the highest peak of the island. 
Here the rainfall averages 120 inches 
per year. The island presents two con- 
trasting zones of vegetation. One in 
cludes the mountains and north coast, 
a region of great humidity, whose gen- 
eral growth consists of deciduous trees 
of many species. The other is the foot- 
hill country of the south coast, a re- 
gion of seasonal aridity, whose flora is 
largely of the type of low, shrubby, 
thorny, leguminous and acacialike 
trees. The author believes that the is- 
land could be rapidly reforested. 


Electric Gondolas. 

In Venice the electric launch is rapid- 
ly displacing the gondola and the 
steamboat, especially the type of the 
latter belonging to the Grand canal 
fieet. For several years Venice has 
suffered, with much -protestation, from 
the dirty and noisy litNe steam craft 
that ply along the main waterways of 
the city. They have robbed the larger 
eanals of much of their characteristic 
and reposeful charm, but on account of 
the size of the boats they have not 
been able to invade the smaller high- 
ways of the city. In these the silent 
and easily mat euvered electric launch- 
es vie with the gondolas and are even 
more popular.

| improved, but its excellent interior ar- 
rangement makes it a most desirable 
dwelling. 

In the arrangement of rooms it will be 
noticed that every nook and corner is so 
utilized that there is absolutely no waste 
room in the house. The house is built in 
the suburbs and facivg to the north, with 
the left side toward the business portion 
of the city. Thus the head of the family 
in coming to his home finds the front en- 
trance at the part of the house first ap- 
proached. He enters the vestibule from 
a front porch and thence into the sitting 
room or parlor. These rooms are quite 
large and connected by wide sliding doors. 

In the parlor is a wide bay of slight 
projection containing two ordinary slid- 
ing windows in the sides. The front 
window has a large plate glass, with art 
leaded stained glass transoms over it.

Maybe you have served in the ranks 
and know al! about it; but, if not, let 
me tell you that war develops strange 
things in men. In a company of 100 
men you will find more love, romance 
and sorrow than you would hear of 
among 1,000 men at home. It was a 
comrade’s pleasure and duty to share 
these things with a comrade. At home 
a man would not have talked of his 
love, his hopes and fears even to a 
brother. Down there in the enemy's 
country, in hut or tent or lying under 
the same blanket after the day’s fight 
or march, man turned to man and whis- 
pered his secrets. It was because we 
marched together, fought together, ate 
together and the shadow of death coy- 
ered us all alike, 

You like a man who has shared your 
hardships; you love him when he has 
shared your dangers. So it was that 
one might sit down with the company 
roster before him and tell of those who 
had left wives behind them, and those 
who had left Sweethearts, and those 
who had found correspondents and 
were mingling romance with War. 

It was known, as if it were a family 
matter, that the orderly Sergeant's wife 
had died since he left home, leaving 
four children motherless; that Private 
Hayes had guarreled with his sweet- 
heart; that Corporal Johnson's farm 
was going to rack and ruin since he en- 
listed. We heard these things and a 
thousand others, and we Stood always 
ready to congratulate or sympathize 
with each other. I have known the big 
sergeant to come rushing into a winter 
hut occupied by six men and wake 
them all up that he might read a letter 
from home telling that the baby actu- 
ally bad taken three whole steps all by 
himself. We were men as to war, wo- 
men as to gossip, children as to trifles. 

It was so with all of Company G ex- 
cept in one single instance. Trooper 
Haskins was a Stranger among us 
when he enlisted. . He continued to be 
& stranger to his last hour. When we 
sized him up, as men size up each oth- 
er, we knew that he had some secret ip 
his life which be did bot care*to lay 
bare to the world.

CHEMISTS HOPE TO PRODUCE « 
TEMPERATURE EQUAL TO 
SOLAR HEAT,

It is well to keep an eye on the chem- 
ists just now, says Professor Garrett 
P. Serviss in the New York Journal 
They have been working wonders 
which the world but half understands, 
and greater marvels are likely at any 
moment to proceed from their labora- 
tories. 

Their campaign bas been pushed si- 
multaneously in two opposite direc- 
tions, and in both the success achieved 
surpasses what could reasonably have 
been expected. 

Up and down the scale of tempera 
ture they have ascended and descended 
until on the one hand the making of an 
artificial sun and on the other hand 
the reproduction of the torpor and In- 
ertness of empty space appear to be 
within their grasp. 

At the beginning of the century the 
chemist could do no better than the 
cold air of the polar regions could do 
for him—he could freeze mercury. 

Now Professor Dewar has descended 
into the chill abyss until, grasping a 
tube filled with solid hydrogen, he all 
but touches the bottom, only 15 de 
grees—15 short rungs of the ladder—be 
ing left between him and absolute zero. 

It is a master stroke that has annex- 
ed a new world to science, a yictory of 
the Manila Bay order, changing the en- 
tire outlook. Man has now turned the 
lightest of all gases into a solid. 

At the depth which he has attained 
nature’s energies are all above him; 
he has penetrated to the lifeless soll 
below the roots, and as he rises again 
ean contemplate the gradual awaken- 
ing of the forces that make the Hving 
world. The crucial achievement has 
been performed—henceforth only de- 
velopment is needed. With the degree 
of cold now easily attainable all chem- 
ical energies are brought Into complete 
subjection. Man becomes their master. 

Reactions that are violent, dangerous 
and uncontrollable in ordinary cir- 
cumstances entirely cease when the 
temperature is dropped to the frigidity 
of liquid hydrogen. All chemical ac- 
tion stops there. 

According to some of the latest cal- 
culations of the solar temperature, it 
will only be necessary to gain 2,000 or 
3,000 degrees in order to reproduce, on 
a@ small scale, in the laboratory, the 
mighty orb that lights and heats the 
solar system. Chemists can already 
go as high as 3,000 or 4,000 centigrade 
degrees. A recent estimate places the 
sun’s temperature at only 6,250 de- 
grees. 

Does it not seem possible that the 
gap may be crossed and that for an 
answer to at least some of the momen- 
tous questions which now confront him 
the astronomer may turn from the ac- 
tual, unattainable sun, and from ils 
far more distant brothers the stars, te 
@ miniature and tangible star lighted 
by the chemist like a lamp in his labo- 
ratory? 

. But a chemical furnace equaling the 
sun in temperature would do more 
than settle questions in astronomy. It 
might even reveal that ultimate finest 
essence of things, that mother element, 
which has been the dream of ages, and 
place it to some extent at the disposal 
of buman genius. 

Automobiles of Better Design. 
| The Electrical Review pleads for 
| more originality in the designs of auto- 
} mobiles. The automobile “goes around,” 
| it says, “forlornly, as if it were an or- 
| dinary vehicle seeking the departed 
| spirit of its horse.” Something seems 
to be wanting. At the same time ne 
advantage is taken of the absence of 
| the horse. “It is time,’ says our con- 
temporary, “to make a design that shall 
embody together with grace and beau- 
| ty of line all of the conveniences that 
' the horseless structure is capable ot 
and not in any degree suggest the an- 
cient hippomobile as*its predecessor. 
' Among many of the conveniences 
| which are possible in the new style the 
| following may be mentioned as typical: 
Aceess by a door in front of the ma- 
} chine instead of by the inconvenient 
side doors now in vogue and necessi- 
tated by the fact that the horse Is in 
front of the ordinary vehicle; lower 
steps and bodies, made possible by the 
| smaller wheels which can be used with 
| the automobile, to the great conven- 
fence of the feminine half of the popu- 
! lation; open fronts of clear glass for 
| inclosed types of vehicles, so that the 
occupant can look directly ahead at 
| the street and the passing scene with- 
out having to crane his neck sideways, 
; as in the common cab on the streets 
today.”

STEEL WOOL. 


& Curious Matcrial Thst Is Used asa 
Substitute For Sandpaper. i 
Steel wool, introduced five or six 
years ago, is a machine produced mate- 
rial that is used as a substitute for 
sandpaper. It is composed of sharp 
edged threads of steel, which curl up 
together like wool, or somewhat as the 
wood fibers of the familiar material 
known as excelMor curl up together, 
though the steel wool is very much fin- 
er, the finest of it being not much 


wools. The steel wool is put up in 
packages containing one pound each. 
These are something like rolls of cot- 
ton batting, but smaller, a pound of 
steel wool, loosely packed, making, roll- 
ed in paper and open at the ends, a 
package perhaps 15 inches long and 2 
or 3 inches in diameter. 

Made degrees of coarse- 
steel wool is put to a variety of 
uses, the finer wools for polishing wood 
and metal and the coarser for rubbing 
down p2 varnish. It is often 
used on special parts of work; while, 
for example, on the flat surfaces of a 
door a man would use sandpaper with

a block of it for the moldings he 
would use steel wool, which fits into 
the crevices and conforms itself to ir- 
regular shapes. Such work can be 


done with steel wool far more readily 
and quickly than with sandpaper, and 
it is used with like advantage on irreg- 
ular and small surfaces and on carved 
work. 

Besides the steel wool, there is a 
coarser material of the same kind call- 
ed steel shavings, which is put to vari- 
ous uses, us in taking off old paint or 
varnish and in polishing wood before 
painting, and it is used on bowling al- 
leys and on floors for smoothing and 
cleaning them. 

Sandpaper clogs in use; steel wool 
breaks down. The wool is commonly 
used with gloves to keep the ends from 
sticking into the fingers.

Disastrous Results of a 


Collision of Electric 


Four Persons Killed and More 
Deaths Are Expected. 


Large Crowd of Pieasure Seekers In Rhode 
island Overtaken by Disaster. 


Providence, June 11.—By a collision in 
Warwick, on the suburban line of the 
Union Railway company, Sunday noon, 
Four 
persons were killed and 26 injured, of 
whom three are probably fatally hurt. 
Lieutenant Governor Kimball is among 
those who are not expected to live.

The catastrophe is the worst on record 
for this section, and additions to the 
death list are hourly expected, as quite 
a number of the injured are at the hos- 
pital in a precarious condition. The ac- 
cident occurred through tle efforts of 
the motorman (now dead) endeavoring 
to make a switch on the line, which is 
a single rail. He had been given his 
signal to go ahead, and followed orders 
with the above results. 

The accident took place on the subur- 
ban line of electrics which runs between 
this city and Oakland Beach, a summer 
resort 12 miles out. Ordinarily the cars 
run on 30-minute schedule, but on Sun- 
days the travel is heavy, and 15-minute 
time was in vogue. The car which left 
this city at 11:50 was not one of the recu- 
lar cars on the road, being smaller, and 
does not stand so high on the trucks. On 
account of the large number of cars 
needed, Outside cars are called into use. 

The car left the city terminus and be- 
fore it had reached the outskirts of the 
city was packed. It was not an open car, 
being a vestibule affair. The crowd was 
so dense that passengers were standing 
in the aisles. When the car reached 
Warwick station, it stopped, to allow 
passengers to alight. According to 
schedule, Conductor Manchester should 
have waited a few minutes at the turn- 
out to allow the upbound Oakland Beach 
car to pass. He rang the signal to go 
ahead, and Motorman Burroughs put on 
his power and the car was soon spred- 
ing at a lively rate. 

Just beyond the station is a curve, 
then a straight stretch of road, and then 
comes a sharp curve in a deep cut, 
where the hill was cut through to make 
way for the rails. It is impossible fora 
motorman to see beyond the curve, as 
on the left ts a high bank, hiding the 
rails beyond from view. 

The regular car left Oakland Beach on 
its trip to the city, and Motorman Han- 
lon was making his regular time to the 
turnout at the Warwick station. Sud- 
denly he saw a car sweeping toward him. 
Hanlon shut off his power and applied 
his air brakes, which stopped the car in- 
stantly. The downbound car came on in 
spite of the efforts of the motorman to 
check its speed. There was a crash, and 
the car telescoped. The Oakland Beach 
car tore its way through the other car, 
crushing all before it. On up to the fifth 
seat went the bunter of the upbound 
car. Motorman Burroughs was instant- 
ly killed. 

Under the wreckage were inanimate 
bodies, while groans and shrieks of the 
injured filled theair. Calls were sent out 
for assistance, and a corps of doctors 
were soon at the scene. The wounded 
were placed on the cars and conveyed 
to the Elmwood station, where two 
ambulances from the hospital were in 
waiting. Lewis C. Sanborn, who was 
injured internally, died on his way to th. 
city. 

While the list of the injured is now 
numbered at 26 there are numerous pere- 
sons whose injuries cannot as yet be de- 
termined. At the hospital, where eight 
of the injured were conveyed, it is stated 
that it is expected that two will not sur- 
vive the day. 

The fact that the regular car stands 
higher on its trucks than the car 
wrecked, added to the seriousness of the 
collision, for instead of the bunters meet- 
ing the bunter of the regular car slid 
over and crashed into the body of the 
car. The down-bound car was not 
equipped with air brakes and hand 
brakes were not equa! to the emergency, 
and in fact had it been supplied with 
them it is a question whether or not the 
car could have been stopped in time.

BLOODY DAY AT ST. LOUIS. 


Three Persons Killed and Five or More Are 
Wounded In a Conflict With the Posse. 
St. Louis, June 11.—Yesterday was one 

of the most eventful and bloody days 

since the great strike on the St. Louis 
transit lines began, more than one month 
ago. There were numerous encounters 
between strikers and other individuals 
and the constituted authorities, result- 
ing in three deaths and the wounding ot 
five or more persons, mostly strikers. 

One of the latter will die. 

The day was quiet until the afternoon, 
when the police were taken off a number 
of street car lines for the purpose of giv- 
ing them a rest and to test the ability of 
the transit company to operate without 
friction. Cars were in operation during 
the day time on all the lines of the 
transit company except the Southwest- 
ern. Last night cars were run under 
police protection until midnight on the 
Park Avenue, Olive Street, Lindell divi- 
sion and Laclede Avenue line. 

The most serious trouble broke out be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock In front of a build- 
ing on Washington uvenue, between 
Broadway and Sixth streets, occupied 
by the sherifi’s posse comitatus as a 
barracks and headquarters. Several 
hundred striking street car men had 
gone to East 5t. Louis earlier in the day 
to attend a picnic given for their benefit 
at Wolff's grove. Toward evening they 
began returning home singly, in groups 
of two or three arn, ‘thers in companies 
of a hundred or more. No serious trou- 
ble occurred until one of these com- 
panies, composed of nearly 150 street 
car men in uniform, and headed by a 
drum corps, came west on Washington 
avenue. In their caps some of them had 
ecards bearing these words: “Union or 
nothing; liberty or death.” 

The men were marching along the 
sidewalk on the south side of Washing- 
ton avenue, opposite the posse barracks. 
They were in a jocular mood and as near 
as can be learned had no intention of 
making any trouble. Just as they were 
passing the barracks, a car of the Park 
Avenue division was going west. A num- 
ber of the men broke from the line and 
rushed for the cur. A vrick was thrown 
through the car window and a shot was 
fired by somebody unknown 

At the first intimation of trouble mem- 
bers of the sheriff's posse swarmed from 
the building and surrounded the crowd 
of strikers about the car, calling upon 
them to disperse. Other shots were fired 
and then some of the deputies turned 
their repeating shotguns, loaded 
with buckshot. As far as can be learned 
only four of the men in the strikers’ 
ranks were hit. Not a deputy was 
wounded even. 

The deputies arrested 20 of the strikers 
and took them to the barracks, where 
they were searched. Three revolvers and 
a number of pocket knives were secured, 
and the prisonere w ae taken to the 
Foui courts, where th were locked up 
pending an investigation,

Receiver May Be Asked For. 

Randolph, Vt., June 11.—State In- 
spector Platt, when he discovered that 
the Randolph Savings bank had lost by 
a shrinkage on certain loans, notified the 
directors of the institution, the shrink- 
age being estimated at from $15,000 to 
$14,000, which wiped out the surplus and 
made inroads on about 5 percent of the 
deposits. The result of the examination 
led to the closing of the bank, and itis 
understood the court will be asked to 
appoint a receiver, 


West Point Chapel Dedicated. 

West Point, N. Y., June 11.—The dedi- 
cation of the*new Catholic chapel at 
West Point, over which there has been 
much controversy during the past three 
years, took place yesterday. The dedi- 
catory sermon was by Rev. George 
Deshon. The gathering consisted chief- 
ly of army officers and their wives and 
many of the cadets, The chapel is of 
granite, of modern construction and oc- 
cupies the most prominent position on 
the post, 


Not Subject to Bankruptcy Laws. 

Kansas City, June 11.—A precedent in 
bankruptcy proceedings has been es- 
tablished in the federal court here. 
Judge Corland rules that companies en- 
gaged principally in mining are not sub- 
ject to the law, inasmuch as they are 
not “engaged principally In manufac- 
turing, publishing, trading or mercan- 
tile pursuits,” as a section of the law 
provides must be the occupation of per- 
sons, companies or corpotations to be 
subject to bankruptcy proceedings, 


For Alieged Murder of a Babe. 

Boston, June 11.—In the municipal 
criminal court here Patrick J. Meagher, 
charged with the murder of an unnamed 
child, was held without bail for a hear- 
ing on June 19. Mary Meagher and 
Minnie B. Meagher, as accessories after 
the fact, were held in $1000 for the same 
day. Ellen O'Neil, said to be the mother 
of the murdered child, will also be ar- 
raigned on June 19, 


The Latest In Flying Machines. 

Berlin, June 11.—A new airship, in- 
vented by Herr Weissmann, a mechanic, 
has been tried here. It ascended 20 
metres and flew 15, landing safely. The 
car rocked violently during its flight, 
owing to the imperfect construction. 
Herr Weissman will reconstruct the ma- 
chine, using papier mache and alumi- 
num. 


Man. Woman and Two Children Murdered. 

Winnipeg, Man., June 11.—Alex Mac- 
Arthur of Welwyn, N. W. T., his wife 
and two children were murdered by a 
hired man named John Morrison. Mor- 


rison then shot himself, but may re-

RUSSIANS ARE READY| S@**eeeeececeveces 


To Take a Hand In the Chinese Com- 
plication When Proper Time Arrives, 


Troops of All Nationalities 
to Be Sent to Pekin. 


Railway Communication Between Tien Tsin and 
Pekin Being Reopened by Force. 


London, June 11.—A special dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, dated Saturday, 
June 9, says: I have learned from an 
absolutely reliable source that minute 
dispatches have been sent to the com- 
manders of the Russian troops in Man- 
churia, directing them to prepare three 
regiments of Cossacks on the Chinese 
frontier to be in readiness to enter on 
the day orde:s are received. 

Details have been received from 
Shanghai regarding the recent murders 
of railway engineers by Boxers. 

It seems that a party of 30, including 
six women and one child, left Pao-Ting- 
Fu in 12 boats, under military escort. 
After traversing 50 miles in safety they 
missed their way. The boats grounded, 
and the. Boxers opened fire upon the un- 
fortunate occupants, using both rifles 
aud wooden cannon. The engineers re- 
turned the fire effectively, and the party 
landed. One woman and three men got 
separated from the main body. They 
were brutally killed. The survivors 
formed a square, With those able to bear 
arms outside and the women inside, and 
made off toward Tien Tsin. They tray- 
eled three and a half days, fighting all 
More than 2000 cartridges were 
expended, and ammunition was running 
short. They estimated that they killed 
at least 100 rebels. The men behaved 
like heroes, carrying the women and 
children. One woman of the party was 
close to maternity. Twelve miles from 
Tien Tsin three men disappeared, and 
were murdered. The survivors eventu- 
ally met the rescue party, and, much ex- 
hausted, they were escorted to Tien Tsin. 

The admirals at Taku,actingin concert, 
are forcibly reopening the railway from 
Tien Tsin to Pekin. Gangs of laborers 
are repairing the damaged line, which is 
guarded by 1500 men composed of de- 
tachments from the foreign fleet. One 
hundred Americans, under Captain Mc- 
Calla, are among them. They have guns 
and armored trains for use when the 
line is repaired, which can hardly be 
effected before tonight. 

Ten thousand troops of all national- 
ities, according to a dispatch to The 
Daiiy “xpress, from Shanghai, wil] be 
sent to Pekip to back up the demands 
of the ministers upon the government, 
or, if necessary, to suppress the Boxers 
themselves. 

Sir Claude MacDonald, British min- 
ister to Pekin, sent the following tele- 
gram to Shanghai on June 7: “The 
movement against the foreigners, which 
has been allowed to grow fo such an ex- 
tent, has resulted in the burning of rail- 
way stations and in the interruption of 
railway communication for five days.

Two British missionaries and several 
foreign missionaries have been mur- 
dered in the district near Pekin. In the 


country round, numbers of converts 
have been murdered, and chapels have 
been pillaged and destroyed, while in the 
capital itself the British missionaries 
have been obliged to leave their houses 
and ty take refuge at the legation, which 
is defended by 75 marines, 

“The Chinese government is affected 
by these events so far as to send high 
officials to parley with the Boxers, but 
it does not show any intention of sum- 
marily suppressing them. Probably it 
still has power to do so, but the throne 
is still strongly influenced by sympathy 
with the movement, and the spirit of the 
troops is doubtful. Allis well up to the 
present.” 


No Word at Washingtcn. 

Washington, June 11.—Not a word 
had been received by the state or navy 
departments up to late last night regard- 
ing the situation in China. Minister 
Conger has been in almost daily com- 
munication with the state department 
for the past week, so that the failure to 
hear from him is somewhat unusual, 
The general interpretation put upon his 
silence is that affairs have remained 
practicaily unchanged. 

Willing tc A:cept Old Rate. 

Woburn, Mass., June 11.—The leather 
buffers in the five shops of the Ameri- 
can Hide and Leather company, who 
struck, April 2, for an advance of $3 per 
weck, have voted to return to work at 
the old rate, $15 a week. This action 
was taken independent of the union, but 
it is believed that the latter will en- 
dorse it, 


Five Counts Against the Shaws. 

Woodstock, Yt., June 11.—A special 
grand jury in the Windsor county court 
which was impanelled to consider the 
Shaw cases, returned five bills against 
Dustin and Frank Shaw for breaking 
jail and impeding officers; also a bill 
against Dustin Shaw for murder. Other 
indictments will undoubtedly be dock- 
eted. 


A Loss of $65,000. 

Gardiner, Me., June 11.—The ice 
houses located on the small farm in 
Dresden, and owned by the American 
Ice company, caught fire and were total- 
ly destroyed. The ice was valued at 
$40,000, and the buildings were valued 
at $25,000. 

Missing Man’s Body Found. 

Provincetown, Mass., June 11.—The 
body of Car! J. Fellman, the Swede who 
had been missing for 10 days, was found 
Sunday in a meadow, where it had evi- 
dently been lying for some days. It is 
undoubtedly a case of suicide.

How to Curtain Windows. 

Ordinarily two sets of curtains go to 
a window—a thin pair of muslin or 
lace next the glass and a thick pair of 
silk, wool, cotton or linen next the 
room, says Harper's Bazar. The qual- 
ity of these materials varies. Often 
they are costly, often cheap. When in 
doubt about the thin curtains, it is al- 
ways safe to buy white dotted muslin. 
Either loop them back with a white 
cotton cord and tassel, which come for 
the purpose, costing only 16 cents a 
pair, or tie them back with ribbons—a 
more expensive and also more extrava- 
gant way, since the ribbon must al- 
ways be fresh to be pretty. The cord 
or the ribbon is held in place by a 
hook screwed into the woodwork of the 
window frame. A ruffle of the same 
material or of lace adds much to the 
effect of any thin curtain. These cur- 
tains are put on small, inexpensive 
brass rods that run through a part of 
the hem, the upper part of the hem be- 
ing left wide enough to form a head- 
ing. A muslin curtain ought to fall 
with a certain fullness, being cut about 
one and a half the fullness of the win- 
dow itself. Small and large windows 
are curtained alike. 


Good For Cleaning Bottles.

EMPEROR'S PROPOSAL 


Would Govern China Under 
Protectorate of Foreign Puwers, 


a Joint 


Empress and Her Ministers 
Are Classed as Usurpers. 


News From Pekin Indicates That the Situaticn 
Has Not In the Least Improved. 


London, June 12.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express, tele- 
graphing yesterday, Bays: 

Weng Tung Ho, Emperor Kwang 
Hsu's tutor and confident, who was dis- 
missed by the dowager empress after 
the coup d'etat in 1898, sends with the 
Special sanction of the emperor and his 
party, including three viceroys, a m<cs- 
sage to the peoples of the west. In part 
it is as follows: 


@MPEROR OF CHINA. 


“His majesty is convinced that the 
loyal support of many scores of millions 
of the Chinese will be accorded to his 
proposals for putting an end to the state 
of anarchy brought about by the action 
of Empress Hsi Tsi. 

et rovernment of China being virtu- 
ally non-existent, the emperor proposes 
that the foreign powers whose troops 
dominate the capital shall remove his 
impertal person from the palace in which 
his majesty is confined as a prisoner, 
shal! declare Empress Hei Tsi and her 
present miuisters to be usurpers and 
shall bring Emperor Kwang Hsu to 
whichever city the said foreign powers 
deem to be the most suitable situation 
for the new capital of the Chinese em- 
pire, under the new conditions, 

“It is proposed by his majesty and his 
advisers that the foreign powers should 
declare a joint protectorate and under- 
take the task of governing the country 
through his majesty.” 

The message suggests that the pro- 
tectorate should abolish certain boards 
in Pekin; appoint new min abolish 
the existing so-called armies; establish 
gendarmerie under foreign officers; take 
control of the customs, posts and tele- 
graphs and work them through Chinese 
officials; establish a uniform currency; 
readjust taxation and insure the free- 
dom of religion.

The last message out of Pekin to reach 
London left there yesterday morning at 
11 o'clock, going by way of the Russian 
telegraph through Manchuria, the Tien 
Tsin line being cut. It is as follows: 

“General Tung, a Mohammedan, ex- 
tremely hostile to foreigners, arrived 
here this morning and had a long audi- 
ence With Prince Tlan, father of the hair 
apparent, who is seemingly friendly to 
the Boxers. Prince Tuan has been ap- 
pointed chic? of the foreign office, over 
Prince Ching, who is more friendly to- 
ward the foreigners. The arrival of the 
empress dowager has rendered the city 
somewhat more quiet than it had been 
recently. The Protestants have erected 
a barricade before the building in which 
they have taken refuge, and they have 
a@ small guard. The Catholics are con- 
centrated north of the cathedral, under 
the protection of a French guard of 25 
men, who will hold out to the end. Iam 
convinced that Pekin, especially the 
Tartar city, is safe. More massacres of 
Christians are reported.” 


All the telegrams indicate that the 
situation has not in the least improved. 
On the contrary, the disorder has spread 
from the neighborhood of Pekin to the 
capital itself, which is growing turbulent 
in anti-foreign demonstrations. In ad- 
dition to the burning of the Pekin club, 
the secretary of the Belgian legation has 
been roughly handled in the streets. 
Hostile crowds continue to demonstrate 
against the legations. Two thousand in- 
ternational troops are approaching the 
city, and the advance guard is due to 
arrive today. 

The United States, according to dis- 
patches from Copenhagen, have given 
“hearty adhesion” to the scheme for a 
Eropean demonstration. The Russian 
minister in Pekin, who also acts as the 
envoy of Denmark, is credited with hav- 
ing sent a dispatch to the Danish foreign 
office, to the effect that a demonstration 
has been planned, under the leadership 
of England and Russia, in which all the 
great powers and several of the smaller 
will take part. The latter are not called 
upon to send troops, as there are enough 
on the spot; but they are to be asked to 
delegate the right to hoist their flags to: 
the great powers, in order that a demon- | 
stration may be made ora battle fought 
under the flags of all Europe. Japan and 
the United States have been informed 
and agree to the arrangement.

Washington, June 12.—General Otis 

Spent yesterday afternoon at the war 

Cepartment in conference with the heads 

of the various Staff departments in re- 

gard to the condition and needs of their 
departments in the Philippines. Very 

Maturally he had many questions to an- 

swer in his intercourse with his friends 

respecting present and future conditions 
in the Philippines, and of these he 
talked quite freely. 

He made one statement in particular 
which came as a distinct surprise, in 
view of the fact that he has spenta year 
and a half in fighting the Filipinos, for 
he declared that these same Filipinos 
Were Without question the very best of 
any of the Asiatic races living on the 
Pacific coast and islands. He paid a 
high tribute te their acquisitiveness, 
saying that young and old were alike 
anxious to learn from the Americans 
and quick to do so if given any oppor- 
tunity. 

The demand for schools on the Ameri- 
can plan was insatiable. It had notbeen 


possible to secure a sufficient supply of 
Spanish-American text books, the mar- 
ket having been denuded of such. When 


the book hungry Filipinos were told this 
they begged for American school books, 
and declared that their children could 
learn from them even without the 
Spanish text and translations, 

General Otis found to his astonish- 
ment that such was the He said 
that in the course of a very few months 
the Filipino children picked up a fair 
knowledge of Pnglish. Even the old 
natives conned the text books in the ef- 


case, 


fort to fix English phrases in their 
minds. There was a dearth of teachers 
too. General Otis said he looked upon 


this educational feature as the only so- 
lution of the Philippine problem, and 
Was confident that the spread of Ameri-

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MURDER ON A 


Four Bodies Found 


MAINE FARM. 


in Ruins of Their 


Home at West Newfield, 


A Foul Grime Recalling Others in Rural 
Districts of New England. 


A Hired Man Recently 


From Boston Suspected 


of Being the Perpetrator---He is Missing 


West Newfield, Me., June —The! 
farm buildings of George W. Goodwin, | 
situated two miles from here, ona cross | 
road leading to East Wakefield, were 
burned at an early hour Monday morn- 
ing, and Mr. Goodwin and three othera| 
had previously been murdered and the! 
buildings were set on fire to conceal the 
crime. 

Naturally, the entire community, al- 
ready aroused over the unexplained 
Sprague murder in South Berwick, the | 
bank robbery soon after in the Same plac e. 
and numerous assault cases within a few 
days, is almost in a state of frenzy over 
this last and most terrible tragedy. 

Mr. Goodwin lived about two miles! 
outside the center of the town on the 
road to East Wakefield. He was a man 
wel! off in worldly goods and had always 
borne an exceller . reputation among his 
neighbors. With him lived his mother, 
Mrs. Elsie R. Horne, 76 years of age; 
his adopted son, Scott Goodwin, 20 years 
old, and a hired man, Fred Bertsch, The 
bodies of all four of these persons were | 
recovered from the ruins of the house, 
and those of Mrs.Horne and Bertsch gave 
every indication that they had been 
murdéred, for both the heads + were) 
crushed in, while that of Bertsch showed 
many wounds as if made by a knife. The 
bodies of Goodwin and his son were so 
badly burned that no trace of a weapon 
was discernible. 

While the fire was noticed as early as 
2 o'clock Monday morning, it was not 
until nearly 5 that anyone visited the 
place. John Drew first gave the alarm, 
as he had occasion to go to the Goodwin 
place soon after sunrise for a cow which 
he had in the barn. He found the house 
in ruins, and seeing no trace of the fam- 
ily about, called out the neighbors. Some 
hours elapsed, however, before the town 
officials appeared on the scene and the 
work of recovering the bodies com- 
menced. 

It was learned that Scott Goodwin had | 
told a friend that a man named George | 
Champion, who formerly worked in this 
vicinity and returned after being some 
months in Boston, had been hired by Mr. 
Goodwin to work on the place. It was 
also recalled that Champion had had 
some trouble in Boston, and the person 
who heard about him from Scott Gooa- | 
win had also been told by Scott that | 
Champion wanted to have his presence 
in this vicinity kept quiet. Subsequently, 
as only four bodies were found in th 


ruins of the fire, a search was begun for 
Champion, and all New England has 
been notified to look out for him and 
detain him, if discovered. 

The work of taking the bodies from 
the ruins was vigorously conducted and 
it was soon known that the tire was not 
an accident and that before it broke out 
a more awful tragedy had taken place. 

The bodies of Mr. Goodwin and his 
son were hardly recognizable, the latter 
being headless. The body of Mrs. Horne 
was more readily identified, while that 
of Bertsch was simply charred. The 
medical xaminer discovered that the 
head of Mrs. Horne had been crushed in 
by some blunt instrument and that 
death probably ensued before the fire 
reached it. In the case of Bertsch, not 
only was the skull crushed in, in a 
similar manner to that of Mrs. Horne, 
but there were wounds on other parts of 
the body. The throat was cut and badly 
hacked, over the heart was a deep wound, 
which must have caused death, if death 
had not taken place before, while there 
were two more deep cuts in the breast, 
wounds which ordinarily 
proved morital. 

A thorough search was made for traces 
of other bodies, principally with the idea 
that perhaps Champion might have been 
in the house, but no more were found. 

In the meantime, word had been sent 
over the immediate vicinity and every 
effort was being made to apprehend 
Champion. A man was arrested in Som- 
ersworth later In the day, but last night 
he was released. Two men applied ata 
house tn East Wakefield for food, and 
while they were eating one of them kept 
his coat sleeve over his left wrist. Both!

It was learned that Goodwin, some 
three weeks ago, sold a piece of wood- 
land for $2300, and some of his neighbors 
stated that he had banked some of the 
money shortly after, keeping $500 for use. 
Others state, however, that he did not 
place the money in the bank, but had it 


in the nouse, ana (nis story isomered as 
a motive for the crime. 

The description of Champion is as fol- 
lows: Forty or 45 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches in height, weight 160 pounds, light 
complexion, thin features and with the 
finger of one hand missing.

The secretary of the interior has ap- 
proved plans proposed by the director 
of the geological survey looking to the 
further exploration of Alaska, says the 
Washington Star. In accordance with 
these plans a party will be sent to the 
Copper river district, where it is be- 
lieved valuable deposits of copper are 
to be found on the Chettyna, a tribu- 
tary of the Copper river, and alse on 
the headwaters of the Copper and Na- 
besna rivers. A topographic and geo- 
logic party will be sent to the Cape 
Nome district to define the extent of 
the gold bearing area in the southern 
portion of the Seward peninsula be- 
tween Cape Nome and Fish river. It is 
proposed to trace out the conditions of 
occurrence of veins from which the 
placer gold has been derived. If it is 
found possible, another party will fol- 
low up the apparent trend of the gold 
bearing belt of Cape Nome and vicin- 
ity, which seems to extend northeast- 
ward across the Seward peninsula to- 
wurd Good Hope bay and the Keewa- 
lik river. 

In order to prosecute explorations 
next year it is proposed to send sup- 
plies this season by steamer to be stor- 


-ed at the mouth of Allen Kakat river. 


The explorers will then proceed by 
sledge to the starting point during the 
winter and be ready to take advantage 
of favorable conditions of travel in as- 
cending the rivers on the ice early in 
the spring and in descending them 
after the ice has broken up.

WEEK OF FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 


New England Crops Greatly Benefited by Sun- 


shine and Equabie Temperature. 

Boston, June 12.—Following is a state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents of the weather 
bureau throughout the section, for the 
week ending June 11: 

The heavy rains which fel] on the 24 
and 34 of the month have been followed 
by a week of much sunshine, with warm 
and equable temperature. Under these 
favorable conditions planting has been 
Practically completed, though in north- 
ern districts some corn, barley and Hun- 
earian grass is yet to be seeded. The 
week has been marked by great growth 
in vegetation. Corn sprouts broke 
through the ground in five and six days 
efter seeding. While many correspon- 
dents state that rain is now needed, the 
conditions are not serious and do not 
approximate a drought. 

Perhaps more than any other crop, 
grass needs rain. The reports from 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
continue to be of the most encouraging 
nature. All states report that fhe pas- 
tures are now luxuriant. 

Winter grain has headed well. Rye 
ig exceptionally heavy. In southern New 
Engiand the corn crop has been culti- 
vated. Cut worms in Connecticut are 
doing some damage to both grain and 
vegetables. 

Apples and pears generally promigee a 
heavy yield. In local districts early 
bude were destroyed by the frost of May 
29. One report from Maine states that 
the variety known as the northern spy 
did not bloom. There are very few for- 
est tent caterpillars this season. Peaches 
and plums, it is estimated, have buds 
sufficient to yield 10 percent of a full 
crop in southern New England. In 
Rhode Island and Connecticut straw- 
berries are beginning to ripen; pros- 
pects for a large crop continue. Black- 
berries are blooming full. 

Many reports state that potato beetles 
are numerous. All vegetables in south- 
ern New England have been hoed, and 
in northern New England early gardens 
have been cultivated. Reports uni- 
tormly agree that vegetable gardens are 
excellent. 

Tobacco setting is progressing slowly 
in Connecticut, because al! plants must 
be watered. About three-fourths of the 
crop has now been planted. Cut worms 
ere doing considerable damage to the 
plants. 


Schooner Sunk by a Steamer. 

New York, June 12.—Steamer Coloratio, 
Captain Risk, from Brunswick, Ga., was 
in collision at 4 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, during a dense fog, with the four- 
masted, coal laden schooner Charles P. 
Notman, from Norfolk. The Colorado 
Was proceeding under reduced speed 
when the schooner loomed up out of the 
fog and before the steamer’s engines 
could be reversed or her speed slackened 
she struck the schooner head on, cutting 
her almost in two. The schooner was 
deeply laden with coal and sank in 16 
minutes. Meanwhile the Colorado hove 
to, and succeeded in rescuing all hands 
on the schooner, consisting of 13 per- 
sons.

British at Donkers Poort. 


©4pe Colony Ministerial Program Has Brough! 


Forth a Little Unpleasantness. 


London, June 12.—It appears that not 
only are the Boers sitting astride Lord 
Roberts’ line of communications at 
Roodewal, 30 odd miles north of Kroon- 
stad, but that incidentally they picked 
up another batch of British troops dur- 
ing the operations. 

Lieutenant General Forestier- Walker, 
in command of the lines of communica- 
tion in South Africa, reports that in the 
disaster to the British troops June 7, at 
Roodewal, where the Boers cut Lord 
Roberts’ line of communications, the 
Fourth battalion of the Derbyshire regi- 
Ment were all killed, wounded or made 
prisoners except six enlisted men. Two 
officers and 15 men were killed, and five 
officers and 72 men were wounded, many 
of them severely. The Boers returned 
the wounded to the British, 

Fifty thousand British troops are with- 
in 50 miles of the maurauding Boers 
north of Kroonstad, and they are ex- 
pected, of course, to make short work of 
them. Nevertheless, outside of the slen- 
der war office telegrams, no one knows 
what is going on. 

South of Kroonstad there is a wide 
gap. The railway is only partially de- 
fended; and, as General Kelly-Kenny 
has hurried all the available troops 
northward, the assumption is that there 
is danger of a second raid. The loss of 
the Derbyshires is estimated from 600 to 
700 men. 

A Reuter dispatch from Maseru, dated 
June 11, 8:35 p.m., says: Fifteen hun- 
dred Boers surrendered to General Bra- 
bant today in the Ficksburg district. 

Machadodorp has been officially pro- 
claimed the capital of the Transvaal. A 
Lourenzo Marquez dispatch says that 
the village has swollen into a small city, 
the majority of the inhabitants living in 
tents. 

An official Boer telegram asserts that 
the British have been defeated with 
considerable loss at Donkers Poort, in 
the southern extremity of the Free 
Biate or Orange River Colony, 10 miles 
from Norvals Pont. It was thought 
that this district had been cleared of 
Boers and rebels long ago. 

The Boers still cling to Laing’s Nek, 
but General Buller’s forces are still 
working far around in that direction. 

Lord Roberts has wired Cape Town 
that, prior to Wednesday, he liberated 
151 officers and 3500 of the rank and file, 
The Boers consequently took off only 
$00, 

Mr. Schreiner, the Cape premier, had 
eight supporters out of 40 at a caucus 
called to consider the ministerial pro- 
gram. Mr. Merriman, treasurer, and 
Mr. Sauer, commissioner of public 
works, have resigned from the cabinet 
and Mr. Schreiner’s own resignation is 
believed to be imminent, although he 
may reconstruct the ministry with the 
aid of the opposition, the British mem- 
bers. The cabinet situation is so inter- 
esting that Mr. Milner will postpone his 
trip north. 

Food is still scarce at Mafeking, but 
the railway is nearly repaired. Seventy- 
two rebels have been arrested in the 
Vryburg and Mafeking districts. Sixty- 
five were marched into Mafeking by two 
of their late prisoners at Mostia. 

All of General Harrington's force had 
landed at Teira a week ago. The or- 
ganization to invade the Transvaal from 
the north is already far advanced. 


Rezucing Her Weight. 

Worcester, Mass., June 12.—Mrs. Julia 
M. Woodis, living on Wilcox street, has 
abstained absolutely from all solid food 
since Memorial day, and she says she 
has experienced only beneficial effects 
from her fast. Mrs. Woodis is about 50 
years old,and at the beginning of her fast 
weighed 306 pounds, which has heen re- 
duced 32 pounds thus far. Since the first 
few days she says she has experienced 
no sensatinon of hunger, and she does 
her household work as usual. 


Wreck of the Frank Hill. 

Philadelphia, June 12.—The British 
steamer Bermuda, with a cargo of fruit, 
collided with and sank the three-masted 
schooner Frank Hill, in ballast, early 
Monday, 56 miles below the Delaware 
Capes. Captain Moore of the schooner 
and his crew of five men were rescued 
by the crew of the Bermuda and brought 
to this city. The collision occurred at 1 
o'clock, during a dense fog. 


Lynch Away In the Lead. 

Indianapolis, June 12.—The official 
count of the ballots cast for officers of 
the International Typographical union 
has been completed for the first half of 
the ticket. This count shows that for 
president S. D. Donnelly of New York 
received 9606; James M, Lynch of Syra- 
cuse, 14,143. 


Fatal Grade Crossing Accident. 

Wellfleet, Mass., June 12.—Joseph §. 
Rich, aged 65, of Malden, was killed at 
a@ grade crossing Monday while driving 
across in a light vehicle. It is quite 
likely that he did not hear the approach- 
ing train. The horse was also killed. 
Rich was a building contractor.

Richmond, Jutie 12.—At Lawrenceville 
yesterday the jury in the case of Rev.

ing, although setting out on many “wild 


goose” chases. Champion's description 
has been given so accurately by those 
who knew him that the fugitive seem- 


ingly has turned up in many places at or 
about the same time. 

The report that Champion was headed 
towards naturally stirred up 
police activity in many places. The best 
showing for his capture lies in the work 
of Read Lang, a Sanbornville officer, 
who had Champion in custody not long 
ago for a misdemeanor, and can identify 
him onsight. Lang believes that Cham- 
pion will go back to Malden, Mass., 
where he formerly lived, and if so he will 
be caught there or in Boston.

Fails to Recognize Them. 

Havana, June 13.—General Maximo 
Gomez has written to the papers with 
respect to the use of his name by the dif- 
ferent political parties. He says, in part: 

“Several political organizations ara 
using my name with great insistence, 
making the election of a local mayor a 
matter of high political importance. 1 
have devoted the larger part of my life 
to the service of Cuba, and I have pro- 
found sympathy for all parties that de- 
fend free Cuba. But, without any mental 
reservation, | may say that it would have 
been best had only one party, the Na- 
tional party, existed, until the estab- 
lishment of the republic. As another 
party, however, the Republican party, 
has come into existence, I greet it with 
cordiality. 

“So far as the mayors of the other 
municipalities of the ‘sland are con- 
cerned, I advise the C\bans, now about 
to exercise the sacred right of franchise, 
the right they have secured at the cost 
of so much blood, to search among the 
disbanded ranks of the army for those 
who in the past have always sacrificed 
their own interests and who are not 
without intellectual qualifications ne- 
cessary for the fulfillment of mayoral 
duties. By so doing the Cuban people 
will render justice and perform an act 
politically advantageous for the present 
and future. 

“This need not be regarded as handing 
over the government to the military 
element, for the soldiers, now that peace 
is declared, have lost their military ehar- 
acter. This advice I offer in all sincerity. 
I am too old to cherish selfish ambi- 
tions.”

The chickens are treated much 
the same way that wheat is rid of its 
chaff.

Kill'ng of First American Missionary. 

Washington, June 14.—-The murder of 
an American missionary in China, the 
firstin the present uprising in that coun- 
try, aggravates to a serious degree the 
grievance of the United States against 
the Chinese government for its lack of 
protection to American citizens. 

While the American marines, actingin 
concert with the marines of other na- 
tions, may be able to protect the Ameri- 
can legation at Pekin and all the fugi- 
tives who have gathered there, it is im- 
possible to extend aid to mission posts 
far from the capital, and stern demand 
will be made upon the Chinese govern- 
ment for the apprehension and the pun- 
ishment of the murderers at Tsun Hua, as 
well as the safeguarding of the surviving 
missionaries, Messrs. Hopkins and Hay- 
nor and Miss Croucher, the Boston wo- 
man. Bspecial fear is entertained for 
the safety of the latter, as she is not 
mentioned in the Tien Tsin dispatch. 

In official Russian quarters the ru- 
mors that the empress dowager has 
sought a refuge at the Russian legatfon 
in Pekin are discredited, and are re- 
sented as a bit of inspired intrigue de- 
signed to create the impression that 

tussian sympathies are with the anti- 

foreign element. It is pointed out that 
2ussia’s course has been marked by the 
utmost reserve, for while it would have 
been possible at any time to land large 
forces in China, the Russian force act- 
ually landed has been comparatively 
insignificant, mainly for the reason that 
Russia desires to be wholly free from 
any imputation of ulterior designs.

Although Champion Is wanted by the 
local police for his supposed connection 
with the brutal assault upon Harold 
Poole, a sailor lad, in this city some two 
weeks ago, as well as by the Maine au- 
thorities for the West Newfield murder, 
no warrant has yet been issued for him 
in the former case, and, as Deputy Chief 
of Police Hanscom said, it is possible 
that none has as yet been issued against 
him for the latter crime, although one 
may issue at any time. 

The prisoners were locked up in the 
Tombs, and will be held until their com- 
plicity in or entire innocence of both 
crimes can be assured beyond a reason- 
able doubt, and no efforts will be spared 
to make the investigation as thoroug 
as it is possible for skilled detectives to 
make it. 


After a two hours’ examination of the 
prisoner, Chief Inspector Watts this 
morning gave out a synopsis of the 
gtatements made by the prisoner. The 
latter acknowledged that his name was 
George Champion, and that he was at

Louisville, June 15.—Moved by strange 
Jealousy, Thomas Bach, aged 50, yester- 
day shot and killed Mollie Bach, aged 15, 
because she was secretly married, four 
weeks ago, to Newt Thorne, a 
farmer, The tragedy occurred at the 
Bach farm, 11 miles from Louisviile. 
Mollie Bach was adopted i2 years ago 
by the Bach family, and given their 
name. Thomas Bach, although he is a 
married man, was intensely jealous of 
the girl, and he had told her, itis said, 
that he would kill her if she ever mar- 
ried. Yesterday she showed him the 
license for her marriage to Thorne, which 
occurred four weeks ago, and had been

Bach immediately grabbed a pistol and 
started for the girl. She darted through 
the front door of the house, but he caught 
her and shot her three times in the back. 
Pursuing her into the yard, he shot her 
in the left side. The girl fell to the 
ground, and Pach put the pistol to her 
temple and shot heragain. With the last 
bullet In the pistol he shot himself near 
the heart. As he lay on the ground he 
reloaded the pistol, crawled over to the 
girl's body and shot himself again. Bach 
and the girl died before a physician could 
reach them.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Many young turkeys die from lack of 
vigor due to inbreeding or lice. 

Tobacco stems scattered through the 
nesting material will belp keep lice away. 

Sulphur should never be given unless 
strictly necessary, as it may cause leg 
weakuess. 

It is a mistake to select the largest 
males for next year’s breeders. The 
proper ones to select are those which are 
active. A lazy, sluggisa young cockerel is 
sure to be sluggish and clumsy when ma- 
tured. 

Carbolic acid is a poison and will kill 
poultry if they drink water in which too 
much of it is nsed. Twelve drops of the 
acid in a quart of water is enough. But 
in cases of cholera a teaspoonful in three 
pints of water will not be too much. 

A hen seldom begins to eat shells until 
she finds one broken by accident or until 
she becomes accustomed to eggshells that 
may be thrown into the yard. On this ac- 
count eggshells should always be well 
erusbed before they are given to the 
hens.—St. Louis Republic.

The report that the mixed forces will 
sieze the Taku forts is taken to mean 
that the forsign commanders expect no 
aid from the Chinese government in re- 
pressing the disorders, and are deter- 
mined to make Taku secure as a base 
from which to operate 

This is the situation in China, as itap- 
pears to the Shanghai corerspondent of 
The Daily Lxpress, cabled last evening: 

“It is really a state of veiled war. The 
members of the foreign legations in 
Pekin are Virtually prisoners; and the 
Chinese troops are only restrained from 
attacking them by fear of the legation 
guards, 

“Meanwhile the ministers are alto- 
gether unable to communicate with the 
officers commanding the relief column, 
which is making an enforced and Iso- 
lated halt between Tien Tsin and Pekin. 
The walls of the capital city are guarded 
by 100,000 imperial troops. The gatesare 
heavily defended with modern guns. 
General Tung, acting under orders from 
the «mpress dowager, says that no more 
foreign troops shall enter the sacred city. 

“On Monday the ministers sent a de- 
mand to the foreign office that the gates 
be opened, declaring that otherwise the 
foreign troops would enter forcibly. To 
this no reply was given. A _ second 
message went unanswered, or had not 
been answered when the latest news left 
Pekin. 

“Sir Claude MacDonald's latest mes- 
gage says that the legations are capable 
of sustaining an effective defense, unless 
attacked in force.” 

Russia, this correspondent asserts,not- 
withstanding assurances to the contrary, 
sides with China. Some foreign troops 
are already reported to be in the environs 
of Pekin, and the attitude of the Chinese 
troops is increasingly menacing. 

“The strests of Pekia,”’ continues the 
correspondent of The Daily Express, 
“are said to be sxething with anti-for- 
eign mobs, clamoring for the destruction 
of the delegations and the death of the 
foreign ministers. Even were the for- 
eign office disposed to restrain the vio- 
lence of the reactionaries, it is consid- 
ered highly improbable that they will be 
able to hold them in check. For the for- 
eign ministers the crisis will arise when 
the relief colmn comes in sight of Pekin. 

“It is still felt here that the foreign 
force is wholly inadequate to battle with 
the hordes of Chinese troops massed out- 
side the gates, which now include the 
imperial troops from Shan-Hai-Kwan.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Times says: In competent political 
circles there is no wish or trace of in- 
tention to act in China ovher than with 
the great powers, At the same time there 
is no desire to establish a European con- 
cert. Russia, like the United States, re- 
serves to herself independence of action. 


Government Urged to Seek Reparation. 

Yokohama, June 16.—The murder of 
the Japanese chancellor of legation at 
Pekin by the Chinese imperial troops has 
aroused keen feeling in Japan. The 
press urges the sovernment to exact 
ample reparation. Eight warships are 
to be sent to Taku, 


Volunteers From West Indies. 

Kingston, Jamaica, June 16.—The Brit- 
ish war office has just cabled to the 
Jamaica government that it is prepared 
to accept a composite volunteer militia 
contingent from Jamaica, Trinidad and 
Demarara for service in Ashanti. Ja- 
maica will supply 200 men and five addl- 
tional officers. The West India regiment 
has been ordered to Ashanti forthwith.

West Newfield, Me., June 16.—The ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury in the case of 
the murdered persons—George W. Good- 
win, Seott G. Goodwin, Fred Bertsch and 
Mrs. Elsie N. Horne—was as follows: 
*That they came to their death by vio- 
lence at the hands of George Champion, 
and by instruments and weapons to the 
jury unknown.” 

Inspector McCausland was the only 
witness before the jury, ang he testified 
that Champion said that he went to 
Goodwin's at4 p.m. on June 7 and 
Stopped there until Sunday night at 9 
o'clock, when he left. Witness said 
Champion stated that Goodwin and Mrs. 
Horne were there, but that Scott Good- 
win and Bertsch were away and had not 
returned when he left. Witness further 
said Champion at first declared that he 
had walked to Union, arriving there at 
3 a.m. Monday, and then took a train at 
6 a. m. for Boston, arriving at the latter 
place about 1 p m.; but that Champion 
later, When questioned by McCausland, 
acknowledged that he had ridden in a 
team from Union to Farmington, and 
that his previous statement was false. 
Champion had also told witness that 
when he reached Boston he went to 
Farker street and spent the night there 
with his wife, then went the next day to 
Milford, 

The authorities believe that Cham- 
pion is likely to weaken and make a con- 
fession before long, as he appears un- 
able to stand the strain of his conditkon 
much longer. 

Champion was arraigned in his cell at 
the county jail at Alfred Friday. War- 
rants charging the murder of each of 
the four victums were read to him, and 
he pleaded not guilty to each, and was 
then bound over without bail tg await 
the action of the grand jury, which sits 
on the third Tuesday of September.

This 
tip did not circulate until quite late in 
the evening, but the effect was soon ap- 
parent. There were many real friends 
of Roosevelt who accepted his declara- 
tion as absolutely voicing his wish. It 
changed the current of talk and men 
who were confident 24 hours ago that 
Roosevelt's nomination was a foregone 
conclusion began asking: “Well, who 
will it be?” 

The answer was generally John D

| HISTORIG QUINCY. 


Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the’ 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in [1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here in 
1621 while exploring the coast. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head of a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squar 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish quenched his thirst, and carried a 
supply to the boat. 

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Vrivate house, not open to 
public. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
Not open to public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian), 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John

Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the ge neral public. 

BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 

Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her sor, 
Jolin Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the publie library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincey Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished also the BIG ship yard now 
being established at Quincy Point. 


It Was Great Sport. 
A hay fight at Norfolk Downs made 
great sport for a crowd Tuesday even- 
ing.

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RUNDLE THREATENED. 


Fears That Boers May Break 
Through a Line Weakly Held, 


Boers’ Flow of Supplies Tem- 
porarily Interrupted. 


British Lost Men In Two Skirmishes Which 
Are But Just Made Public. 


London, June 20.—The Boers are gath- 
ering in force in front of General Rundle 
near Ficksburg. His forces stretch for 
eight miles. As some parts of the line 
are weakly held, the British fear that 
the Boers may break through. Outpost 
skirmishes are of daily occurrence. The 
Boers there are commanded by Devil- 
liers and Hermann. 

Mr. Steyn is at Bethlehem, the tem- 
porary capital of the Free State. 

According to dispatches from Lour- 
enzo Marques the Malana bridge hag 
been destroyed. One account says it 
was blown up. Another asserts that it 
Was undermined by a patrol from 
Swaziland and so collapsed under the 
weight of atrain. This will temporarily 
interrupt the flow of supplies to the 
Boers from Lourenzo Marques. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
The Daily Mail, telegraphing June 16, 
Says that Lord Roberts is getting huts 
for 30,000 men, and is arranging re- 
transport for a part of his army, al- 
though his plans are not to take effect 
immediately. 

The Lourenzo Marques correspondent 
of The Daily Expresssays: A German- 
American, well Known to the New York 
police, is alleged to have planned a 
desperate attempt to steal some of the 
bar gold from the trucks attached to 
President Kruger’s traveling capital. 
He is said to have carried off some bars 
before he was discovered. 

The casualties made public by the war 
office, including a long list cf missing, 
show British losses in engagements 
hitherto not reported. In an attack on 
a construction train at Leeuw Spruit on 
June 14, three were killed, five wounded 
and 60 captured. Leeuw Spruit is 40 
miles north of Kroonstad. This was the 
day of the Zand river attack, 80 miles 
distant. Another list shows 9 wounded 
and 11 missing in an action at Vrede- 
fort, on June 7, no previous mention of 
which has been made. 

The Daily Mail points out that it is 
quite possible the wires have again been 
cut in Lord Roberts’ rear, as no dis- 
patch later than June 16 has been re- 
ceived. 

Warring Labor Factions. 

Washington, June 20.—Two gatherings 
of the Knights of Labor of North 
America, each claiming to be the regu- 
lar and legally constituted legislative 
body of the order, were in full swing 
here yesterday, each assembly having 
for its avowed object the deposing and 
removal from office of the leader of the 
rival faction. Neither faction expects 
to fully accomplish what it has set out 
to do without invoking the aid of the 
civil courts; and even then it seems 
Coubtful if a split in the organization 
can be averted, 


Charges of Extravagance Untrue. 

Havana, June 20.—General Wood has 
issued the following statement: ‘The 
examination by expert acountants of 
the treasurer's office from the date of 
its Inception, last year, has been com- 
pleted. The office was found in ex- 
tellent condition, It has also been 
conclusively proved that the charge of 
extravagance in the matter of salaries 
to Americans from the island funds is 
absolutely without foundation. The 
reports of extravagance in transporta- 
tion and the like are absolutely false.” 


Fatalities at North Adems. 

North Adams, Mass., June 20.—While 
Mrs. Buel G, Cole was driving through 
West Main street her horse became 
frightened and ran away. Mrs. Cole 
jumped from the wagon, crushing her 
skull, and died within an hour. Frank 
Bougeau, 14, was playing on a pile of 
empty barrels, which started to roll, 
carrying the lad under the wheels of a 
coal cart, Which ran over and instantly 
killed him. 

A Loss of Two Millions. 

Bloomington, Ills., June 20.—Fire has 
left almost half the business portion of 
Bhoomington in ashes. The courthouse 
and many of the best business blocks 
Were swept away. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $2,000,000. Robert L. Schmidt, 
17 years old, died as the result of shock 
occasioned by the destruction of build- 
ings. 


Forgery and Embezzlement Charged. 

Chicago, June 20.—Count De Toulis 
Lautrec, who claims to be a French 
nobleman, and who was arrested here 
for the police authorities of Montreal 
charging him with forgery and em- 
bezzlement, Was turned over to a Cana- 
cian officer yesterday and left in custody 
for Montreal, 


Wants to Remain Governor. 

Frankfort, Ky., June 20,—Governor 
Beckham, the youngest governor this 
State has ever had, and the youngest 
governor in the United States now, has 
issued a statement formally announcing 
his candidacy for the Democratic nomi- 
nation to succeed himself.

SEYMOUR IS AT PEKIN, 


Relief Column Reported to Have 
Reached the Capital on Sunday, 


Bombardment of Taku Forts 
Was Gory In the Extreme. 


Report of Murder of the Emperor and Suicide | 
of the Empress Dowager. | 
| 


London, June 21—A news agency dis- 
patch from Shanghai, dated June 20, 
says: “After an ardous march and 
frequent fighting with the Chinese, Vice 
Admiral Seymour arrived at Pekin Sun- 
day afternoon. On five occasions the 
Chinese attacked the column in great 
force. There were many mounted men 
among the Chinese, but most of the na- 
tives were badly armed. At times they 
fought with admirable courage and 
bravery. The losses of the Chinese dur- 
ing the mé&rch are estimated at 500 
killed. The losses of the foreigners 
Were trifing. The exact state of af- 
fairs inside Pekin it is impossible to de- 
scribe, in view of the many conflicting 
reports, nothing having been received

legations, originating from Chinese 
sources and cabled to this city from 
Shanghai, are still unverified. How- 


ever, the Italian consul at Shanghai has 
wired to the Italian foreign minister that 
the legations are safe.

There is an impression in dip- 
lomatic circles here and on the con- 
tinent that the allies have not yet 
grappled with the situation effectively 
and that even 50,000 troops would be 
powervess to do much to control 4,000, 
000 square miles. 

The latest story sent out by the 
Shanghai gossips is that Prince Tuan, 
president of the Chinese foreign office. 
has burned the imperial palace at Pe- 
kin and murdered the emperor, and that 
the empress dowager has committed 
suicide. 

The effect of the bombardment of the 
Taku forts, as described by the Shang- 
hai correspondents, was gory in the ex- 
treme—nothing less than “rivers of 
blood” and “‘multilated corpses piled up 
inside the forts.” 

The Russians guarding Tien Tsin, ac- 
cording to. another report, fired artil- 
lery and rifles June 15 at a range of 50 
yards into dense crowds of attacking 
Boxers, and killed 300. 

Japan, according to a dispatch to The 
Daily Mall from Yokohama, intends to 
land an expedition at Foo Chow. 

*‘Invincibles’’’ Appeal Is Overruled, 

Washington, June 21.—The appeal 
which was taken in the case of Fitz- 
harris and Mullet, who are in New York 
under orders for deportation, has been 
decided against them, and the men will 
be deported. Fitzharris and Mullet 
were recently released from English 
prisons, where they had been serving 
sentences for their share in the Phoenix 
park assassination. They are deported 
under the section of the immigration 
law forbidding the landing of convicts, 
theirs being held not to have been a 
political crime. 


Was Whirled to Death. 

Riverpoint, R. IL, June, 21.—James 
Ford, 17 years old, employed as a washer 
tender at the bleachery of the CYyde 
print works, was caught by a belt and 
whirled around the shaft. Before the 
engine could be stopped Ford's lifeless 
body, from which both arms and one of 
the legs had been torn, was flung to the 
floor.

His jaw was firmly set as he 
surveyed the scene, Qnly once did his 
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ace relax. That was "when he caught 
Sight of his wife in the reserved seats 
overhanging the pit on his right. Then 
he smiled till hls teeth showed, and Mrs. 
Roosevelt fluttered back her handker- 
chief. When finally he was allowed to 
begin, he plunged directly to the heart 
of his subject. His address follows: 

I rise to second the nomination of 
William McKinley, the president whe 
has had to meet and solve problems 
more numerous and more important 
than any other president since the days 
of mighty Abraham Lincoln; the presi- 
dent under whose administration this 
country has attained a higher pitch of 
prosperity at home and honor abroad 
than ever before in its history. Four 
years ago President McKinley was tri- 
umphantly elected on certain distinct 
Pledges, and those pledges have been 
made more than good. We promised 
that if President McKinley were elected 
not should the national honor be 
kept unstained at home and abroad, but 
that the mill and the workshop should 
open, the farmer have a market for his 
Foods, the merchant for his wares and 
that the wage-worker should prosper as 
never before. 

So it has been in foreign affairs. Four 
years the nation was uneasy be- 
cause right at our doors an American 
island lay writhing under the curse of 
tyranny and misrule. President Mc- 
Kinley turned to this duty as he had 
turned to others. He sought by every 
effort to provide for Spain's 
withdrawal from the island, which she 
was impotent longer to do aught than 
oppress. Then, when pacific means 
had tailed, and there remained the only 
alternative, we waged the most right-

ago 


possible 


cous and brilliantly successful foreign 
war that any country has waged dur- 
ing the lifetime of the present genera- 
tion. It was not a great war, simply 
because it was won too quickly; but it 
was momentous indeed in its effects. It 


left us, as all great feats muet leave 
those who perform them, an inheritance 
both of honor and of responsibility; and, 
under the lead of President McKinley, 
the nation has taken up the task of se- 
curing orderly liberty and the reign of 
justice and law in the islands from 
which we drove the tyranny of Spain, 
with the same serious realization of duty 
and sincere purpose to perform it that 
has marked the national attitude in 
dealing with the economic and financial 
difficulties that face us at home. 

This is what the nation has done dur- 
ing the three years that have elapsed 
since we made McKinley president, and 
all this is what he typifies and stands for. 


We here nominate him again, and, in 
November next, we shall elect him 
again; because it has been given to him 


to personify the 
and prosperity 


cause of honor abroad 
it home, of wise legisla- 


tion and straightforward administra- 
tion. 
We have at last put our financial leg- 


iglation on a sound basis, but no possible 
financial legislation can save us “rom 
fearful and disastrous panic if we trust 
our finances to the management of any 
man who would be acceptable to the 
leaders and guides of the Democracy in 
its present spirit. No secretary of the 
treasury who would be 
who could without loss of self-respect 
serve under the Populistic Democracy, 
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could avoid plunging this country back 
into financtar chaos. 

Nor have they any longer even the ex- 
cuse of being honest in their folly. 
They have raved in denunciation of 
trusts, and, now, in my own state, their 
foremost party leaders, including the 
man before whom the others bow with 
bared head and trembling knee, have 
been discovered in a trust which really 
is of Infamous, and, perhaps, of criminal 
character; a trust in which these 
apostles of Democracy, these prophets 
of the new dispensation, have sought to 
wring fortunes from the dire need of 
their poorer brethren. 

We have nearly succeeded in bringing 
peace and order in the Philippines. The 
war still goes on because the allies in 
this country of the bloody insurrection- 
ary oligarchy have taught their foolish 
dupes abroad to believe that, if the re- 
bellion is kept alive untj!] next No- 
vember Democratic success at the polls 
here will be followed by the abandon- 
ment of the islands; that means their 
abandonment to savages who would 
scramble for what we desert until some 
powerful civilized nation stepped in to 
do what we would have shown ourselves 
unfit to perform. Our success iff No- 
vember means peace in the islands. The 
success of our political opponents means 
an indefinite prolongation of misery and 
bloodshed. 

It rests with us now to decide wheth- 
er, in the opening years of the century, 
we shall march forward to fresh tri- 
umphs, whether, at the outset, we 
shall deliberat cripple ourselves for 
the contest. 1s America a weakling, to 


shrink from the work that must be 
done by the world powers? No. The 


young giant of the west stands on acon- 
tinent, and clasps the crest of an ocean 
in either hand. Our nation, glorious in 
youth and strength, looks into the fu- 
ture with fearless and eager eyes, and 
rejoices as a strong man to rum @ race. 
We do not stand in craven movd, ask- 
ing to be spared the task, cringing as 
we gaze on the contest. No, wé chal- 
lenge the proud privilege of dong the 
work that providence allots us, we 
face the coming years high of h2artand 
resolute of faith that to our people Js 
given the right to win such h?Ror and 
renown as has never yet been) granted 
to the peogles of mankindW.

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‘THR PHILIPPINES. 


Private MeCabe Writes Home an 
Interesting Letter. 


Another -Philippine letter has been 
received from William A. McCabe, 
the Quincy soldier boy in the service 
of Uncle Sam. He writes interesting- 
ly of the country and inhabitants : 

Philippine Islands, 
April, 1900. 

These islands are very fertile in the 
inland country and all sorts of fruits 
and flowers of all tropical countries are 
found here. Oranges and bananas and 
grape-fruit and mangoes aud papaus 
grow right around our quarters. 

Rice and sugar-cane «re the princi- 
pal articles of industry and the peo- 
ple of this country are only second to 
the Chinese in their consumption of 


rice. The mountains are very num er- 
ous although their altitude seldom ex- 
ceed two miles. They are covered 


with athick growth of bamboo and 
mountain ash. The highest mountain 
in the northern range is Mt. Austificio 


which is 16,575 feet in height; the 
highest in the southern range, Mt. 


Frerio, 12,350 feet. The rivers here 
are for the most part small streams 
whieh in the wet season swells to 
large rushing torrents. 

The islands are very numerous and 
the languages spoken by the various 
tribes are altogether different although 
there is a similarity in their looks. 

The people here are a mixture of the 
Malay race, and the Spanish. That 
is, great numbers have intermarried 
with the Spanish. 

They have a kind of nut here called 
the beetle nut, which they chew and 
it stains their teeth worse by far than 
the tobacco used by the Caucasians. 

They wash their clothes on the banks 
of the river, beating them against the 


side of a rock and rinsing them out 
again and again, until they are as 


white as the most experienced washer- 
woman ip our eountry could get them. 
They eat for the part 
their tingers and all drink out of 
vessel,

The women do the largest part of the 
work.

The people are a very religious class, 
nearly they 
called, going to church in the morning 
at 5 o'clock. They are all members of 
the Catholic church which religion 
was taught them by the Spanish two 
hundred years ago. They have priests 
here whom they call Padres, but they 
are not recognized by the Pope as 
being ordained, being for the most part 
self-appointed. 

The people make a great deal of their 
dead, that is they all turn out to 
funeral and carry the dead to their last 
resting place. They are usually pre- 
ceded by a String band composed of 
four or tive violins and a couple of 
coroets,

every ‘‘homhes,*’ as are 


wealthier class here dress very 


well and there is very little difference 
between their dress and American 
dress, but the poorer class are well 


dressed if they have on a cotton waist 
and a shirt of cambric. Both the men 
and women of the poorer class go about 
bare-footed. 

They are very unhealthy, principally 
from the poor water they drink, for 
they drink the water just as it comes 
from the well, while we Americans 
here boil all our water, thus destroy- 
ing all germs. Then large numbers of 
them live in small huts and they pay 
no attention to sanitation whatever. 
They have a disease called Doble-iteh 
which is somewhat like eczema in our 
country, but which comes on the feet in 
terrible proportions causing the sufferer 
to temporarily lose the use of those 
members. 

These people resemble the American 
Indian in the stealthiness of their 
movements ; and their high cheek bones 
puts one forcibly in mind of the red 
man of our own country. 

They are thoroughly civilized and 
understand the use of most of our 
modern implements and appliances. 
Some of them are’ well versed in 
engineering, for a railroad has been 
running through the country for about 
fifteen years. 

But they are all poor marksmen, a 
fact illustrated very plainly in all of 
their engagements with our troops. 
They have some sharpshooters such as 
the insurercto was who picked off Gen. 
Lawton, but they are few and far be- 
tween. 

In time to come, with the help of 
American culture and industry, these 
islands may prove a valuable acquisi- 
tion to United States, but in the 
opinion of the writer the cost will 
overcome the profit, for they cannot 


understand the United States, thinking! 


we will treat them with the same 
cruelty the Spanish did. But whatever 
happens I stick by the United States in 
right or wrong, for she is my mother- 
country.

RAILROAD DISASTER IN SOUTH" MILLINERY,” ; 


Evening Train Runs Into a Washou 


and Very Few Passengers Escape, 


The Wreck Took Fire and the Whole Train 
Was Destroyed. 


Dead Said To 


Over Section About 6 P. M. 


Macon, Ga., June 25.—There was a 
heavy loss of life in a wreck Saturday 
night on the Southern railroad. <A pas- 
senger into a washout, 1% 
miles north of McDonough, Ga., and was 
completely wrecked. The wreck caught 
fire, and the entire train, with the ex- 
ception of the sleeper, was destroyed, 
Every person in the train, except the oc- 
cupants of the Pullman car, perished. 
Not a member of the train crew escaped. 
Thirty-five people in all were killed. 

The train left Macon at 7:10 and was 
due in Atlanta at 9:45 Saturday night. 
McDonough was reached on time. At 
this point connection is made for Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and here every night the 
Columbus train is coupled and hauled 
through to Atlanta. Saturday night, 
however, for the first time in many 
months, the Columbus train was re- 
ported 
Washout 6n that branch, and the Macon 
train started on to Atlanta without its 
Columbus connection. 

Camp's creek, which runs into the 
Ocmulgee, was over its banks, and its 
waters had spread to all the lowlands 
through which it runs. About a mile 
and a half north of McDonough the 
creek Comes somewhat near the South. 
ern’s tracks and, running alongside It 
for some distance, finally passes away. 
under the road by 2 heavy stone culvert, 
A cloudburst broke over that section of 
the country about 6 o'clock Saturday 
night and presumably shortly after 
dark washed out a section of track 
nearly 100 feet in length. Into this the 
swiftly moving train plunged. 

The storm was still raging and all the 
car windows Were closed. The passen- 
gers, Secure as they thought, and shel- 
tered comfortably from the inclement 
weather, went to death without an in- 
stant’s warning. The train, consisting 
of a baggage car, second-class coach, 
first-class coach and Pullman sleeper, 
was knocked into kindling wood by the 
fall. The wreck caught fire a few min- 
utes after the fall and all the coaches 
were burned except the Pullman car. 

Every person on the train except the 
occupants of the Pullman car perished 
in the disaster. There was no escape, 
as the heavy Pullman car weighted 
down the others, and the few alivein the 
sleeper were unable to render assistance 
to their fellow passengers. 

For a brief time there was silence. 
Then the occupants of the Pullman car 
recovered from the bewilderment and 
after hard work managed to get out of 
tuelr car. Flames were seen coming 
from that part of the wreckage not cov- 
ered by the water. As the wreck began 
to go to pieces under the destructive 
work of both flames and flood, human 
bodies floated out from the mass and 
were carried down stream by the swift 
eurrent. The storm did not abate in 
fury. Flashes of lightning added to the 
steady glow of the burning train and lit 
up the scene with fearful distinctness.

RAILROAD WRECK IN WISCONSIN. TRANSVAAL MILITARY INCIDENTS. 


Kruger’s Force Estimated to Be From 15,000 
to 20.000—Hamilton Occupies Heidelberg. 

London, June 25.—The force now 
available to President Kruger is offi- 
cially estimated at from 15,000 to 20,000. 
The Standerton correspondents assert 
that his sole idea is to hold out until 
after the American presidential election. 
Mr. Kruger is reported to have issued a 
proclamation on June 17 announcing 
that the Russians had declared war upon 
the Japanese, and that Great Britain 
must help Japan. 

The Transvaal military incidents are 
summed up Officially by Lord Roberts in 
the following message to the war office: 

“Pretor Sunday, 11:30 a. m.—Buller 
reached Standerton June He found 
a good real of rolling stock.

The Chinese Army Is Large and Well Armed 
But ls Undiseiplined, 


London, June 26.—The British cruiser 
Terrible has arrived at Che Foo from 
Taku with the latest news, which is as 
follows: © 

“Eight hundred Sikhs and 200 Welsh 
fusiliers have effected a junction with 
the American, German and 
forces, which had been cut off by the 
Chinese, about nine miles from Tien 
Tsin. It was proposed to deliver an 
assault upon the Chinese forces at Tien 
Tsin last night (Sunday night).” 

It is not clear what forces united. 
It would seem that the relieving force, 
cut off, had been relieved by another. 
At any rate it is apparently certain that 
the allies arrived in sufficient force at 
Tien Tsin Sunday to attack the be- 
sieging Chinese. 

“Foreign official opinions bere,” saysa 
dispatch from Shanghai to The Daily 
Express, dated yesterday, “implies to 
belicve that the worst has happened to 


the legations at Pekin, and to Admiral | 


Seymour as well. Even if the lega- 
tions were safe on June 19, there is no 
guarantee that they are safe now. The 
éituation, in fact, grows more and more 
gloomy. The entire absence of reliable 
news from the capital s2ems to justify 
the worst construction which can be put 
upon it. 

“Bad news comes from Nan King, 
where the unrest is said to be growing 
hourly. Viceroy Liu Kin Yih has tele- 
graphed the British authorities that he 
has ordered the five Chinese cruisers 
which have been lying off the harbor 
here, to proceed to Nan King.” 

“General Ma's army,” 
spondent at Shan Hai Kwan, “‘consist- 
ing of 4000 men, left a week ago for 
Pekin, and General Sung Ching’s forces, 
numbering 2500, left for the same place 
on June 15.” 

“A careful estimate of the number and 
armament of the Chinese troops around 
Pekin puts the total at 360,000, and it Is

The Challenger Tashmoo. 

A Beverly dispatch to the Herald 
says: John §. Lawrence’s Tashmoo, 
designed by himself and intended as a 
challenger for the Quincy cup, was 
given a short trial Monday afternvon. 
She will sail under the colors of the 
Harvard Yacht Club, and like the 
Lookout and the Hostess, is of the ex- 
treme scow type. She is 41 feet over 
all and 21 feet on the water line. 
beam is 13 feet, and she draws about 5 
inches of water. She is built of quar- 
ter-inch planking, covered with canvas, 
pot leaded. In the Tashmoo leeboards 
are substituted for the centreboard, and 
the outcome will be awaited with in- 
terest. These leeboards are about five 
feet long and 2 feet wide, and are 
raised and lowered after the style of a 
centreboard. 

The Tashmoo will carry about 1300 
feet of sail, jib and mainsail rig. The 
mainsail has a hoist of 22 feet, while 
the jib is 20 feet on the foot, 31 feet in 
the leach and has a hoist of 24 feet. 
She was built by the Bezanson Bros.

My face was broad and fat and my 
figure short and stumpy. Nobody would 
have tolerated me except for my good 
disposition. 

“I don’t suppose that there was in 
the whole world another pair of hands 
as ugly as mine. The king often told 
me so, and I laughed, for I was resolv- 
ed always to laugh at my hideousness. 
I must confess that I had to laugh very 
often. 

“What surprised me most was that 
any ove could fall in love with me. I 
was notoriously the ugliest woman at 
‘ourt, yet | was married at 19. 

“I often asked my husband if the 
sight of me were not repulsive and 
what he had seen in me that induced 
him to fall in love with me. I never 
got a satisfactory answer, but I think 
that I must have had some other at- 
tractionus which outweighed my _ ugli- 


ness.” 


On Reading Aloud. 

It is a distinct loss that reading is so 
badly taught and that so few people 
know anything about the magic of the 
poets in their use of sound. We read 
almost exclsively with the eye, al- 
though poetry is primarily Intended 
for the ear Shakespeare wrote almost 
exclusively for the ear, and we remais 


unmoved by the wonderful vibration 
of his great passages until we bear 
them. 


Poetry ought always to be heard first 
and read afterward. If the best of 
Browning is sympathetically and intel- 
ligently interpreted by the voice, the 
much discussed obscurity is not In evi- 
dence. Many people find, for instance, 
a little difficulty in getting the clear 
and full signifieance of “The Portrait 
of the Last Duchess” when they read 
it for the first time, but it fastens itself 
instantly on the imagination if it is 
well read. 

A good deal of time now devoted to 
commentaries and text study might 
profitably be given to reading the text 
aloud without note or comment. A 
work of art slowly discloses its full 
meaning, and familiarity with it is the 
first condition comprehension.— 
Hamilton Mabie in Harper’s Bazar.

Frederick S. Gibbs In Charge. 

New York, June 27.—New York in 1900, 
as in 1896, will be a center of the utmost 
activity in the Republican campaign. 
The New York headquarters has been 
placed in charge of Frederick S. Gibbs, 
who represents this state in the Republi- 
can national committee. Four years ago 
the plan of having two central headquar- 
ters for the party in a national cam- 
paign was tried for the first time. It 
proved successful, although some critic 
predicted disagreement as to details of 
management and resultant disaster. So 
far as the plans were arranged ata con- 
ference between National Committee- 
man Joseph H. Manley of Maine and Mr. 
Gibbs, they involve a repetition of two 
central headquarters in New York and 
in Chicago. Those headquarters will be 
connected by long distance telephone 
and leased telegraph wires. Every 
operator will be sworn to secrecy, as will 
every other employe. The chief center 
of the campaign will again be Chicago, 
but especial attention will be paid to 
eastern states and the New York head- 
quarters will be made the source of dis- 
tribution of a vast dinount of campaign 
literature and the directing center of an 
army of campaign orators.

Trees are not always desirable, but 
along public highways they are needful 
and ornamental. 

While so many regretted the loss of 
the old elms on Coddington street, it 
must be remembered that they were 
very old indeed, and in a not long 
time, maples can replace them. There 
should be set out this fall 1900 maples, 
sugar maples, that take on gorgeous 
hues in autumn, like those front of 
and along the John Faxon estate corner 
of Beale and Hancock streets, opposite 
Dr. Gordon’s and many others. The 
finest monument in maples that we 
have, priceless every way, are those 
on the Houghs Neck route set out by 
the late John Quincy Adams. 

Another fine row, straight as an 
arrow strong and beautiful is on Goffe 
street set out by Charles Francis 
Adams.

A FOREIGN COMPANY. 


Mr. Whiting Lets More Light 


into Street Rallway Affairs. 
Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

If the Quincy & Boston Street Rail- 
way as a purely local corporation, en- 
deavoring in every legitimate way to 
protect its own interests as well as to 
foster a thoughtful care for the public, 
the situation would be different, but the 
fact should be taken into consideration 
that this company, so far as our muni- 
cipality is concerned is a ‘*foreign’’ 
corporation, When the treasurer of 
the Quincy & Boston, Mr. Alonzo F, 
Walter, filed his annual return at the 
tax commissioners office at the State 
House on May 9, 1900, he certified 
that there were 5,834 shares of this 
stock; 29 shares are owned in Quincy 
14 of these by officers of the company, 
and 5,805 shares are owned by parties 
living in other cities and towns in the 
state. 5,773 of these shares are owned 
by eleven Boston business men, ten of 
these hold 550 share; each, the eleventh 
holding 273 shares. 

According to the report filed with 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1899, the 
**percentage of dividends paid’? cr in 
other words, the annual dividend, was 
declared to-be seven (7) per cent. 

When the Board of Selectmen of 
Quincy granted rights of location in 
this and tributory corporations in the 
latter years of the town regime, it was 
never dreamed that our narrow streets 
would be ultimately turned into road- 
beds for a ‘‘foreign’’ corporation, 
whose holdings of stock by residents of 
this city would amount to one-half of 
one per cent. of the total issue, and 
would haul through these same streets 
5,500,477 passengers in one year as the 
managers so declares -in its annual 
report to the Railroad Commissioners 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1899. 

A large part of these passengers are 
transported in huge eight-wheel cars 
equipped with air brakes and shriek- 
ing whistles, nearly equaling in size 
the passenger coaches of the New 
ITaven road. It seem but fair to assume 
that at least 2,500,000 of these were 
‘*through’’ passengers having no in- 
terest in our city other than to be 
transported from Boston to Naatasket, 
or similar through travel. 

It is for this corporation that the 
city is called upon from time to time 
to expend thousands of dollars on 
street widenings. In return for this 
the Mayor has hard work to wrench 
from it free transfers within the city 
limits (see correspondence at City 
Hall,) and then one of the most im- 
portant branches is excluded from its 
benefits, the Houghs Neck line. 

Speaking of the Houghs Neck line 
reminds me that we summer residents 
there last year were so bothered by 
the poor connections made with trains 
that I inserted a mild protest in the 
Ledger. 

At the time that [had it published 
I was not aware that it was seémingly 
the fixed policy of this corporation to 
brow-beat citizens who have the 
temerity to make a public protest. The 
President of the company turned the 
matter over to the railway’s attorney, 
Wm. G. A. Pattee, Esq., with this 
result:

Dear Sir: Your letter of June 16th 
has been received. If you desire to see 
me before further steps are taken in 
the matter of the claims of the Quincy 
«& Boston street Railway Co., you

It is unnecessary to add that I failed 
to confer with Mr. Pattee, and that the 
**further steps’’which were so direfully 
threatened against me, were never 
taken. 

But this isa digression from the 
purpose of this communication, 1 
desire to see this city exact from this 
‘‘foreign’’ corporation all of the 
valuable concessions which business 
teaches us should be granted. When the 
Quincy & Boston again comes before 
the Council for new locations or other 
favors, I bope that before they are 
granted that the road will be compelled 
to agree to grant. free transfers 
throughout the city, including Houghs 
Neck, to sell six tickets for 25 cents, 
to light and sprinkle the streets 
through which the cars pass, and to 
keep the streets through which they 
traverse clear of snow. 

This is a rich corporation, it has 
paid for some time, according to the 
sworn reports on file at the State 
House, seven per cent. annually. Our 
city is overburdened with taxation, a 
large part of it is literally due to the 
fact that we have been buying land to 
be subsequently used as road-beds by 
this company,—commorly known as 
‘street widening.’’ The company is 
owned by some of the wealthiest 
people of Boston, Lowell and Lynn. It 
is but fair that they should lend a

DISCONTENT AT CONCORD. 


One Prisoner Attemp's to Make His Escape 
and Another Assaults an Officer. 

Concord, Mass., June 27.—Carl E 
Hatch, an inmate of the Massachusetts 
reformatory, escaped from that institu- 
tion Tuesday afternoon, but within two 
hours he was captured and returned to 
more secure quarters at the reforma- 
tury. He was engaged in repairing the 
roof of a house outside the walls of the 
institution, and, in making his escape, 
eecured about five minutes’ lead of the 
officers and proceeded toward a section 
of wooded land known as Baker’s woods. 
Twenty-five officers and many citizens 
soon started out to participate in the 
hunt, and it was nearly an hour before 
he was located in the woods, Several 
shots were fired at him before he would 
stop running, and he was finally captured 
by Officer Bugney in a meadow. None 
of the shots took effect, and it is prob- 
able he will now be kept in close con- 
finement. He is 19 years of age, and was 
sentenced in March, 1899, for a term of 
two years for having counterfeit money 
in his possassion. 

This was the second Indication of dis- 
content on the part of the inmates dur- 
ing the past few days. On Sunday last, 
when the prisoners were gathered for 
the regular Sunday morning service, 
Frank Banks, colored, struck Officer 
Payson with a heavy piece of iron and 
inflicted serious injuries on his face. It 
is alleged that it was a murderous as- 
Sault, but the officer succeeded in keep- 
ing Banks from Striking a second blow. 
Banks is now in close confinement, and 
it is probable he will be brought before 
the court at an early day on complaint 
of committing the murderous assault.

Not to Surrender. 

London, June 28.—General Sir Leslie 
Rundle had a sharp artillery and rifle 
skirmish near Senekal Friday with a 
large force of entrenched Boers. He de- 
clined to attack them. This is the only 
fresh fighting reported. 

The Boer outposts nertheast of Pre- 
toria are busy. The telegraph wires be- 
tween Standerton and Newcastle were 
cut Sunday and Sir Redvers Buller had 
to resort to heliograph. 

Commandant De Wet, with 3000 men 
and three guns, is moving northeast in 
the Orange River Colony. It is under- 
stood that he and Commandant General 
Botha entered into a@ compact that 
neither would surrender so long as the 
other was in the field. 

Twelve thousand rifles, all told, have 
been surrendered to the British. 

President Kruger is still at Machado- 
dorp. 

The exposures regarding the hospitals 
in South Africa have made a great sen- 
sation in England. They began with 
three columns of restrained language in 
The Times yesterday from W. A. Bur- 
dett-Coutts, Conservative member of 
parliament for Westminster. His dis- 
closures have been widely reproduced; 
and they are supplemented this morning 
with denunciatory telegrams and inter- 
views from survivors and army medical 
men. 

A news agency dispatch from Capa 
Town says: “Certain revelations point 
to malfeasance in connection with the 
supplies of comforts for the sick and 
wounded.”

i The usval “ statistics’ of crime 
are notoriously defective, but are never- 
theless made the basis of comparisons 
which receive attention. Thus a re- 
cent writer in a New York journal fig- 
ured out that the population of this 
city was more moral than that of Mass- 
achusetts, because more arrests were 
made there than here. The absurdity 
of this conclusion appears when we 
reflect that in Massachusetts public 
drunkenness is a punishable offense, 
without regard to accompanying dis- 
order or breach of the peace. Accord- 
ing the figures given by Herbert 
Ward, in the Independent, there were 
about 100,000 arrests in Massachusetts 
during the year 1898, and nearly 63,- 
000 were for drunkenness alone. Un- 
der the probation law which is now in 
very effective operation in that state 
53,000 of these cases were referred to 
the probatiou officers in order to de- 
termine the correctness of the stories 
told by the prisoners, and in more than 
45,000 cases these stories were found 
to be correct. About one-half of those 
arrested for drunkenness were dis- 
charged without other punishment. 
The number of arrests, therefore, may 
signify that public order is assiduously 
maintained, rather than any exception- 
al prevalence of crime. It it to be 
feared thatif all those who got drunk 
in the city of New York were to be 
arrested, our statistics of crime would 
be such as to draw forth alarming re- 
flections from all the moralists of the 
country.—New York Evening Post.

THE COLD WATER MEN, 


John G, Woolley of Illinois Is Their 
Candidate For the Presidency, 


Rev. Silas C. Swallow With- 
drew From the Contest. 


H. B. Metcalf of Rhode Island Secures the 
Nomination For Vice President. 


Chicago, June 29.—After the Prohibi- 
tion convention had nominated John G. 
Woolley of Illinois for president, and 
Henry B. Metcalf of Rhode Island for 
vice president, yesterday, it adjourned 


sine die. The nominations in each 
ease were made on the first ballot. 
Only two candidates for president were 


balloted for, Mr. Woolley and Rev.S. 
C. Swallow of Pennsylvania, Hale 
Johnson withdrawing his name at the 
last moment and throwing his strength 
to Mr. Woolley. This undoubtedly had 
a great effect on the result, as the con- 
vention earlier in the day had been 
nearly stampeded for Swallow by an 
eloquent speech of Homer L. Castle of 
Pittsburg, and had the friends of the 
Pennsylvania parson torced a ballot at 
that time, the result might have been 
different. For vice president three can- 
didates were balloted for, H. B. Met- 
calf, Thomas R. Caskardon of West Vir- 
ginia, and Rey. E. L. Eaton of Iowa, Mr, 
Metcalf receiving an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the votes cast. 

Immediately after the announcement 
of the result of the ballot for the presi- 
dential nomination, Rey. Mr. Swallow 
was d as the vice presidential 
The convention went wild 
over the suggestion, but Dr, Swallow, 
after a hurried conference with the 
Pennsylvania delegation refused to ac- 
cept the nomination, 

During the session Chairman Stewart 
of the national committee called for con- 
tributions for the campaign, and over 
$7000 was raised in a few minutes.

Seconding speeches were resumed at 
the afternoon session, Rev. Mr. Swal- 
low's nomination was seconded by Vol- 
ney B. Cushing of Maine. F. EB. Brit- 
ton of Michigan seconded J. G. Woolley. 
Other seconding speeches were also 
made. It was nearly 4 o’clock when the 
roll call of states was completed and the 
convention was ready to ballot. Hale 
Johnson of Illinois then took the plat- 
form and withdrew his name. Amid 
considerable confusion the balloting 
then began. The vote was very close 
throughout, and it was not until the 
last state had been called that Mr. Wool- 
ley’s nomination was assured. When 
the result was announced, “Woolley, 380; 
Swallow, 520," a perfect lempest of 
cheering ensued. The nomination, amid 
renewed cheering, was made unani- 
mous, 

A. A. Stevens of Pennsylvania then 
secured the noor, 

“It would make the ticket the strongest 
we ever had,” he shouted, “to nominate 
S. C. Swallow for vice president.” 

This started the convention again. 
The delegates, already hoarse from 
shouting, lost their voices in a long- 
continued roar of “Woolley, Swallow,” 
“Woolley, Swallow.” Somebody started 
America, and the delegates and spec- 
tators joined in with thunderous accord. 

Meanwhile the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion retired to consider whether or not 
to accept second place on the ticket for 
Dr, Swallow. After conference the 
chairman of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion announced that Dr. Swallow would 
not accept the nomination. ‘The roll 
call of states was then taken for nomina- 
tions for the vice presidency. <A, H. 
Morrell of Massachusetts placed Henry 
B. Metcalf of Rhode Island in nomina- 
tion. The delegates were tired out and 
impatient under six hours’ speechmak- 
ing, but a motion to suspend the rules 
and nominate Metcalf by acclamation 
was lost by a close vote. Dr. BE. L. 
Eaton of Des Moines, Ia., Thomas B. 
Caskardon of West Virginia, and James 
A. Tate of Tennessee were placed in 
nomination. 

Mr. Tate, however, withdrew his name. 
The roll was then called, Thresult was 
an overwhelming vote in favor of Met- 
calf, he having 349 votes to 132 for 
Caskardon and 113 for Eaton. 

Dr. Eaton's motion to make the nomi- 
nations unanimous was seconded by Mr. 
Caskardon, and carried after resolutions 
of thanks had been passed and a com- 
mittee appointed to formally notify the 
candidates of their nomination, the con- 
vention, at 6 o'clock, adjourned sine di-. 

A mass meeting of prohibitionists was 
held in the armory at night, at which 
Woolley and Metcalf spoke.

THE HOSPIT/L SCANDALS. 


The Burdett-Couts Charges Discussed In the 
House of Commons. 

London, June 29.—The exposures re~ 
garding the hospitals in South Africa, 
which began with a three-column letter 
to The Times Monday from W. A, Bur- 
dette-Coutts, M. P., Conservative, de- 
tailing the great suffering endured by 
soldiers owing to mismanagement, led 
to a number of questions in the house of 
commons yesterday, in response to 
which the government leader, A. J. Bal- 
four, the first lord of the treasury, made 
a long statement, saying that so far as 
the government Was aware not any of 
the sufferings of the sick or wounded 
were due to insufficiency in the supplies 
Sent out. He then proceeded to read ex- 
tracts from correspondents with Lord 
Roberts on the subject, in which the 

3ritish commander-in-chief in South 
Africa dwelt Gn the difficulties of trans- 
port owing to his rapid advance, He 
could quite understand that people im- 
perfectly inexperienced in these matters 
were concerned at hearing of the hard- 
ships the sick and wounded had to under- 
go. He did not wish to shirk responsi- 
bility or screen anyone, and suggested 
that a committee of medical men and 
persons of sound common sense proceed 
to South Africa to investigate the 
charges, 

Mr. Balfour also informed the house 
that the government agreed to the ap- 
pointment of an independent committee 
as suggested by Lord Roberts, and he, 
today, would propose a nominal grant 
for the army medical corps, so that the 
house would have an opportunity to 
thoroughly thresh out the matter. 

The war office has issued correspon- 
dence with Lord Roberts regarding the 
charges of Mr. Burdette-Coutts. On 
June 4 his attention was called in brief 
telegrams to the allegations and also to 
other complaints of a general breakdown 
in the hospital system. Two days later 
he replied in part as follows: 

“The principal medical officer reported 
that the arrangements at Kroonstad 
were in all respects in good order, and 
Lord Methuen said they were thoroughly 
satisfactory. I Was deeply distressed 
at being unable to make suitable ar- 
tangements for the sick on our first ar- 
tival at Kroonstad; but'it is obvious 
that a certain amount of suffering is 
inseparable from the rapid advance of a 
iarge army into an enemy's country.” 

On June 20 the war office cabled Lord 
Roberts that disquieting reports re- 
garding the hospitals were accumulat- 
ing and asked him if anything could be 
done, and particularly whether more 
nurses Were needed. 

On June 25 Lord Roberts replied, say- 
ing that he did not wish to shirk re- 
sponsibility or to screen ihe shortcom- 
ings of the medical corps, and he sug- 
gested a committee of inquiry. He said 
there had been an abnormal number of 
sick at Bloemfontein, due to the ex- 
hausting nature of the march and the 
terribly insanitary condition of the camp 
at Paardeberg, where the only water 
available for drinking flowed from the 
Boer camp, higher up, where the river 
was crowded with decomposing animals, 
and also with a considerable number of 
Wounded after the fight on March 10. 

To improvise accommodations at 
Bloemfontein for such a number, which 
had become 2000 before he left Bloem- 
fontein, task, said Lord 
Roberts. No tents were carried and the 
public buildings had to be turned into 
hospitals. In three months there had 
been 6369 admissions to the hospital of 
patients suffering from enteric fever, 
while the deaths numbered 1370, about 
21 percent. Lord Roberts observed that 
he did not know whether this would be 
an abnormal! rate in civil hospitals in 
peace times; but, if the rate were ab- 
normal, it was due to the exhausted 
State of the men and not to the neglect 
of the medical corps,

The 
governor-elect is agent of the Dominion 
and other steamship Hines in Halifax, 
and has been out of politics fora number 
of years.

A large elm tree 
fell upon a team driven by Edward 
Bakeman, a colored teamster, killing 
him and the horses instantly.

The Allied Forces Suffered Heavily in Reliey-| MENRY f. EMERSON, 
ing Admiral Seymour. 


The Foree in Now Advancing Toward Pekin, 
and Is Fighting Its Way. 


Shanghai, June 29.—It is reported here 
on good Chinese authority that the gov- 
ernment, alarmed by the foreign milli- 
tary preparations, has issued an edict 
ordering the peremptory suppression of 
the Boxers, and announcing a decision 
to protect the legations at all hazzards, 

However this may be, the British 
consulate at Shanghai received definite 
information yesterday, The Daily Ex- 
press correspondent says, that, while 
solemnly promising complete absten- 
tion from warlike preparations, the 
Chinese are mounting several new 6-inch 
guns at the Woo Sung forts. 

Three British warships have sailed 
from Hong Kong to reinforce the allied 
squadron at Shanghai. The southern 
provinces are sending troops toward 
Pekin, and the exodus of Chinese of all 
classes from Shanghai continues at the 
rate of from 10,000 to 15,000 a day. Rus- 
sian prestige has been injured during 
the recent fighting, and an anti-Rus- 
sian rising in the Liau Tong peninsula, 
Russian Manchuria, is predicted. 

The following are the losses of the in- 
ternational force attacking Tien Tsin: 
Americans—killed, 3; wounded, 2; Brit- 
ish—killed, 2; wounded, 1; Germans— 
killed, 15; wounded 27; Russians—killed, 
10; wounded, 37. 
ish is described as “beautiful.’ 

After the relieving force pushed on 
to relieve Admiral Seymour, Chinese 
regulars, under General Nich, says a 
dispatch from Shanghai, again attacked 
Tien Tsin fiercely, and bombarded the 
foreign settlement with a terrible fire. 

Colonel Dornard, British, commanded 
the column that relieved Admiral Sey- 
mour. American marines participated 
in the achievement. The admiral was 
found entrenched and surrounded by im- 
mense masses of Chinese, who were 
driven off by the relieving column after 
a brisk fight. His men had made a 
brilliant resistance, never failing in 
courage for 15 days of continuous fight- 
ing. During 10 days the men were on 
quarter rations. They started with 
provisions for 10 days, and they could 
have held out a day or two longer. 

The column was a few miles beyond 
Lofa. Deeming it hopeless to break 
through the hordes, Admiral Seymour 
essayed a night retreat toward Tien 
Tsin, but he came into collision with a 
strong force of Chinese arriving fiom 
the northwest, and could neither ad- 
vance nor retreat. There was nothing 
to do but entrench and to stand siege. 
He vainly attempted heliographic com- 
munication, 

Seymour's men caught several Chinese 
who sald the legations had been burned 
and the ministers killed. Others said 
that the ministers had been imprisoned, 
The Chinese displayed fanatical courage 
in the attack. 

Railway communication from Taku 
to Tien Tsin has been restored and the 
force is advancing toward Pekin. Fight- 
ing was in progress Wednesday in the 
vicinity of Tsechulin. Large prepara- 
tions are being made to support and re- 
inforce the Pekin relieving column. 
Twenty thousand troops of all arms, 
largely Japanese, have now been landed. 

The fate of the members of the lega- 
tions is still a mystery. If they are 
alive and unharmed in Pekin the Chi- 
nese government deserves some credit, 
the Shanghai correspondents think, for 
restraining the fanatical mob.

The secretary 
of the navy, by special instruction of the 
president, had been particular to cable 
Admiral Kempff several days ago to 
keep the navy department informed of 
everything that happened within the 
zone of disturbance in China, and it is 
believed that his omission to make any 
reference in his cablegram of yesterday 
morning to the whereabouts of the min- 
isters was based on the absence of any 
information on that subject at Taku, 
where the admiral is with his flagship 
Newark. 

A significant piece of information 
furnished by the navy department ts the 
report of the sailing of the Scindla yes- 
terday from Gibraltar for Cardiff fora 
cargo of Welch coal, which she is to 
carry back to Manila or China. The 
ship was on her way home from Manila 
via the Mediterranean route. 

Administration officials are quite con- 
cerned over Chinese advices to the ef- 
fect that the members of the foreign le- 
gations in Pekin are not at Tien Tsin 
with Admiral Seymour's relief column, 
The dispatches of the last two days al- 
layed in a measure the tension existing 
here as to their safety, but as no word 
has come from Minister Conger confi- 
dence is giving way egain to fear that 
ali may not be well with them, 


United States Ord.zring Guns. 
Bethlehem, Pa., June 29.—The govern- 
ment has placed an order with the Beth- 
lehem Steel company for guns, including, 
it is said, seven 10-inch and four 12-inch 


breechloading rifles and 14 12-inch 
breechloading mortars, and smaller 
ones for immediate dispatch to the 
Orient.

True, the stock 
exchange might properly ask for in- 
formation to protect dealers in the com- 
pany’s shares, but it rarely or never 
does this thing; and shareholders them- 
selves are apt to be indifferent as to 
receiving knowledge of their invest- 
ments, and the way is clear for the 
company to publish or omit an annual 
report. As an advertisement of the 
property a complete anrual report 
would be a great thing, but it is option- 
al with the management whether it fur- 
nishes the public with the facilities for 
valuing the stocks.

LARGEST IN THE WORLLC. 


New Lecomotive Turned Out 
Shops In Alleghany, Pa. 

The Pittsburg Locomotive works re- 
cently turned out from its Alleghany 
works for the Pittsburg, Bessemer and 
Lake Erle railroad the largest and 
heaviest locomotive ever constructed, 
says the St. Louls Republic. It is the 
tirst of two to be built for the company. 
The monster engine weighs 240,000 
pounds without tender, has cylinders 
24 by 32 inches, 240 pounds of steam 
pressure and 55 inch driving wheels. 
The engine stands 15 feet and 8 inches 
above the rails. The tender in work- 
ing order Is expected to weigh 136,000 
pounds. Among the departures of this 
remarkable production of a Pittsburg 
works is the fact that the frames are 
made of armor plate, an idea expected 
to be generally adopted in locomotive 
construction. The boiler is made of 
one inch steel. 

Prior to this the largest freight en- 
gine was that owned by the Illinota 
Central. It was built by the Brooks 
Locomotive company and weighs ap- 
proximate?y 118 tons, just two tons less 
than the Pittsburg works’ latest. 


MOTHER’S GRAVE 


LINCOLN’S 
Park to Be Made of Place Where the 
President's Mother Is Buried, 
The commissioners of Spencer coun- 
ty, Ind., recently appropriated $800 for 
the purchase of the 16 acre tract of land 
on which the mother of President Lin- 
coln was buried and which at one time 
comprised a part of the Lincoln farm, 
says an Indianapolis dispatch to the 
New York Sun. The grave is on the 
top of a steep hill, and the scenery Is 
among the most picturesque in the 

state. 

The tract will be converted into a 
park, with driveways, and will be 
beautified with flowers. This work 
will be under the direction of the Nan- 
ey Hanks Lincoln Monument associa- 
tion, of which Governor Mount Is pres- 
ident, and a suitable monument will be 
erected over the grave of Mrs. Lincoln.

Salem Voman Secks to Have Her Second 
Marriage Annulled. 

Salem, Mass., June 29.—An interesting 
@ase was heard in the court, 
Judge Pierce, here Thursday afternoon. 
The story was brought out during the 
course of the divorce case of Lean H. 
Osgood of Haverhill, who prayed for a 
divorce from her husband, George F. 
Drew. In_1878, when the girl was only 
i6 years of age, was married to 
Charles W. Osgood, who soon after went 
to sea. In September, 1879, the vessel 
on Which he sailed was reported lost with 
all hands on board.

House and Stable Burned. 

Braintree, Mass., June 29.—During a 
severe thunder storm in this town yes- 
terday afternoona barn of Warren Foss, 
on Pond street, South Braintree, was 
Struck by lightning and burned com- 
pletely. H. L. Brown, superintendent 
of the farm, was leading a horse from the 
barn when the bolt struck. The light- 
ning struck the animal in the head anda 
killed him. Mr, Brown was stunned for 
several minutes, and when he recovered 
he found the barn all on fire. With 
rare presence of mind, Mr, Brown res- 
cued seven cows and saved other prop- 
erty. The produce on several large 
farms Was Severely damaged by the very 
heavy wind which prevailed during the 
storm. 


Insurrection Becoming Formidable. 

Washington, June 29.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here indicate that the Colombian 
government has finally satisfied itself 
that Nicaragua is responsible for the 
revolutionary movements on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, directed against the 
Colombian government. The opera- 
tions of these insurrections have be- 
come so formidable as to make it doubt- 
ful whether the Colombian government 
can maintain itself on the isthmus. If 
it shall be necessary to land a naval 
force to protect American interests the 
commander of a warship, probably the 
Machias, will be instructed to do so, 
but to take no part as between the com- 
batants.

YALE BY SIX LENGTHS. 


Harvard Beaten In Grandest Race 
Ever Held on the Thames, 


With Crimson In the Lead 
Her Stroke Weakens. 


Freshman Race a Surprise—Harvard Wins 
That and Four-Oared Race. 


New London, June 29.—Yale won the 
‘varsity race yesterday, beating Har- 
vard by about six lengths. 

With the four-oar and the freshma . 
races won, and handsomely won, too, 
and with a lead when nearing the finish 
in the big ‘varsity event, defeat came to 
Harvard in a sudden and unexpected 
manner. 

After one of the grandest struggles 
ever seen on the Thames the Crimson 
eight had, at the three-inile flag, inch by 
inch, put their prowtothefore. Passing 
this flag they seemed to be rowing strong 
and increasing their advantage. Har- 
vard cheersrenttheair .Guns, whistles 
and shouting mingled to create an awful 
din. Down between the parallel lines of 
yachts the two shells shot, each men in 
both straining every nerve. Approach- 
ing the 314-mile flag Harvard was Still in 
the lead, when suddenly her stroke oar 
seemed to weaken. This was Harding, 
who had been moved to take the place of 
disabled Captain Higginson. The gal- 
lant little coxswain shouted encourage- 
ment and then sprayed him with water. 
Harding struggled on, but his oar did not 
touch the water. Soonitdragged. Then 
the exhausted stroke fell forward in col- 
lapse and Harvard finished the last half 
mile with seven oars, 

Meanwhile the sons of Eli made use of 
every moment of this disaster and shot 
their boat ahead, crossing the line some 
six lengths ahead. It was victory, butit 
was not joyous victory. There was Yale 
shouting, but it had a hollow sound. 

For 4% miles it was nerve-splitting, 
hair-raising, heart-breaking contest. 
Old boating men say they have never 
seen the like, not once in that distance 
Was there half a length’s difference be- 
tween the two boats. Now Harvard was 
ahead; now Yale; then Harvard again. 
And when finally Harding gave way af- 
ter an awful Struggle to keep up the pace 
and his oar was seen to be dragging, the 
excitement increased. It was apparent 
that Harvard was Vanquished. Never 
Was a ‘varsity race rowed in smoother 
water. Just after the freshman contest 
a big black cloud in the north, which 
fortunately brought no rain, knocked 
down the southwest wind and the river 
Was smooth and placid as a pond, 

The spectacle at the finish was mag- 
nificent. Hundreds of yachts, large and 
small, sail and steam, were banked on 
either side of the course. They flew all 
kinds of bunting, and altogether made 
a handsome picture. Both banks of the 
river were lined with thousands, and the 
big railroad bridge, just below the finish 
line, Was black with people. The obser- 
vation trains running on both sides of 
the river kept along with the boats and 
offered a fine opportunity for seeing the 
whole of the race, 

The four-oar race, as was expected, 
proved rather an easy victory for Har- 
vard. The Crimson substitutes took the 
lead at the snap of the pistol and had no 
difficulty in keeping it. The freshman 
contest was something of a disappoint- 
ment to the New Haven men, for the 
Yale youngsters had been picked as win- 
ners. Instead Harvard showed them 
their rudder for two miles and the event 
Was something in the nature of a pro- 
cession, 

Stroke Harding said after the race 
that he had been practically unconscious 
after the second mile and until they 
reached the three and a half mile flag. 

Charles M. Sheafe was elected captain 
for next year. He is a second year law 
school man. 


Mr. Talbot Didn’t Commit Suicide. 

Boston, June 29.—The Globe today 
says: The man who committed suicide 
by hanging at Brunswick, Me., several 
days ago, was not Frank Talbot of Med- 
ford, as believed by the Brunswick po- 
lice at the time. The suicide had letters 
in his pocket with Mr, Talbot's name 
and former address at Jamaica Plainon 
them, and it was this fact which led the 
Police to think that Mr. Talbot was the 
suicide. Mr. Talbot called at The Globe 
office Thursday and stated that the con- 
nection of his name with the case was 
an error; that he did not know the party 
who committed suicide, or how lettera 
bearing his name and address came in 
the suialde’s possession, 


Oysterman Killed by Lightning. 

Bristol, R. I., June 29.—Duringa thun- 
der storm yesterday afternoon Sylvester 
B. Hathaway, an oysterman of Warren 
while out in his steam oyster boat, Jessie, 
with two other men, between Warren 
and Bristol, was struck by lightning and 
instantly killed. The hair was burned 
off his head and the metal in his watch 
fused. He was 34 years old, and leaves 
a widow and several children. Medical 
Examiner Williams of Bristol viewed 
the body. 


An Armenian Shot. 

Lowell, Mass., June 29.—During a row 
on the South Common at 10 o’clock last 
night Antonie Fratus, an Armenian, 
was shot through the thigh by a man 
Named Vien. Fratus now lies in St. 
John's hospital, but his wound is not 
considered dangerous. Vien is locked 
up to await an investigation. He justi- 
fies his action on the ground of self-de- 
fense. 


Fire at P ymouth, 

Plymouth, Mags., June 29.—The house 
occupied by the help on the large estate 
of R. C, Symington, about three miles 
South of this city, was struck by light- 
ning during the storm yesterday after- 
noon and burned, together with the large 
stable adjoining. Mr. Symington is a 
member of the Clark Thread company 
of New York. The financial loss is 
about $3500, 


LITTLE FIGHTING IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Lord Rober!s Reports Two Small Skirmishes. 
Boers Defeated In Both. 

London, June 29.—Lord Roberts has 
sent bulletins of two small fights, occur- 
ring on June 26 and 27, in which the Boers 
were defeated. In a dispatch from Pre- 
toria, dated yesterday, he says: 

“A small force of mounted troops, with 
two guns, commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Dreiper, was attacked by the 
enemy under Prefers and, Nel on the 
morning of June 26, seven miles north of 
Senekal. They beat off the enemy and 
burned their laager. Our casualties 
Were three killed and 10 wounded, 

“Hunter, temporarily commanding. 
Ian Hamilton's column, made one march 
yesterday from Heidelberg toward 
Frankfort without meeting any opposi- 
tion. 

“The enemy attacked our Roodvad 
€pruit post on the railway yesterday, 
but were easily beaten off by a detach- 
ment of the Derbyshire light infantry, 
the West Australian mounted, a 15- 
pounder and an armored train. 

“Baden-Powell reports the capture of 
an influential Boer named Ray, who was 
endeavoring to raise a commando in the 
Rustenberg district. A patrol brought 
in over 100 rifles. More than 4000 rifles 
and 1000 inferior pieces have been taken 
during the last few days. Hestates that 
20 Boers have arrived at Rustenberg, 
going to their homes, from Delarey's 
commando. They would have left be- 
fore if they had seen the proclamation 
which was carefully withheld by Boer 
authority.” 

Lord Roberts says that Wednesday, 
June 27, was a record market day in 
Pretoria for Boer farmers selling pro- 
duce. 

Parties of Boers still hang on General 
Buller’s fianks. F. R. Burnham, the 
American scout, is invalided. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph, in a dispatch, dated 
yesterday, says: 


“Since Sunday General French on the 
left, General lan Hamilton on the right 
and the Eleventh division in the cen- 


ter, have been endeavoring to surround 
the enemy's position in the hills 15 miles 
east. There was fighting for three 
days, but Tuesday night the enemy de- 
camped, going eastward. The total 
casualties were under 150.” 
Mother and Three Daughters Insane. 

Boston, June 29. — Mrs. Catherine 
Crosby, 76, and her eldest daughter, 
Adelaide, 45, were Thursday committed 
to the state asylum at Westboro as in- 
insane. Two other daughters, 
and Olive, 26, were taken to the 
city hospital for curable patients at 
Austin Farm. The commitment of the 
entire Crosby family from their home at 
1467 Columbus avenue, Roxbury, is a 
very sad story of two young women, who 
strove to keep their insane mother and 
Sister at home, only to succumb them- 
selves to the mania with which the oth- 
ers were afflicted.

WAS IT SUIGIDE?. 
Guamaiae 


Shortly after 9 o’clock this morning 


Jonathan Hayden, drawtender at the 
Quincy Point bridge found a straw 
bat and dark blue coat on the bridge 
near the drawer. The clothing had 
been evidently placed there sometime 
during tbe night, as it was noticed by 
Motorman Pray who runs the early car 
to Weymouth. Mr. Pray, however, 
thought it the property of some work- 
man and paid no attention to it. 

Mr. Hayden notitied the police, and 
Inspector Ferguson, who investigated, 
found an assortment of articles in the 
coat pocket. In a bag was $9.32 in 
money, a gold filled watch and chain, 
pipe, tobacco and knife. The watch 
was made by the Standard Watch Co. 
of New York, the works being num- 
bered 900,820, and the’case 544,968. In 
the pockets there were also two bills 
from Boston fruit firms. One was 
from Merrill & Co, for $6.25, and the 
other from Conant & Beal for $5. Both 
bore the date of June 28, and were 
made out to John Restele. 

Whether the man deliberately com- 
mitted suicide, or whether he dis- 
robed and lay down for a nap and fell 
overboard, is as yet to be determined, 
as at present the thing is a mystery. 

The name Restele is & familiar one 
in Quincy, but there are none in the 
directory whose vecupation is given 
as a fruit dealer. 

Several of these were seen, but coald 
throw no light on the matter. 

It was learned by the police this 
noon that the clothing found un- 
doubtedly belonged to John Restele, 
and that it was a case of suicide. 
Restele lives on Trafford street and run 
a pool room in Swingle & Faleoners 
block at South Quincy. 

He had been in poor health for some 
time. He left home at this 
morning, and nothing has been heard 
from him since,and as the clothing and 
articles found tally with these he was 
known to have, there is

London, June 30.—There is 
as to the whereabouts of the members 
of the legations, although abundant re- 
ports from Chinese sources say that they 
were safe a few days ago. The Daily 
Mail's Shanghai correspondent, tele- 
graphing yesterday, says: 

“An imperial decree has been sent to 
all the viceroys advising them that the 
foreign ministers were safe in Pekin on 
June 25, and affirming that the govern- 
ment would protect them. This is au- 
thentic md reliable. I received it 
through a high Chinese official having 
means of communication from the capi- 
tal to Shanghai by courier to Pao Ting 
Fu, and then by telegraph. 

There is no doubt that the Chinese gov- 
ernment fully recognizes what the 
safety of the implies at the 
present time, and for this reason there

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express, under yesterday's date, 
says: Chinese officials declare they 
have imperial authority for stating that 
the foreign ministers left Pekin for Tien 
Tsin via Pao Tin Fu on June 26.

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> THEY STRUCK FOR LIBERTY 
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July 4, 1776, is a day to date from in the history of iuman progress in spite of 
the fart that the experiment in free government inaugurated that day was not a 
new thins among enlightened people. The example of ancient Athens might be 
called exceptional, but in the heart of Europe ‘he mutch republic existed for more 
than two centuries with rapacious monarchs al! around the border and its own 
people divided as to the true seat of political sovereignty, whether in divine right

or human. And for nearly 600 years the Swiss have maintained a republic 
against princely greed and the weakness of human nature. 
The birth of true democracy in Athens was in the time of Solon. It was not 


won by fighting, but was afterward saved by the sword, especially at Marathon 
= and Platea. Pericles, the shining 
light of Greece, established de 
mocracy in Athens by the over 
throw of the aristocracy and aft 
erward in the states which united 
with Athens in the period of her 
greatness. Under his influence 
and with a system of popular gov 
ernment wars were fought suc- 
4 cessfully, the arts and sciences 
flourished, and the common peo- 
ple shared fully in the general 
prosperity. 

The first great victory of the 
Swiss patriots was won at Mor- 
. garten, Nov. 16, 1315. That day 

WASHINGTON, 1,400 mountaineers defeated 20,- LAFAYETTE. 
000 Austrians and a league of four forest cantons formed a perpetual confedera- 
cy, celebrating Morgarten day as an anniversary. Later four other cantons unit- 
ed, and the confederacy fought for liberty against the Austrians at Sempach in 
1,386 and Glarus in 1388. 

Napoleon robbed the Swiss of their liberty, but after his fall the old free can- 
tons, with new allies, adopted a constitutioa, which was ratitied Aug. 7, 1815, the 
birthday of the present republic. 

The anniversary which the whole English speaking race has cause to re- 
member is Magna Charta day, June 15. On that day, 1215, the key to English 
liberties was wrung from King John by the nobility and the landholders. The 
uprising was due to the king’s unparalleled cruelty, rapacity and misgovernment. 
After granting the great charter he attempted to subdue the patriot party, but 
died while taking the field with a vast army. 

France was in turmoil at the time of the American Revolution. In 1774 the 
people demanded of Louis XVI an equable taxation, freedom of trade and manu- 
factures and the abolition of jobbery and sinecures. The ancient state legisla- 
ture, called the states general, which had been extinct 200 years, was convoked 
and met May 1, 1789. The mandate of this body, in which the third estate, or 
common people, were all powerful, was for revolution. Lafayette commanded 
the national guard until he was exiled by the extremists. The battle which es- 
tablished the constitution was fought at Almy Sept. 2, 

Sympathy with the French revolution cost the people of the Dutch republic 
their own freedom, for Napoleon imposed the monarchy there once he was in 
powe'. The Dutch broke 
from Spain by revolution, and the 
republic twice defeated England. 
John of Barneveldt was the hero 
of the Netherlands. He favored 
a legislature superior to the exec- 
utive. or stadtholder, and was 
martyred for his principles. 

The American and French rev 
olutions had given such an impe- 
tus to aspirations for freedom 
that the ancient monarchies form- 
ed the Holy Alliance to suppress 
liberty. The revolution in Spain 
in 1820, which spread to Portugal 
and Italy, was suppressed by th & 
alliance, but Spain lost her Am¢ 
ican colonies in the struggle. lu- 
spired by Tosciusko, who had 
fought under Washington the 
Poles invoked ‘the sword in the : 
name of liberty in 1791. The struggle was a long one, and the fate of Poland was 
finally sealed by the alliance of Prussia and Austria with Russia.

The topical reference is found among! 
the statutes and judgments which 
through Moses God gave to Israel to| 
observe to do when they should come! 
futo the land which he should zive| 
them. The immediate reference is to! 
the presentation of the first fruits, but} 
in a broader sense we can apply the 
passage to the national life of Israel in 
its relation to God, and can learn from 
a study of this reference some of the 
vital and essential elements of a safe | 
nation. 

1. A nation to be safe must believe 
in God as the true source of national 
life and prosperity. National faith is 
as essential to national safety as in- 
dividual faith. The Jews fervently be- 
lieved in God as a nation, and they also 
believed that God gave them the land 
which was their national home. The 
nation that does not believe in God 
will not fear and serve God. Our faith, 
as a nation, in God should be specially 
strong. We cannot doubt that He has 
given this land and all its blessings to 
us any more than Israel could doubt 
that Canaan was the gift of God. 

2. A nation, to be safe, must acknowl- 
edge God as the author and preserver 
of national life and blessings. We 
must not only believe, but acknowl- 
edge, our faith to the world. In pre- 
senting the first fruits the worshiper 
was to say, “I profess this day unto 
the Lord thy God that I am come unto 
the country which the Lord sware unto 
our fathers for to give us.’ So we 
should profess our national faith in 
God to all the nations of the world. 
By word and deed the nations should 
be made to know in whom we believe. 
A public acknowledgment of faith is a 
constant safeguard against apostasy. 
A professed faith is not so easily bro- 
ken as an unacknowledged faith. 

3. A nation, to be safe, must live for 
yod. It must consecrate its first and 
best fruits to Him who is the ruler of 
It. must not 
only believe in God as the King of 
Kings and confess its faith, but must 
also practice it. God has a destiny for 
every nation as for every individual. 
It should be the aim of every nation to 
discover its divine destiny and then to 
zealously carry the will of God into 
effect.

On the field of Monmouth Molly Pitcb- 
er made herself famous. A shot from 
the enemy killed her husband, a can- 
noneer, at his post. The officer in com- 
mand, having no one competent to fill 
the vacancy, ordered the gun to be with- 
drawn. She.heard the order and, seizing 
the rammer, continued the fight, vowing 
that she would avenge her husband's 
death. The commission of sergeant was 
conferred upon her by General Washing- 
ton in recognition of her bravery. 

Just as all soldiers do not win personal 
renown, so all the army of devoted Amer- 
ican women could not enter the lists of 
battle heroines, like Deborah Sampson 
and Mollie Pitcher; but they proved 
heroines in patience, in watchfulness and 
in patriotic spirit. 

In 1768 the colonial women showed 
their patriotism by the spirit of self de- 
nial when in the face of the stamp act 
they unanimously agreed to reject Bohea, 
the brand of imported tea then so popu- 
Jar, and chose the balsamic Hyperion, a 
domestic manufacture prepared from the 
dried leaves of the raspberry plant. The 
ladies who thus denied themselves were 
known as the Daughters of Liberty. 

When husbands and fathers were away 
in the Continental ranks in 1778, the wo- 
men of Wyoming plowed, sowed and 
reaped, and not only that, but they made 
gunpowder, too, for the supply was low 
at the fort. 

In 1780 the distress of the American 
army was very great on account of the 
lack of clothing. The women formed an 
association for the purpose of relieving 
the distress of the soldiers. Those who 
could gave money. The highest dames 
of the land labored with their needles and 
sacrificed their trinkets and jewelry. The 
ladies of Philadelphia contributed 2,200 
shirts, which they had cut and .sewed 
themselves: On each garment was the 
name of the maker and in a number of 
cases this led to couitship and marriage. 

On the retreat of the Continental army 
from Fort Edward Mrs. Philip Schuyler, 
the wife of General Schuyler, rode from 
Albany to Saratoga, and gave orders to 
set fire to the extensive fields of wheat 
on their estates and requested the ten- 
ants to do the same rather than suffer 
the enemy to reap them. 

During the terrible winter passed at 
Valley Forge, Mrs. Washington endured 
every privation of the camp and was 
busy from morning till night providing 
comforts for the sick soldiers. She dress- 
ed with great simplicity so that her pri- 
vate means could be used for the pur- 
poses of relief. : 

But from the tidbits of social gossip 
handed down in colonial annals it is evi- 
dent that the lives of the women of that 
period were not always beclouded by 
stress and soberness. Smiles now and 
then banished the tears. Refreshed by 
their fragrant Hyperion beverage and 
inspired by noble zeal matrons and maids 
plied the needle and spinning wheel for 
the army and for liberty. One skillful 
needlewoman wrought an imperishable 
record upon the first flag given to the 
breezes by the new republic, and thus 
linked the name of Betsy Ross with that 
af Washington.

Petitions say the Time- 
table Don't Suit. 


Believe More Would be Carried 
with Increased Service. 


The hearing Friday evening before 
the City Council Committee on Streets, 
in relation to car service to Huughs 
Neck was in the nature of a fizzle. The 
hearing was given upon the strength of 
a@ petition to the City Council which 
bore the signature of but one resident, 
Andrew A. Meyer. 

The Committee Streets  pub- 
lished a notice that it would give a 
hearing to the street railway, residents 
of Houghs Neck and all others ia 
terested at 8 o'clock Friday nigbt. At 
that hour President Graham and Super- 
intendent Weeks of the street railway 
were present, but none from Houghs 
Neck. 

The hearing was called to order 
promptly at 8 o’clock by Chairman 
Poland, but as no [one desired to be 
beard at 8.04, the hearing upon motion 
of Councilman Nichols was declared 
closed. Messrs. Graham and Weeks 
immediately left the hall. 

Two minutes later Mr. Meyers and 
his counsel Mr. Baker and Mr. Leonard 
appeared. 

They were informed that the hearing 
had clused. After afew minutes con- 
versation with the chairman, during 
which Mr. Meyers said that the car he 
came on was five minutes late, it was 
decided to hear Mr. Meyers. 

When it was decided to hear Mr. 
Meyers, word was sent ‘to the street 
railway office, but neither Mr. Graham 
or Mr. Weeks could be found. 

Councilman Newcomb then moved to 
reopen the hearing which was carried. 

Lawyer Baker rehearsed his client's 
position, which was that he had 
demanded cars all winter, fifteen minute 
service, free transfers and a complete re- 
building of the road. He opposed the 


on 


granting of relocation unless these 
were complied with. As President 
Graham had agreed to do many of 


these things, be had withdrawn his 
opposition. As a matter of fact the 
road had done only part of these 


things, and as they were only running 
on half hour time the peceple were 
not accommodated. Citizens should 
not be required to wait thirty minutes 
for a car. 
ness were dependent on good service of 
the railroad. They should fulfill the 
requirements or let some one else do 
so. They have failed to show that it 
would not be profitable to do so. 

Mr. Baker then asked Mr. Meyers a 
number of questions, but as they were 
the most part foreign from the 
subject, the Chairman called him to 
order and insisted that they confine 
themselves to the question. 

In reply to Councilman Nichols, Mr. 
Baker said the public was not being 
accommodated. Cars were over- 
crowded at certain times,and he under- 
stood they did not run on schedule 
time. 

Mr. Meyers said he had asked Supt. 
Weeks when he was going to put a 
tifteen-minute time, but got no satis- 
faction. My opinion is that if cars 
are run on fifteen minute time- from 
33 to 50 per cent. more people will 
ride, Mr. Graham told the Railroad 
Commissioners he would put on fifteen 


for 


minute cars when the road was recon- 
structed. He knew of no reason why 
the road would be ata loss to run YS 
minute cars, He had no personal 
feeling against Mr. Graham, but as 
simply protecting himself. He had ex- 
pended over $80,000 at Houghs Neck. 
His investment had been received by 
#2e railroad. Iask you to corisider 
what I have laid out,and whether I am 
protecting myself or not. He would be 
satistied with half hour cars in the 
morning, fifteen minute service between 
noon and 8.30, then half hour time.

He has been seven anda half years 
in his present charge and amid many 
special difficultes has drawn around 
him a large congreagtion, and also 
built up the church which recently 
erected a handsome modern h 
building at a cost of $18,000. 

He received his doctor’s degree from 
Gale college which is the Presbyterian 
college for the Synod of Wisconsin.
